STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Public  Service  Commissioners  submit  their  report  for 
the  period  ending  December  1,  1911,  as  follows: 

The  late  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  went  out  of 
office  June  1,  1911.  This  Commission  assumed  office  as 
their  successors  June  17,  1911. 

The  law  requires  that  we  make  a biennial  report  to  the 
legislature.  The  reports  of  the  various  railroads  and  public 
utilities  under  our  jurisdiction  are  made  annually,  and  are 
of  little  value  for  statistical  purposes  unless  they  are  pub- 
lished annually.  Moreover,  the  reports  for  two  years, 
bound  up  together  with  an  account  of  all  the  proceedings 
of  this  Commission,  would  make  a volume  of  excessive  and 
unwieldy  bulk.  In  addition  to  our  own  proceedings,  those 
of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  from  December  1, 

1910,  the  date  of  their  last  report,  to  June  1,  1911,  are  yet 
to  be  reported. 

It  has  therefore  seemed  wise  to  make  our  biennial  report 
in  two  volumes,  the  first  of  wdiich,  issued  now,  shall  contain 
the  reports  of  all  railroads  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1911,  together  wTith  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  from  December  1,  1910  to  June  1, 

1911,  and  of  this  Commission  up  to  December  1,  1911. 

The  second  volume  will  contain  the  reports  of  railroads, 

and  of  public  utilities  not  heretofore  reporting,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1912,  together  with  our  proceedings  for 
a full  year.

All  other  important  physical  changes : 

New  second  track  has  been  built  and  put  in  operation  as  follows: 
Between  Newmarket  and  Durham,  N.  H.,  2.83  miles;  between 
Thayer  and  Lancaster,  Mass.,  1.29  miles;  at  Gloucester,  Mass., 
0.84  mile;  at  Pepperell,  Mass.,  0.58  mile;  and  at  Swampscott, 
Mass.,  0.10  mile;  a total  of  5.64  miles.  There  has  also  been  sundry 
minor  additions  and  changes  in  side  tracks. 

All  consolidations  or  reorganizations  effected: 

The  road,  franchises  and  property  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & 
Rochester  Railroad  Company,  heretofore  operated  by  this  Company 
under  lease,  were  purchased  in  June,  1911,  under  an  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  Directors  and  confirmed  by  the  Stockholders 
of  the  respective  companies.  The  Boston  & Maine  Railroad 
assumed  all  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Roch- 
ester Railroad  Company,  and  agreed  to  pay  $150.00  per  share  for 
the  outstanding  stock  not  already  purchased.  On  June  30th, 
there  remained  but  3296  shares  outstanding.  The  total  cost  of 
the  property  was  $7,925,691.37,  including  equipment  appraised 
at  $227,242.74  and  expenditures  made  by  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad  for  improvements  since  the  inception  of  the  lease  amount- 
ing to  $1,377,492.42. 

All  new  stock  issued: 

To  provide  means  for  making  additions  to  the  equipment,  and  for 
other  permanent  improvements  to  the  property,  the  stockholders 
on  November  2,  1910,  authorized  an  additional  issue  of  106,637 
shares  of  common  stock.  This  issue  was  approved  by  the  Boards 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire 
and  Maine,  and  the  right  to  subscribe  to  this  stock  at  $110.00 
per  share  was  given  to  stockholders  on  December  28,  1910,  pro 
rata  on  the  basis  of  one  share  of  stock  for  three  shares  held,  the 
privilege  being  given  stockholders  to  pay  for  their  subscriptions 
by  installments  of  25  per  cent  on  January  10,  1911;  25  per  cent 
on  April  10,  1911;  25  per  cent  on  July  10,  1911,  and  25  per  cent 
on  October  10,  1911. 

Subscriptions  were  received  for  104,364  shares,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  96,881  shares  had  been  fully  paid  and  certificates 
issued  therefor;  installment  payments  of  50  per  cent  had  been 
made  on  7,159  shares  and  75  per  cent  on  304  shares.

James  O.  Titcomb  and  others,  citizens  of  Pelham,  having  petitioned 
this  Board  for  the  restoration  of  the  car  service  over  the  branch  of  the 
Hudson,  Pelham  & Salem  Electric  Railway,  extending  from  Titcomb 
Junction  to  the  Massachusetts  state  line  at  Methuen  in  the  town  of 
Pelham. 

Due  notice  of  said  petition  having  been  given,  a hearing  was  had  upon 
the  same  at  the  office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  Concord  on 
Thursday,  January  5,  1911,  at  which  hearing  the  petitioners  were 
present  and  the  electric  railway  was  represented  by  its  President,  D.  A. 
Belden,  and  its  General  Manager,  Franklin  Woodman,  and  from  the 
evidence  presented  at  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  the  service  on  said 
loop  had  been  discontinued  on  December  12,  1910,  when  the  only  car 
run  over  this  loop  was  a car  from  the  Salem  car  barn  to  Methuen  in  the 
morning  and  returning  at  eleven  o’clock  P.  M. 

The  statute  provides  that  “the  railroad  commissioners,  upon  appli- 
cation, shall  have  the  power  to  authorize  any  street  railway  company 
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to  discontinue  the  operation  of  any  part  of  its  road  during  such  portion 
of  the  year  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  whenever  it  shall  appear  the 
same  cannot  be  operated  without  loss  to  the  company.”  The  railroad 
commissioners  find  that  the  method  of  running  cars  since  said  December 
12,  1910,  is  practically  a discontinuance  of  that  portion  of  its  road  for 
which  it  had  no  authority. 

The  commissioners  further  find  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence 
to  show  that  that  part  of  the  road  cannot  be  operated  without  loss  to 
the  company.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  presented  that  this 
particular  section  of  the  road  was  not  given  credit  for  the  full  number  of 
passengers  carried,  it  being  the  custom  of  the  conductors  to  register 
the  fares  after  they  had  passed  over  the  state  line. 

Wherefore  the  commissioners  order  that  the  schedule  in  force  prior 
to  December  12,  1910  be  restored  and  be  maintained  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  this  Board.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire: 

Respectfully  represents  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  a 
corporation  duly  existing  by  law  and  now  in  control  and  operation  of 
the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Railway,  extending  into  and  through 
the  town  of  Conway  in  the  County  of  Carroll  and  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.— 

That,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  16  and  17  of 
Chapter  159  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  New  Hampshire,  said  Maine 
Central  Railroad  Company  filed  with  your  Honorable  Board  a petition 
for  an  examination  of  certain  highway  crossings  in  said  town  of  Conway 
at  Kearsarge  and  Mechanic  Streets  in  the  village  of  North  Conway  in 
said  town,  and  for  a decision  of  the  question  whether  the  public  good 
requires  the  maintenance  of  flagmen  at  said  crossings  during  the  entire 
year 

That  on  August  26,  1910,  a hearing  was  had  at  the  passenger  station 
in  said  town  and  a view  was  taken: 

That  on  September  15,  1910,  your  Honorable  Board  made  the  fol- 
lowing order  relative  thereto:

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  from  the 
vote  of  the  town  of  Conway  requiring  said  Maine  Central  Railroad  to 
maintain  gates  or  station  a flagman  at  the  crossing  on  Kearsarge  and 
Mechanic  streets  in  the  village  of  North  Conway,  and  also  the  crossing 
at  Intervale  near  the  Bartlett  line  the  entire  year,  as  provided  in  Section 
15,  Chapter  159  of  the  Public  Statutes,  due  and  sufficient  notice  having 
been  given,  a hearing  was  had  at  the  passenger  station  is  said  town  on 
August  26,  1910,  at  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  town  was  represented  by  John  B.  Nash,  Esq.,  and  W.  D.  H. 
Hill,  Esq.,  its  attorneys,  and  the  railroad  by  Merrill  Shurtleff,  Esq. 
and  George  F.  Morris,  Esq.,  its  counsel. 

A view  was  taken  and  all  parties  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
Two  of  said  Crossings  are  located  in  the  village  of  No.  Conway  on 
Kearsarge  and  Mechanic  streets  and  the  third  at  Intervale  near  the 
Bartlett  town  line.  The  travel  on  Kearsarge  street  is  nearly  double  to 
that  on  Mechanic  street.  The  east  side  state  highway  crosses  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  at  the  Intervale  crossing  and  its  surroundmgs 
are  such  that  the  railroad  track  at  this  point  is  somewhat  obscured. 
There  is  a large  accession  to  the  population  of  Bartlett  and  North  Con- 
way during  the  summer  season  by  reason  of  the  large  number  of  hotels 
and  summer  boarding  houses  in  that  section.  The  train  service  on 
the  Maine  Central  R.  R.  is  also  increased  during  the  summer  season  to 
accommodate  the  summer  travel.  No  actual  count  of  the  number  of 
pedestrians  and  teams  using  Mechanic  street  and  Intervale  crossings 
was  offered  in  evidence.  A record  as  to  Kearsarge  street  crossing  for 
four  days  in  June,  1910,  was  submitted  and  from  the  tally  sheet  intro- 
duced it  appeared  that  on  Friday,  June  17,  1910,  there  were  seventy- 
two  (72)  teams  and  other  vehicles  and  two  hundred  and  six  (206)  pedes- 
trians, on  Saturday,  June  18,  sixty-eight  (68)  teams  and  two  hundred 
and  seven  (207)  pedestrians,  on  Monday,  June  20,  eighty-four  (84) 
teams  and  two  hundred  and  eighty-six  (286)  pedestrians  and  on  Tuesday, 
June  21,  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  teams  and  two  hundred  and  ten 
(210)  pedestrians. 

The  Commissioners  find  that  the  public  good  requires  that  Kearsarge 
street  crossing  be  protected  by  a flagman  and  that  Mechanic  street 
crossing  be  protected  by  a flagman  from  May  15th  to  November  15th 
of  each  year,  and  that  Intervale  crossing  be  protected  by  a flagman  from 
May  15th  to  November  15th  of  each  year.  The  hours  of  service  for 
each  flagman  to  be  the  same  as  those  at  the  street  railroad  crossing 
next  south  of  Kearsarge  street.

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DEATH  OF  HARRY  L.  COLBY.

^ Harry  L.  Colby,  a freight  brakeman,  was,  on  August  13,  1910,  run 
over  while  at  work  shifting  cars  in  the  Hillsboro  yard  and  instantly 
killed. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Colby,  after  setting  a switch,  attempted  to  board 
some  moving  cars,  that  were  being  run  in  onto  a siding,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  setting  the  brakes  and  fell  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  caught 
under  the  wheels,  rim  over  and  instantly  killed. 

Mr.  Colby  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  road  as  brakeman  on  this 
division  for  nearly  twelve  years  and  consequently  was  familiar  with 
the  work.  He  was  about  35  years  of  age  and  had  always  maintained 
a good  record. 

The  handle  or  “grab  iron”  on  the  cars,  upon  examination,  was  found 
to  be  in  good  condition  and  when  he  attempted  to  board  the  cars  they 
were  moving  at  about  the  rate  of  three  miles  an  hour.

DEATH  OF  ELLEN  FARRELL. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.

Investigation  at  Concord,  January  25,  1911. 

Witness: — George  E.  Jenkins,  Hostler,  Bellows  Falls,  Vt. 

Ellen  Farrell,  a young  lady  about  13  years  of  age  and  a resident  of 
North  Walpole,  was,  on  August  20,  1910,  while  attempting  to  cross 
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over  the  Wilson  crossing  in  North  Walpole,  run  over  and  fatally  injured 
by  an  engine  that  was  being  run  from  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  to  North 
Walpole,  N.  H.,  for  coal  and  water. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  the  hostler  who  was  running  the  engine,  testified  that 
as  he  approached  this  crossing  he  observed  the  girl  near  the  crossing 
and  apparently  waiting  for  the  engine  to  pass.  She  gave  no  sign  of 
going  across  ahead  of  the  same  but  when  the  engine  got  nearly  onto 
the  crossing  and  within  a few  feet  from  her  she  started  to  make  an  attempt 
to  cross  ahead  of  the  same,  when  she  was  struck  and  fatally  injured. 
The  engine  was  backing  down  and  was  running  at  a slow  speed,  about 
eight  miles  per  hour.  The  warning  signal  was  given  and  the  bell  was 
rung  and  when  the  girl  attempted  to  cross  it  was  impossible  for  the 
man  in  charge  of  the  engine  to  stop  the  same  and  avoid  the  accident. 

From  the  evidence  it  was  evident  that  the  girl  knew  of  the  approach- 
ing engine  but  was  seized  with  an  impulse  or  conviction  that  she  could 
cross  the  tracks  ahead  of  the  engine.  Grade  crossings  are  dangerous, 
particularly  to  children  of  her  age,  and  every  reasonable  effort  should 
be  made  to  eliminate  or  to  protect  the  same  by  a flagman  or  gates.

DEATH  OF  WILLIAM  COTTERYLL. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.

Investigation  at  Concord,  January  25,  1911. 

Witnesses: — Henry  Colby,  Engineer,  Woodsville,  N.  H.;  Robert 
Hett,  Fireman,  Woodsville,  N.  H. 

Mr.  William  Cotteryll,  a farmer,  sixty-six  years  of  age,  was  instantly 
killed  while  attempting  to  drive  with  a one  horse  lumber  wagon,  with 
dump  body  on  the  rear  axle,  over  the  grade  crossing  near  the  station 
at  Boyce,  on  the  White  Mountains  Division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad,  by  the  locomotive  of  passenger  train  No.  140  from  Woods- 
ville to  Concord,  October  3,  1910.  The  train  was  running  express 
from  Tilton  to  Concord  and  was  about  eight  minutes  late.  The  engi- 
neer testified  that  he  had  blown  the  long  station  whistle,  had  given 
the  usual  whistles  for  the  crossing  at  the  station,  and  had  also  sounded 
the  whistles  for  the  crossing  located  just  south  of  the  station.  The 
three  different  signals  were  given  within  less  than  half  a mile  from  the 
crossing  where  the  accident  occurred.  The  engineer  further  testified 
that  just  as  he  released  the  rope  after  giving  the  final  signal,  and  when 
he  was  within  about  three  hundred  feet  of  the  crossing,  he  first  saw 
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the  team  going  slowly  about  thirty  feet  from  it  in  the  highway,  and 
at  once  gave  several  short  blasts  of  the  whistle.  Mr.  Cotteryll  looked 
up  and  pulled  the  horse  into  a walk,  which  led  the  engineer  to  believe 
that  he  intended  to  stop.  Evidently  he  did  not  realize  that  the  train 
was  so  near,  if  indeed  he  knew  that  any  train  was  approaching,  as  he 
immediately  started  the  horse  into  a trot  and  drove  onto  the  crossing. 
The  true  situation  was  not  apparent  to  the  engineer  until  he  was  within 
about  fifty  feet  of  the  crossing;  though  he  applied  the  emergency 
brake,  it  was  then  too  late  to  stop  or  to  much  reduce  his  speed  in  going 
so  short  a distance.  The  horse  reached  the  other  side  of  the  track, 
the  engine  striking  the  rear  wheels,  Mr.  Cotteryll  being  thrown  with 
such  force  that  he  received  fatal  injuries,  death  probably  being  instan- 
taneous. The  victim  resided  some  three  miles  distant  and  was  travel- 
ing home  when  he  met  his  death.  He  was  accustomed  to  use  this 
crossing  frequently  and  was  entirely  familiar  with  the  surroundings. 
There  were  some  obstructions  to  the  view  of  the  track  but  had  he 
exercised  ordinary  caution  he  would  have  seen  the  train  approaching. 
It  was  ascertained  that  Mr.  Cotteryll  was  somewhat  deaf  and  must 
have  been  absolutely  oblivious  of  the  fact  that  the  train  was  coming; 
otherwise,  he  would  not  have  driven  upon  the  crossing  and  invited 
serious  injuries  and  almost  certain  death. 

Until  grade  crossings  are  abolished,  such  accidents  will  continue 
to  occur.

Hamilton  Jackson,  a lad  six  or  seven  years  of  age,  while  crossing 
Main  street  crossing  in  the  village  of  Warren  on  November  22,  1910, 
was  struck  by  the  engine  of  train  No.  70  and  fatally  injured. 

Mr.  Bertin,  the  engineer,  testified  that  when  within  about  two  hun- 
dred feet  of  the  crossing  he  saw  a child  running  towards  the  same  and 
he  immediately  applied  the  brakes  and  blew  the  warning  whistle. 
The  child  was  running  to  cross  the  track  ahead  of  the  train.  The  train 
was  heavy,  having  nine  coaches  attached,  and  was  running  at  the  rate 
of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  miles  per  hour.  The  crossing  whistle  was 
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sounded  and  the  bell  was  rung  but  all  these  warnings  were  of  no  avail 
in  warning  one  so  young. 

Had  this  crossing  been  protected  by  a flagman  the  child’s  life  would 
undoubtedly  have  been  saved.  This  crossing  is  located  in  the  village  of 
Warren  and  is  much  used  by  residents  of  the  village  and  the  same 
should  be  protected  by  a flagman  or  gates.

DEATH  OF  UNKNOWN  MAN  NEAR  NORTH  HAMPTON.

Witness: — Andrew  Roberts,  Sectionman,  Hampton. 

On  Oct.  17,  1910,  One  of  the  sectionmen  on  his  way  to  work  in  the 
morning,  discovered  the  body  of  an  unknown  man,  apparently  thirty 
or  thirty-five  years  of  age,  lying  upon  the  east  bound  track  near  the 
overhead  bridge  near  North  Hampton  station.  He  had  apparently 
been  dead  for  some  hours.  The  body  was  badly  mangled  and  the 
skull  was  fractured.  He  wore  black  overalls,  black  jumper  and  black 
outside  shirt.  There  was  nothing  upon  the  body  to  identify  it,  nor 
did  anyone  appear  to  claim  it. 

The  indications  were  that  the  man  was  dragged  from  a point  nearly 
opposite  the  baggage  room  to  the  point  where  the  body  was  found. 
In  all  probability,  he  attempted  to  jump  upon  a moving  train  and 
was  thrown  under  it.

DEATH  OF  PATRICK  J.  DOWD.

November  20th,  1910,  when  extra  freight  No.  691  from  Nashua  to 
Deering  Junction,  Maine,  was  about  one  mile  east  of  Fremont,  the 
engineer  saw  a man  walking  on  the  track  about  eighty  rods  ahead  of 
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the  train.  The  engineer  gave  one  long  whistle  then  four  short  blasts 
and  repeated.  The  traveler  did  not  turn  around  and  showed  no  sign 
of  hearing  the  approaching  train.  When  eight  or  ten  car  lengths 
away,  the  engineer  applied  the  emergency  brake  and  did  all  he  could 
to  stop  the  train,  but  it  was  then  too  late,  and  the  man,  whom  it  was 
afterward  ascertained  was  Patrick  J.  Dowd,  residence  unknown,  was 
instantly  killed.  It  appeared  that  Mr.  Dowd  was  very  hard  of  hearing. 
When  the  engineer  first  saw  him  there  was  sufficient  opportunity  to 
have  stopped  the  train.

DEATH  OF  CHARLES  H.  ROSS. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.

Investigation  at  Concord,  January  25,  1911. 

Witnesses: — Edward  J.  Large,  Conductor,  Bernard  A.  Thayer, 
Brakeman. 

Charles  H.  Ross,  of  Woodsville,  N.  H.,  a brakeman  of  some  years’ 
experience,  was  killed  in  the  yard  at  Lakeport,  Nov.  6,  1910,  at  about 
ten  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Extra  freight  No.  796  from  Concord  to  Woodsville,  upon  which  Mr. 
Ross  was  employed  as  brakeman,  stopped  at  the  north  end  of  the 
Lakeport  yard  to  pick  up  four  cars  and  set  off  three.  The  engine, 
together  with  the  cars  which  were  to  be  set  off,  and  the  cars  ahead  of 
those,  were  hauled  up  over  the  switch  and  backed  down  onto  the  side 
track.  Mr.  Ross  evidently  stepped  in  between  the  cars,  either  to  be 
sure  the  hitch  was  made,  or  to  couple  the  air  hose,  when  the  engine 
began  backing  up  again.  The  conductor  heard  an  exclamation  from 
Ross,  who  was  found  under  the  cars,  between  the  rails,  unconscious 
from  injuries  which  shortly  after  proved  fatal.  The  brakeman  near 
the  engine  gave  the  signal  to  back  after  the  hitch  was  made,  thinking 
the  cars  must  be  pushed  in  beyond  the  second  switch.  Mr.  Ross, 
knowing  that  there  was  no  occasion  to  push  the  cars  farther,  and 
expecting  they  would  remain  where  they  were  until  he  notified  the 
conductor  that  he  was  ready  for  them  to  go  ahead,  undoubtedly  stepped 
in  between  the  cars.  The  only  external  injury  noticeable  was  a slight 
wound  on  the  head;  however,  he  died  within  a few  minutes  without 
gaining  consciousness.

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DEATH  OF  HENRY  CAVERHILL. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  4,  1911. 

Witness: — Herbert  A.  Coburn,  Engineer,  Dover,  N.  H. 

Mr.  Henry  Caverhill,  a sectionman,  between  forty-five  and  fifty  years 
of  age,  and  understood  to  have  resided  in  Exeter,  was  instantly  killed 
while  at  work  on  the  track  a short  distance  east  of  the  Exeter  station, 
August  12,  1910.  The  section  crew,  consisting  of  the  foreman  and 
three  assistants,  were  engaged  in  repairing  the  west  bound  track  when 
passenger  train  No.  844,  consisting  of  an  engine  and  two  cars,  approached, 
running  from  Somersworth  to  Haverhill.  About  three  fourths  of  a 
mile  from  the  place  where  the  men  were  working,  the  train  rounded  a 
curve  and  from  that  point  the  men  were  plainly  seen  by  the  engineer. 
The  train  was  a regular  one  and  was  on  schedule  time,  running  about 
thirty-five  miles  an  hour.  The  engineer  observed,  as  his  train  came 
nearer  to  these  men,  that  they  apparently  were  unaware  of  their  danger, 
in  fact,  did  not  appear  to  notice  that  his  train  was  approaching.  When 
within  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  the  engineer  sounded  the 
danger  whistle,  and  seemingly  their  attention  was  directed  to  an  extra 
passenger  train  running  east  on  the  other  track.  As  the  men  made 
no  effort  to  escape,  the  engineer  applied  the  emergency  brake  but  it 
was  then  too  late.  Two  men  were  struck  and  injured,  Mr.  Caverhill 
fatally.  He  was  thrown  on  to  the  pilot  and  when  the  train  could  be 
stopped,  life  was  extinct.  The  train  on  the  eastbound  track  had 
just  passed  when  Mr.  Caverhill  was  hit.  The  whole  attention  of  the 
men  was  upon  the  eastbound  train  and  the  sound  of  the  whistle  on 
the  engine  which  caused  the  fatality  was  drowned  by  the  noise  of  that 
train.  Had  the  engineer  of  train  No.  844  brought  his  train  to  a stop 
when  he  first  saw  these  men  on  the  track,  the  accident  would  have  been 
avoided;  but  such  action  on  his  part  was  not  expected  or  required. 
Men  employed  on  the  section  have  knowledge  of  scheduled  trains 
and  are  expected  to  protect  .themselves.  It  is  difficult  to  account 
for  their  failure  to  do  so  in  this  case,  even  though  another  train  was 
running  in  the  opposite  direction.  The  situation  was  in  no  sense  an 
unusual  one  so  far  as  the  operation  of  trains  was  concerned  but  that 
none  of  the  crew  were  aware  of  this  danger  was  most  unusual,  and 
accidents  of  a similar  character  are  of  infrequent  occurrence.

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DEATH  OF  MOSES  THURLOW. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Investigation  at  Concord,  March  9,  1911. 

Witnesses: — Charles  E.  Allis,  Engineer,  Springfield,  Mass.,  Norman 
J.  McDonald,  Section  foreman,  Westboro,  N.  H. 

Mr.  Moses  Thurlow,  a sectionman,  thirty-eight  years  of  age,  was 
fatally  injured  in  the  West  Lebanon  yard  about  1:30  o’clock  on  the 
afternoon  of  December  9,  1910.  Mr.  Thurlow  was  working  with  a 
young  man  named  Spencer  putting  bolts  in  a frog,  in  the  West  Lebanon 
or  Westboro  yard,  not  far  from  the  bridge  which  connects  with  White 
River  Junction.  Engineer  Allis  had  drawn  a train  into  White  River 
Junction,  had  left  the  cars  there  and  was  backing  his  engine  across 
to  the  yard  at  West  Lebanon  when  Mr.  Thurlow  was  struck  and  killed. 
The  young  man,  Mr.  Spencer,  who  was  assisting  in  the  work,  happened 
to  be  right  in  the  middle  of  the  track  and  his  situation  was  such,  that 
although  he  was  under  the  tender  when  the  engine  stopped  he  was 
but  slightly  injured.  Until  Engineer  Allis  brought  his  engine  to  a 
stop  he  was  not  aware  that  anyone  had  been.  hit.  Mr.  Spencer,  when 
assisted  from  under  the  tender,  immediately  inquired  for  Mr.  Thurlow, 
and  his  body  was  found  about  ten  feet  in  front  of  the  engine.  It  appears 
that  the  track  makes  a sharp  curve  from  the  bridge  towards  the  engine 
house  where  the  switch  is  taken  and  which  placed  the  engineer  on  the 
long  side  of  the  curve.  On  account  of  the  height  of  the  tender  and 
the  coal  thereon,  it  was  impossible  to  see  over  and  observe  anyone 
who  might  be  on  the  track.  It  seems  that  it  was  the  custom  of  the 
fireman  to  leave  the  engine  at  the  end  of  the  bridge  where  the  engine 
leaves  the  main  track,  to  go  for  his  dinner  and  this  custom  was  followed 
on  the  day  of  the  accident.  Had  the  fireman  remained  in  the  cab 
and  been  looking  back,  being  on  the  short  side  of  the  curve,  he  would 
have  seen  these  men  at  work  and  this  fatality  would  undoubtedly 
have  been  averted.  The  engine  was  running  slowly  and  the  movement 
was  a customary  one. 

Mr.  Thurlow  had  been  employed  about  the  yard  and  was  familiar 
with  the  situation.  Other  engines  were  operating  in  the  yard  making 
more  or  less  noise  which  may  have  confused  Mr.  Thurlow.  Evidently 
he  was  so  intent  upon  the  work  in  which  he  was  engaged  that  he  was 
not  aware  that  this  engine  was  bearing  down  upon  him,  though  the 
bell  on  the  engine  was  ringing.  There  were  other  sectionmen  at 
work  in  the  yard  but  no  one  saw  the  accident  or  appeared  to  have 
been  aware  that  these  men  were  in  peril.  Mr.  Thurlow  was  a man 
of  excellent  habits  and  so  far  as  known,  in  the  possession  of  all  his 
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faculties.  While  he  must  have  been  careless  in  not  keeping  a sharp 
look-out  for  trains  upon  the  track  on  which  he  was  working,  yet  had 
the  fireman  been  upon  his  seat  in  the  engine,  as  he  should  have  been, 
he  would  have  seen  these  men  and  this  accident  would  not  have  occurred. 
That  similar  accidents  may  not  happen  in  the  future,  the  fireman  should 
be  required  to  remain  in  his  engine  until  it  reaches  its  destination.

DEATH  OF  MISS  ETHEL  BOYNTON. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Witnesses: — Frank  A.  Mann,  Conductor,  Winchendon,  Mass.;  David 
H.  Goodhue,  Engineer,  Concord,  N.  H.;  Frank  C.  Bickford,  Fireman, 
Winchendon,  Mass.;  J.  L Shanks,  Roadmaster,  Fitchburg,  Mass.; 
Horatio  H.  Hunt,  Section  foreman,  East  Jaffrey,  N.  H.;  Frank  H. 
Eddy,  Foreman,  Fitchburg  Car  Shops,  Fitchburg,  Mass.;  Charles  S. 
Hall,  Master  Mechanic,  Concord,  N.  H. 

Passenger  train  No.  641,  running  from  Winchendon,  Mass.,  to 
Concord,  N.  H.,  on  the  Fitchburg  Division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad,  was  derailed  about  three  quarters  of  a mile  from  East  Jaffrey 
near  the  Carey  Crossing,  so-called,  on  the  morning  of  February  4,  1911. 
This  train  was  scheduled  to  leave  Winchendon  at  6:43  o’clock  and  on 
the  morning  of  the  accident  left  on  time,  arriving  at  West  Rindge 
where  it  was  set  off  on  a siding  to  allow  train  No.  614  running  toward 
Worcester  to  pass.  Both  trains  were  on  time.  After  the  Worcester 
train  had  passed,  the  train  bound  for  East  Jaffrey  and  Concord,  which 
was  in  charge  of  Conductor  Frank  A.  Mann,  continued  on  its  way. 
Just  before  reaching  the  Carey  crossing  in  the  town  of  Jaffrey,  when 
the  train  was  running  about  thirty  miles  an  hour,  it  left  the  iron.  The 
train  consisted  of  a locomotive,  combination  car  and  passenger  coach. 
The  engineer  testified  that  in  passing  over  this  crossing  his  engine  was 
not  working  steam  but  was  drifting,  when  he  felt  a slight  disturbance 
which  suggested  that  something  was  wrong.  Glancing  back  he  saw 
the  cars  “jumping  around  on  the  track.”  He  at  once  applied  the 
brake  in  full  force  and  the  train  came  almost  to  a stop,  when  the  cars 
broke  away  from  the  engine  and  dropped  over  the  bank  onto  the  ice 
of  the  Contoocook  river.  The  engine  ran  only  about  twenty-five  feet 
after  the  two  cars  had  been  detached  and  had  toppled  over  on  to  the 
ice  and  the  rear  set  of  wheels  on  the  tender,  No.  4 as  they  are  called, 
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were  off  the  iron.  The  point  where  the  engine  stopped  was  not  over 
three  hundred  feet  from  the  crossing,  which,  in  view  of  the  speed  at 
which  the  train  was  running,  indicated  that  a good  stop  had  been  made. 
In  addition  to  the  train  crew  there  were  three  passengers,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Kramer,  Mr.  Wheeler  and  Miss  Boynton.  Conductor  Mann  was  in 
the  baggage  compartment  of  the  combination  car  when  the  cars  went 
over  the  embankment.  Though  painfully  injured  he  crawled  out 
of  the  wreckage  and  made  a hurried  investigation  of  the  situation, 
rendering  all  possible  aid  as  did  other  members  of  the  train  crew  and 
Mr.  Wheeler,  the  passenger  who  escaped  uninjured.  The  baggage- 
master  was  found  under  the  car  but  was  not  seriously  hurt.  Mr. 
Kramer  had  crawled  out  of  the  rear  end  of  the  passenger  car  and  was 
upon  the  ice  in  the  river,  groaning  and  apparently  injured.  A further 
search  revealed  the  fact  that  the  lifeless  body  of  Miss  Boynton  was 
under  the  forward  end  of  the  coach.  Physicians  were  summoned 
and  every  assistance  rendered.  The  day  was  very  cold  and  disagree- 
able and  the  road  bed  and  highway  crossing  were  covered  with  three 
or  four  inches  of  snow  and  ice.  An  examination  of  the  track  disclosed 
that  the  cars  left  the  iron  about  twenty-five  feet  before  reaching  the 
crossing.  The  first  marks  of  derailment  appeared  on  the  inside 
of  the  bolts  on  the  joints,  but  the  ties  were  not  cut  into  at  any 
point  east  of  the  crossing.  At  the  point  where  the  cars  left  the 
track  there  is  a three  degree  curve  and  about  three  inch  elevation 
in  the  outer  rail,  the  cars  falling  over  on  the  long  side  of  the  curve.  It 
appeared  in  evidence  that  the  day  previous  a new  rail  had  been  put  in 
and  the  track  shimmed  for  a distance  of  forty-five  feet  extending  from 
a point  about  six  feet  from  the  crossing.  The  roadmaster,  section- 
foreman  and  other  railroad  men  familiar  with  such  work  testified  that 
this  shimming  up  of  the  track  in  no  way  contributed  to  the  derailment. 
To  sustain  this  view  it  was  suggested  that  other  trains  had  passed 
with  safety  after  the  work  was  performed.  Careful  inquiry  was  made 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  cars  both  before  and  after  the  accident. 
Conductor  Mann,  as  was  his  custom,  inspected  them  before  leaving 
Winchendon  and  they  were  apparently  in  perfect  condition.  The 
passenger  coach  had  recently  come  from  the  shops  in  Concord  where 
it  had  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and  was  put  in  service  the  Monday 
previous.  The  combination  car  had  been  put  on  a short  time  pre- 
viously. After  the  accident  the  cars  were  taken  to  Fitchburg  and 
Mr.  Eddy  who  is  shop  foreman  of  the  car  department  testified  that 
the  wheels  of  the  passenger  coach  were  in  first-class  condition  and 
gauged  within  one  tenth  of  an  inch.  The  trucks  were  in  good  condition 
with  the  exception  of  some  pedestals  and  oil  boxes  which  were  broken. 
These  defects  in  the  opinion  of  the  witness  occurred  after  the  cars 
left  the  rail.  The  combination  car  was  found  to  be  in  a similar  good 
condition,  the  flanges  intact,  one  oil  box  and  one  pedestal  broken. 
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There  was  nothing  in  the  appearance  of  the  trucks  or  the  condition 
of  the  cars  that  suggested  any  reason  for  their  leaving  the  rail,  and  in 
the  testimony  submitted  to  the  Board  there  was  no  evidence  that 
the  rails  had  spread  thereby  causing  the  derailment.  In  view  of  all 
the  testimony  submitted  it  is  impossible  to  determine  with  any  degree 
of  certainty  what  caused  this  accident.  The  railroad  officials  stated 
that  they  had  tried  in  every  possible  way  to  discover  the  reason  for 
that  train  leaving  the  iron  but  had  not  been  able  to  find  any.  The 
fact  that  the  train  was  derailed  at  a point  where  repairs  had  been  made 
the  previous  day  may  or  may  not  be  significant. 

The  victim,  Miss  Boynton,  who  was  a school  teacher  and  about 
twenty-nine  years  of  age,  was  a most  estimable  young  lady,  and  her 
untimely  death  was  particularly  sad.

DEATH  OF  CHARLES  STACKPOLE. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Witness: — Louis  C.  Ellison,  Engineer,  Reading,  Mass. 

About  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1911, 
as  an  extra  freight  between  Portland  and  Boston  approached  the  bridge 
over  the  Oyster  River  near  Durham,  the  engineer  saw  the  body  of  a 
man  lying  near  the  tracks  about  200  feet  west  of  the  Oyster  River 
bridge.  The  man  had  evidently  been  dead  for  some  time.  There  was 
a wound  upon  his  head.  The  nearest  highway  crossing  is  the  Mill 
Dam  Road,  so-called,  about  one-fourth  of  a mile  from  the  point  where 
the  body  was  found.  Nothing  is  known  about  the  circumstances  of 
the  man’s  death.  It  was  later  learned  that  his  name  was  Charles 
Stackpole,  that  he  lived  on  the  road  just  west  of  the  Durham  depot, 
and  had  relatives  in  Dover.

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DEATH  OF  SIDNEY  McGRATH. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Witness: — Charles  D.  Baker,  Conductor,  Somerville,  Mass. 

Sidney  McGrath,  a brakeman  on  extra  freight  No.  537,  was  killed 
at  Greenland  station  Sept.  19,  1910,  at  about  6:50  in  the  afternoon.  At 
the  time  of  the  accident  this  train  was  setting  off  a milk  car  on  the 
siding.  There  were  other  cars  upon  the  siding,  and  the  crossing  from 
the  creamery  to  the  freight  yard  had  to  be  kept  open  for  teams  to  go 
to  and  from  the  creamery.  Certain  cars  were  to  be  backed  onto  the 
siding  over  the  crossing,  and  the  milk  car  was  pulled  up  the  other 
side  of  the  crossing,  where  it  was  to  be  left,  and  Mr.  McGrath  stepped 
in  between  the  cars,  turned  the  air  off  and  uncoupled  the  hose.  The 
conductor  stood  beside  the  cars,  waiting  for  McGrath  to  give  the 
motion.  Just  at  this  time  the  lantern  of  one  of  the  brakemen  went 
out,  and  as  he  went  back  to  the  cab  to  light  it,  the  conductor  says, 
“Are  you  all  right?”  and  the  brakeman  replied,  “All  right.”  The 
flagman  who  stood  nearer  the  engine  waiting  for  the  signal  heard  the 
words,  “All  right,”  and  assumed  that  they  were  ready  to  move  the 
train,  whereupon  he  gave  the  engineer  the  motion  to  go  ahead.  The 
car  started,  whereupon  the  conductor  immediately  gave  the  stop 
motion.  Between  the  starting  and  the  stopping  of  the  cars  Mr.  Mc- 
Grath was  caught  between  them  and  injured  so  that  he  died  in  the 
hospital  at  Portsmouth  that  night.

DEATH  OF  ADOLPHUS  GREENWOOD. 

State  of  New  Hampshire.

Witnesses: — Herbert  E.  Nourse,  Conductor,  Woods ville,  N.  H.; 
Richard  French,  Brakeman;  John  Challis,  Snow  Shoveler,  Woods- 
ville,  N.  H. 

Adolphus  Greenwood,  employed  by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  as 
a snow  shoveler,  was  run  over  and  fatally  injured  on  what  is  known  as 
the  engine-house  track  in  the  Woodsville  yard  on  February  7,  1911. 
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Mr.  Greenwood  was  at  work  cleaning  what  is  known  as  the  engine- 
house  switch.  A string  of  freight  cars  was  pushed  onto  the  engine-house 
track  and  evidently  was  not  seen  or  heard  by  Mr.  Greenwood,  as  he  was 
caught  by  a brake  beam  and  dragged  nearly  two  hundred  feet.  His 
injuries  were  such  that  death  must  have  been  instantaneous.  No 
member  of  the  freight  crew  saw  the  train  strike  him  and  the  brakeman 
who  was  riding  the  string  of  cars  testified  at  the  hearing  that  he  did 
not  see  Mr.  Greenwood  on  the  track.  Mr.  Challis,  a co-laborer,  who 
had  been  at  work  with  Mr.  Greenwood  but  had  left  him  a few  minutes 
before  the  accident,  stated,  that  observing  some  cars  on  the  track  some 
two  hundred  feet  or  more  distant  said  to  him,  “ Look  out  for  the  cars,  they 
are  liable  to  push  them  onto  us  any  moment,”  and  Mr.  Greenwood 
replied,  “All  right.” 

When  a crew  is  at  work  in  a freight  yard  repairing  the  tracks  or 
clearing  away  snow,  extra  precaution  should  be  taken  to  warn  all  work- 
men of  approaching  cars,  and  at  the  same  time  the  workmen  so  engaged 
should  always  be  on  the  alert  to  protect  themselves  from  shifting  cars. 
In  this  case  evidently  the  brakeman  riding  the  string  of  cars  did  not 
use  proper  vigilance  or  he  would  have  been  able  to  have  observed  and 
warned  Mr.  Greenwood.

DEATH  OF  VARLOW  KARCHINSKEY. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Concord,  May  18,  1911. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  4,  1911. 

Witness: — Howard  Pitman,  Exeter,  N.  H. 

Mr.  Howard  Pitman,  a resident  of  Exeter  and  whose  occupation  was 
a shoemaker,  left  the  factory  where  he  was  employed,  at  the  comple- 
tion of  his  day’s  work  about  4 : 40  o’clock  on  the  afternoon  of  December 
24,  1910.  As  he  left  the  factory,  which  is  located  near  the  Front  Street 
crossing  in  Exeter,  he  heard  the  whistle  of  the  eastbound  through 
freight.  He  testified  that  he  recalled  the  circumstance  from  the  fact 
that  the  sounding  of  the  whistle  was  unusually  prolonged  and  that  the 
train  was  going  at  a high  rate  of  speed.  The  train  passed  him  as  he 
reached  the  Front  Street  crossing.  Mr.  Pitman  continued  down  the 
track  towards  the  railroad  station.  When  near  the  northerly  end  of 
the  freight  house,  his  attention  was  called  by  a woman  who  was  going 
up  the  track,  to  an  object  between  the  track  which  ends  at  the  dead 
wood  and  the  track  leading  to  the  freight  house.  Upon  investigation 
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he  found  the  object  to  be  the  dead  body  of  a young  man  who  had  been 
hit  by  a passing  train.  It  was  subsequently  learned  that  the  victim 
was  Varlow  Karchinskey,  a man  about  twenty  years  of  age,  who  resided 
in  Exeter  and  worked  in  the  same  shop  where  Mr.  Pitman  was  employed. 
He  lived  in  an  opposite  direction  from  the  factory,  so  that  in  going  home 
from  his  work,  he  would  not  have  occasion  to  pass  through  the  railroad 
yard. 

The  body  was  warm  when  found  and  all  circumstances  lead  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  freight  which  had  just  previously  passed  caused 
his  death.  It  appeared  that  a shifting  engine  had  been  operating  in 
the  yard  a short  time  previous  to  the  accident,  but  the  position  of  the 
body  with  one  foot  across  the  rail  leading  to  the  freight  house,  indi- 
cated that  the  man  had  been  hit  after  this  train  had  finished  its  work. 
The  body  was  not  mutilated  but  a bruise  near  the  heart  suggested  the 
probability  that  he  was  hit  by  the  cylinder  of  the  engine. 

The  place  where  the  body  was  found  was  about  three  hundred  feet 
from  a highway  crossing  and  within  the  railroad  yard.  There  were  the 
usual  signs  warning  trespassers,  which  were  disregarded  not  only  by 
the  victim  of  this  accident  but,  it  appeared  in  evidence,  by  many  people 
who  are  accustomed  to  use  the  yard  as  a thoroughfare.  As  there  were 
no  witnesses  to  this  accident  it  is  impossible  to  determine  just  how  it 
occurred,  but  it  seems  more  probable  than  otherwise  that  Mr.  Kar- 
chinskey was  walking  on  the  track  and  did  not  take  the  necessary  pre- 
caution. It  being  quite  dark  he  might  have  mistaken  the  track  on  which 
the  train  was  approaching.  In  any  event  he  was  probably  struck  by 
the  cylinder  or  forward  part  of  the  engine,  receiving  injuries  which 
resulted  in  instant  death.

DEATH  OF  CHARLES  F.  MASSEY. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Concord,  May  22,  1911. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  18,  1911. 

Witnesses: — Alphonse  King,  Conductor;  Loren  H.  Buntin,  Engineer; 
Harry  C.  Barrett,  Signalman;  Frank  P.  O’Brien,  Signalman;  and 
Statement  of  Peter  Odett. 

Charles  F.  Massey,  brakeman  employed  upon  the  freight-house 
shifter  in  the  Concord  yard,  was  killed  at  about  10:40  or  45  in  the  even- 
ing of  February  18,  1911.  At  the  time  of  the  accident  Mr.  Massey  was 
flagging  on  the  head  car,  which  was  one  of  several  cars  being  pushed 
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ahead  of  the  engine  from  the  inward  main  track  to  the  freight-house 
track. 

After  the  engineer  had  received  the  signal  to  proceed,  and  when  the 
engine  and  cars  were  moving  at  the  rate  of  speed  of  about  6 or  8 miles 
an  hour,  the  signal  was  changed  back  to  danger,  whereupon  the  engi- 
neer immediately  applied  the  brakes.  Although  no  one  saw  just  what 
happened  to  Mr.  Massey,  it  is  evident  that  the  sudden  stopping  of  the 
cars  threw  him  from  the  top  of  the  car  where  he  was  riding,  to  the 
ground,  where  he  was  found  after  the  cars  had  stopped,  dead. 

It  appears  that  at  times,  especially  when  there  is  snow  upon  the  ground, 
the  switches  and  levers  move  hard.  At  such  times  an  employee  was 
kept  to  keep  the  switches  and  lock  bars  free  from  ice,  and  also  to  help 
on  the  levers.  On  the  night  of  the  accident  this  man  was  in  the  signal 
tower,  and  as  both  signalmen  claimed,  without  any  authority  what- 
ever, evidently  thinking  the  shifter  had  passed  the  first  signal,  changed 
it  to  danger.  It  was  this  change  of  signal  which  caused  the  engineer  to 
apply  the  brakes,  and  undoubtedly  threw  Mr.  Massey  from  the  top 
of  the  car.  It  was  claimed  by  all  the  signalmen  that  this  man  had 
never  before  touched  the  levers,  except  as  he  took  hold  with  them  to 
help  throw  them  when  the  work  was  too  much  for  one  man.

DEATH  OF  PATRICK  MORIARTY. 

State  of  New  Hampshire, 
in  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Concord,  N.  H.,  May  25, 1911. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  18,  1911. 

Witness: — Louis  Levesque,  Conductor,  Nashua,  N.  H. 

On  May  1,  1911,  Louis  Levesque,  a conductor  of  the  shifting  crew 
in  the  Nashua  yard,  found  the  body  of  an  unknown  man  lying  on  track 
5,  yard  F,  in  the  Nashua  freight  yard.  The  man  had  been  run  over  and 
instantly  killed.  No  one  saw  the  man  when  struck. 

It  appears  that  one  Michael  Barry,  who  was  in  the  freight  yard  at 
the  time  and  had  started  from  Nashua  to  walk  to  Lowell,  was  with 
this  man,  who  had  stated  to  his  companion  that  he  went  by  the  name 
of  Murphy  but  his  true  name  was  Patrick  Moriarty.  They  were  at 
Manchester  during  the  day  and  took  the  electric  cars  for  Nashua.  Not 
having  sufficient  money  to  pay  carfare  into  Nashua  they  rode  part  of 
the  way  on  the  electric  cars,  walking  the  rest  of  the  distance,  arriving 
soon  after  dark.  When  at  Nashua  they  decided  to  go  to  Lowell  and 
started  to  walk  on  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad,  and 
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while  walking  through  the  yard  Mr.  Barry  says  that  his  companion 
crossed  over  two  tracks  and  that  there  was  a train  approaching  on 
both.  He  evidently  crossed  the  first  track  and  was  on  the  second  track, 
which  undoubtedly  was  the  track  which  conductor  Levesque  was  at 
work  on  with  his  shifter,  shifting  freight  cars. 

Mr.  Moriarty,  if  that  was  his  true  name,  was  about  55  years  of  age 
and  had  been  an  inmate  of  the  Hillsborough  County  Farm  at  Grasmere. 

Mr.  Barry  in  his  statement  said  that  they  had  both  been  drinking 
during  the  day,  and  evidently  Mr.  Moriarty  was  somewhat  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  at  the  time  of  the  accident.

DEATH  OF  HENRY  ROBITOILLE. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Concord,  May  25,  1911. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  18,  1911. 

Witness: — Alphonse  King,  Conductor,  Concord;  Statement  of  James 
H.  Grant. 

April  6,  1911,  Henry  Robitoille  was  employed  as  a brakeman  on  the 
shifter  in  the  Concord  yard,  commonly  known  as  the  freight-house 
shifter,  and  No.  393.  About  midnight  there  was  a shift  of  six  cars  to 
be  made,  taking  the  cars  from  the  third  track  east  of  the  freight  house 
and  placing  them  at  the  freight-house  platform.  The  engine  headed 
in  onto  the  first  car  and  Mr.  Robitoille  made  the  hitch.  The  engine 
then  started  to  back  out  when  it  was  discovered  that  the  coupling 
between  the  first  and  second  car  was  disconnected.  Both  Robitoille 
and  Grant  gave  the  stop  motion,  and  then  the  motion  to  come  ahead 
again.  Robitoille  stepped  between  the  cars  to  open  the  knuckle  on  the 
second  car.  To  do  this  he  had  to  step  across  the  track.  As  the  engine 
and  car  attached  to  it  came  toward  him,  Grant,  who  thought  he  was 
standing  in  such  a position  that  he  was  likely  to  get  hit,  called  to  Robi- 
toille to  look  out,  whereupon  Robitoille  attempted  to  step  back  to  the 
other  side  of  the  track,  and  was  caught  between  the  couplings  and 
crushed  so  that  he  died  within  a few  minutes.  If  the  knuckle  had  been 
opened  before  the  motion  to  come  ahead  had  been  given,  the  accident 
would  not  have  happened.

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DEATH  OF  DON  L.  HATCH. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  18,  1911. 

Witnesses: — Louis  Levesque,  Yard  Conductor,  Nashua.  N.  H.; 
Loren  F.  Morse,  Freight  Brakeman,  Nashua,  N.  H. 

Don  L.  Hatch,  a resident  of  Nashua,  was  fatally  injured  in  the  rail- 
road yard  in  that  city  about  8:30  o’clock  in  the  evening  February  21, 
1911.  He  was  twenty-three  years  old  and  at  the  time  of  the  accident 
was  in  the  employ  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  as  a yard  brake- 
man.  Mr.  Hatch,  who  had  had  considerable  railroad  experience  and 
was  regarded  as  a careful,  competent  man,  was  at  work  with  fellow 
employees  shifting  freight  cars.  He  was  entirely  familiar  with  his 
duties,  having  been  employed  in  this  particular  work  for  several  months. 
The  circumstances  attending  the  accident  were  as  follows: 

The  conductor  gave  orders  to  get  two  cars  on  what  is  known  as 
Gregg’s  front  track,  back  down,  kick  the  rear  car  on  the  lead  and  the 
other  car  back  onto  the  track  from  which  it  was  taken.  As  the  train, 
which  consisted  of  the  shifter  and  two  cars,  pulled  down  by  what  is 
known  as  the  main  line  west  side  switch,  the  switchman  who  was 
stationed  there  shouted,  “The  Keene  freight  is  coming.”  At  this  time 
Hatch  was  hanging  on  the  right  hand  corner  of  the  first  car  and  brake- 
man  Morse  was  in  a similar  position  on  the  left  hand  corner.  As  the 
car  passed  the  switch  which  leads  from  tracks  Nos.  1,  2 and  3,  Hatch 
dropped  off  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  the  switch,  a duty  which  he 
undoubtedly  performed.  After  running  down  over  the  switch  that 
leads  back  to  Gregg’s  front  track  and  when  about  to  kick  the  car  up 
that  track,  brakeman  Morse  informed  the  conductor  that  the  Keene 
freight  was  coming.  The  orders  were  changed  and  instructions  given 
to  pull  these  cars  down  the  track  and  with  a flying  start  make  the  shift, 
throwing  the  rear  car  on  track  No.  3 and  the  engine  and  one  car  on  track 
No.  2.  The  train  had  barely  started  in  compliance  with  the  changed 
orders,  moving  perhaps  four  miles  an  hour,  when  brakeman  Morse 
was  about  to  pull  the  pin,  he  saw  Hatch  under  the  rear  truck  of  the 
second  car.  One  car  had  passed  over  him  and  from  the  frightful  injuries 
received  he  must  have  been  instantly  killed. 

Just  how  the  accident  happened  cannot  be  determined  with  cer- 
tainty, but  the  most  reasonable  explanation  would  seem  to  be  that 
he  was  standing  upon  the  track,  his  attention  directed  to  the  Keene 
freight  and  perhaps  did  not  realize  that  the  cars  would  be  shifted  so 
quickly.  The  movement  which  was  made  was  not  unusual  and 
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probably  occurred  two  or  three  times  a week.  Mr.  Hatch  had  been 
working  when  shifts  similar  to  those  made  that  night  had  taken  place. 
This  fatality  must  be  regarded  as  due  to  the  dangers  incident  to  the 
occupation  of  a railroad  brakeman.

DEATH  OF  ARTHUR  POTTER. 

State  of  New  Hampshire. 

In  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Concord,  N.  H.,  May  25, 1911. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  May  18,  1911. 

Witnesses: — William  D.  Spaulding,  Motorman,  Concord,  N.  H.; 
Edgar  E.  Crosby,  Conductor,  Concord,  N.  H.;  Levin  J.  Chase,  Outside 
witness,  West  Concord,  N.  H. 

Arthur  Potter,  a child  about  four  years  of  age,  while  attempting  to 
cross  the  tracks  of  the  Concord  Electric  Railway  near  the  junction  of 
Rumford  and  North  Main  Streets  in  the  city  of  Concord  on  April  19, 
1911,  was  struck  and  instantly  killed. 

It  appears  that  when  first  seen  by  the  motorman  the  child  was  in 
the  middle  of  the  street  facing  toward  the  track  and  only  about  twenty- 
five  feet  distant  from  the  car.  He  was  seen  to  start  to  cross  the  track 
in  a diagonal  course  in  the  direction  in  which  the  car  was  approaching. 
The  car  was  running  at  the  usual  rate  of  speed,  about  fifteen  miles  an 
hour,  when  the  child  was  first  seen  and  the  motorman  immediately 
applied  the  brakes,  but  as  the  child  was  coming  toward  the  car  it  was 
impossible  to  stop  same  before  he  was  struck.  Had  the  child  crossed 
the  track  at  right  angles  from  where  he  was  first  seen  he  would  have 
had  time  to  cross  over  in  safety.  Evidently  the  child  was  seized  with 
an  impulse  to  cross  to  the  other  side  and  was  not  old  enough  to  realize 
the  danger  as  would  have  been  immediately  apparent  to  a person  of 
more  mature  years,  that  an  accident  would  have  been  unavoidable. 

Mr.  Levin  J.  Chase,  a passenger  on  the  car,  occupying  a seat  where 
he  could  observe  the  child,  testified  that  everything  possible  was  done 
by  the  motorman  to  prevent  the  accident  and  that  he  could  not  see  by 
any  possibility  how  the  same  could  have  been  avoided. 

A child  of  such  tender  years  should  not  have  been  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  street  unattended.

Petition  for  an  order  regarding  the  sale  of  stock  by  auction.

Opinion. 

This  is  a petition  by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  representing  that 
by  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  made  December 
27,  1910,  it  was  authorized  to  issue  106,637  shares  of  its  common  stock, 
the  same  to  be  offered  proportionately  to  its  stockholders  at  $110  per 
share;  that  the  stockholders  subscribed  for  a total  of  104,364  shares, 
leaving  unsubscribed  for  2,273  shares;  that  it  desires  to  sell  said  remain- 
ing shares  at  public  auction,  and  praying  for  an  order  authorizing  such 
sale  at  auction  in  Boston  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
prescribing  the  newspapers  in  which  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
sale  shall  be  published. 

Paragraph  (d)  of  Sect.  14  of  “An  Act  to  Establish  a Public  Service 
Commission”  provides  as  follows:

Grade  Crossing  Appeal. 

Appearances:  for  the  petitioner;  Frank  Barr,  Vice-President  and 
General  Manager,  and  Edgar  J.  Rich,  General  Solicitor:  for  the  Town 
of  Claremont;  Hosea  W.  Parker  and  Ira  G.  Colby. 

Opinion. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  in  Claremont  March  14,  1911,  the 
following  vote  was  passed: 
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“Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  requested  to  require  the  proprietors  of 
the  Boston  and  Maine  R.  R.,  to  erect  and  maintain  gates  at  the  railroad 
crossing  south  of  the  Claremont  Junction  freight  depot  and  to  keep 
these  gates  in  operation  night  and  day;” 

The  selectmen  duly  notified  the  railroad  of  said  vote  by  giving  to  it 
a copy  of  the  same  on  April  21,  1911.  On  May  11,  1911,  the  railroad, 
in  accordance  with  Section  17  of  Chapter  159  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
filed  a petition  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  an  examina- 
tion of  the  crossing  and  a decision  of  the  question  whether  the  public 
good  required  the  change  proposed,  or  any  other  change,  to  be  made. 
Said  petition  was  pending  before  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
on  June  1,  1911,  and  accordingly  came  before  this  Commission  for 
determination. 

After  due  notice  an  examination  of  the  crossing  referred  to  in  the 
vote  was  made  on  June  29,  1911,  and  a hearing  on  said  petition  was  held 
at  the  town  hall  in  said  town  on  the  same  day.  Several  witnesses 
presented  by  said  town,  all  citizens  appearing  on  their  own  behalf  and 
desiring  to  be  heard,  and  counsel  for  the  town  and  for  said  railroad 
were  heard. 

It  appeared  that  the  crossing  in  question  is  where  the  River  Road 
from  Charlestown  to  Cornish  passes  over  the  main  line  of  the  Sullivan 
County  Railroad  just  south  of  the  station  at  Claremont  Junction. 
Easterly  of  said  main  line  a side  track  runs  fom  a point  northerly  of  the 
station  to  a point  southerly  of  the  crossing.  The  Concord  & Claremont 
Railroad  connects  with  the  Sullivan  County  Railroad  at  Claremont 
Junction  by  two  lines  of  track,  one  curving  northerly  to  a point  north 
of  the  station  and  one  southerly  to  a point  just  south  of  the  crossing  in 
question,  both  forming  what  is  called  the  “Y”  track. 

From  a point  on  said  River  Road  immediately  east  of  said  main 
track  and  between  that  and  the  southerly  half  of  said  “Y”  track  a line 
of  highway  branches  and  runs  easterly  to  Claremont  village. 

There  is  a large  amount  of  traffic,  both  freight  and  passenger,  over 
said  main  line  of  railroad.  Express  trains  to  and  from  the  White  Moun- 
tains do  not  stop  at  Claremont  Junction,  and  consequently  pass  over 
this  crossing  at  a high  rate  of  speed.  There  is  also  a considerable  amount 
of  shifting  upon  the  side-track  over  the  crossing.  Trains  to  and  from 
the  Concord  & Claremont  Railroad  from  and  to  the  south  pass  over 
said  south  half  of  said  “Y”  track,  and  while  they  do  not  pass  the  high- 
way at  a high  rate  of  speed  they  constitute  an  element  of  danger  which 
should  be  guarded  against,  if  possible,  by  any  protection  that  may  be 
ordered. 

There  is  a substantial  amount  of  travel  upon  the  highway,  in  part  to 
and  from  points  northerly  upon  said  River  Road  and  in  part  to  and 
from  the  direction  of  Claremont  Village.  The  latter  part  passes  over 
said  southerly  half  of  said  “Y”  track,  and  nearly  all  of  said  travel  passes 
over  said  main  line. 
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Trains  approaching  the  highway  from  the  south  are  to  a considerable 
extent  concealed  from  travellers  approaching  the  crossing  from  the 
south  by  buildings  near  the  track,  and  are  almost  entirely  concealed  from 
travellers  approaching  from  the  direction  of  Claremont  Village  by  the 
the  contour  of  the  land.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  the  situation 
described  renders  travel  over  the  crossing  dangerous  to  such  a degree 
that  the  public  good  requires  that  the  crossing  be  protected  in  some 
manner. 

The  physical  approaches  are  such  that  it  would  seem  that  the  high- 
way might  be  carried  over  the  tracks  mentioned  at  no  unreasonable 
expense,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  under  some  reasonable  plan  of  co-op- 
eration between  the  town  and  the  railroad,  as  suggested  at  the  hearing, 
this  crossing  may  be  wholly  eliminated. 

The  vote  of  the  town  calls  for  the  erection  of  gates  to  be  kept  in 
operation  night  and  day.  To  protect  the  crossing  both  over  said  main 
line  and  over  said  “ Y ” track  would  require  two  sets  of  gates,  while  a 
single  flagman  can  protect  the  entire  crossing.  At  the  hearing  counsel 
for  the  town  indicated  the  present  view  of  the  town  authorities  to  be 
that  a flagman  would  be  more  effective  for  the  protection  of  the  travel- 
ling public  than  gates.  This  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission.  It  is 
also  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the  requirements  of  the  public 
safety  will  be  reasonably  met  by  stationing  a flagman  at  the  crossing 
from  6.30  a.  m.,  till  8 o’clock  p.  m.,  of  each  day  in  the  year.  This  will 
cover  the  period  of  principal  traffic  upon  both  railroad  and  highway. 

An  order  requiring  protection  in  accordance  with  the  views  herein 
expressed  will  be  made.

Grade  Crossing  Appeal. 

Appearances:  for  the  petitioner;  Frank  Barr,  Vice-President  and

Opinion. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  repre- 
senting that  it  is  aggrieved  by  a vote  of  the  town  of  Warren  requiring 
said  Railroad  to  erect  and  maintain  suitable  gates  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  at  the  railroad  crossing  between  the  upper  and  lower  villages, 
so  called,  in  the  town  of  Warren,  due  and  sufficient  notice  having  been 
given,  a hearing  was  had  at  the  town  hall  in  said  town  on  Friday,  June 
30,  1911,  at  9 o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

A view  was  had  and  all  parties  interested  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard. 

The  crossing  in  question  is  on  the  main  street  in  the  village  of  Warren, 
and  in  the  heart  of  the  village,  about  one  third  of  the  inhabitants  living 
south  of  the  crossing,  and  two  thirds  north.  The  station  is  south  of  the 
crossing  and  the  stores,  the  post-office,  church,  school,  town  hall  and 
lodge  room  north. 

The  street  runs  very  nearly  parallel  with  the  railroad,  which  crosses 
it  at  an  acute  angle.  The  space  between  the  street  and  the  tracks  is 
closely  occupied  with  buildings,  which  obscure  the  view  of  trains  coming 
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from  the  north,  as  well  as  tending  to  shut  off  the  sound.  In  the  tip  of 
the  angle  above  the  crossing  is  a grist  mill,  operated  by  a gasoline  engine, 
the  noise  of  which  increases  the  difficulty  of  hearing  approaching  trains 
and  the  whistle  of  the  locomotive.  There  is  another  crossing  about 
eighty  rods  to  the  north,  the  whistle  for  which  is  often  confused  with 
that  for  the  crossing  in  question.  Across  the  street  from  the  grist  mill 
is  a large  saw  mill,  not  now  in  operation,  but  which  when  operated 
adds  to  the  noise  at  that  point. 

Several  trains  go  through  Warren  daily  from  each  direction  without 
stopping,  passing  over  the  crossing  at  a very  high  rate  of  speed.  Heavy 
freights  from  the  north  are  assisted  over  the  grade  at  Glencliff,  the 
next  station  to  the  north,  by  an  extra  locomotive,  which  is  then  detached 
and  follows  the  freight  down  through  Warren,  generally  at  a high  rate 
of  speed,  and  only  a short  distance  behind  the  train.  This  practice 
adds  greatly  to  the  dangers  of  the  crossing. 

A young  child  was  killed  by  a train  from  the  north  at  this  point  in  the 
fall  of  1910,  and  narrow  escapes  have  been  of  such  frequent  occurrence 
that  the  emergency  whistle  is  a familiar  sound  to  persons  dwelling  or 
doing  business  near  the  crossing. 

At  the  hearing  it  was  frankly  admitted  by  the  railroad’s  attorney 
that  the  crossing  was  an  exceptionally  dangerous  one,  and  required 
protection.  And  the  only  question  was  as  to  the  best  means  of  affording 
that  protection. 

The  vote  of  the  town  required  protection  by  gates.  The  officials  of 
the  railroad  were  sure  that  the  best  protection  would  be  furnished  by 
an  electric  gong,  operating  automatically  whenever  a car  or  locomotive 
came  within  a fixed  distance  of  the  crossing  on  either  side. 

The  general  opinion  of  those  who  took  part  in  the  discussion  seemed 
to  be  that  the  best  protection  would  be  given  by  a flagman  stationed 
at  the  crossing  during  the  hours  when  travel  over  the  highway  and 
traffic  on  the  railroad  are  heaviest. 

In  this  view  we  concur.  The  location  of  the  crossing  is  such  that 
protection  of  the  roadway  and  sidewalk  by  gates  is  practically  impos- 
sible. And  it  seems  to  be  a matter  of  common  experience  that  children 
especially,  and  adults  in  less  degree,  are  prone  to  disregard  the  warning 
of  closed  gates,  and  to  attempt  to  dodge  under  and  cross  the  track  in 
advance  of  approaching  trains. 

The  gong  is  superior  in  that  it  operates  automatically,  and  all  the 
time,  without  the  uncertainty  Attendant  upon  the  exercise  of  human 
memory  and  attention.  But  its  operation  seems  to  us  to  be  most 
useful  upon  long  stretches  of  main  track  with  no  sidings  upon  which 
switching  is  done  or  cars  and  locomotives  stand  for  any  considerable 
time,  within  the  protected  zone.  The  gong,  under  such  circumstances, 
would  often  be  ringing  continuously  for  some  minutes  when  there  was 
in  fact  no  danger.  Such  an  alarm  should  always  indicate  danger.  If 
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it  sounds  when  the  crossing  is  in  fact  safe,  it  will  inevitably  soon  be 
disregarded.  The  situation  with  regard  to  sidings  and  shifting  at  the 
Warren  crossing  is  such  that  this  form  of  protection  would,  in  our  judg- 
ment, be  extremely  unsatisfactory. 

The  best  protection  would  be  furnished  by  a competent  flagman,  who 
could  give  warning  of  all  approaching  trains,  and  actively  intervene  to 
protect  those,  especially  children,  who  might  appear  inclined  to  disre- 
gard his  warning  signals. 

The  protection  should  be  continuous  every  day  of  the  year  from  6.30 
a.  m.  to  8 p.  m.,  the  hours  when  the  crossing  will  be  most  extensively 
used. 

An  order  will  issue  accordingly.

Petition  for  new  station  near  West  Claremont. 

Appearances:  in  support  of  the  petition;  I.  S.  Whiting  and  C.  V.

Opinion. 

This  is  a petition  by  D.  Whiting  & Sons  and  forty-two  residents  of 
Ascutneyville,  Vt.,  and  eight  residents  of  Claremont,  N.  H.,  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a new  station  near  the  bridge  recently  built  across  the  Con- 
necticut River  in  Claremont,  and  for  the  discontinuance  of  one  or  both 
of  the  stations  at  West  Claremont  and  Balloch.  After  due  notice  to 
the  parties  and  to  the  town  of  Claremont  a view  was  taken  of  the  stations 
at  West  Claremont  and  Balloch  and  of  the  site  of  the  proposed  new 
station,  and  a public  hearing  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Claremont 
on  June  29,  1911. 

The  hearing  disclosed  that  the  proposed  new  station  would  be  spe- 
cially convenient  for  the  freight  traffic  of  D.  Whiting  & Sons  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  who  have  a business  in  milk  and  cream  at  Ascutneyville,  Vt., 
the  said  traffic  now  being  carried  on  mainly  through  the  station  at  Clare- 
mont Junction,  although  Balloch  is  two  miles  nearer  the  place  of  busi- 
ness and  on  a better  road,  and  that  the  whole  gain  would  not  exceed 
the  saving  of  a wagon  haul  of  one  mile  on  an  easy  road  for  the  larger 
part  of  the  rather  small  amount  of  traffic  centering  near  West  Claremont 
station. 

Having  heard  all  the  evidence  and  opinions  offered  at  the  said  public 
hearing  it  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  present  traffic  of  the 
region  under  consideration  is  reasonably  accommodated  at  the  stations 
already  existing,  therefore  the  petition  will  be  denied.

Petition  for  approval  of  a contract  for  the  purchase  of  the 

ROAD,  FRANCHISES  AND  PROPERTY  OF  THE  WORCESTER,  NASHUA 

& Rochester  Railroad  Company. 

Appearances:  for  the  petitioner;  Frank  Barr,  Vice-President  and 
General  Manager,  William  J.  Hobbs,  Vice-President  and  General 
Auditor,  and  Edgar  J.  Rich,  General  Solicitor:  in  opposition;  Arthur 
W.  Phelps,  a stockholder  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Rail- 
road Company. 

Opinion. 

Under  Chapter  5 of  the  Laws  of  1889  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad 
was  authorized  to  acquire  by  purchase  the  road,  franchises  and  property 
first  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company  and  thereafter  of  the  Eastern 
Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  & Conway 
Railroad,  the  Portland,  Saco  & Portsmouth  Railroad,  the  Wolf  borough 
Railroad,  the  Portsmouth  & Dover  Railroad,  the  Worcester,  Nashua 
& Rochester  Railroad,  the  Manchester  & Lawrence  Railroad,  the  West 
Amesbury  Branch  Railroad  Company,  the  Dover  & Winnipiseogee 
Railroad  and  the  Portland  & Rochester  Railroad. 

Under  the  authority  of  that  statute  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad 
has  heretofore  acquired  the  road,  franchises  and  property  of  each  of 
said  corporations  except  the  Manchester  & Lawrence  Railroad  and  the 
Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  Company. 

The  contract  which  we  are  now  asked  to  approve  was  made  May  9, 
1911,  and  has  since  been  duly  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
stockholders  of  each  of  the  contracting  corporations.  It  provides,  in 
short,  for  the  vesting  in  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  of  the  title  to  the 
road,  franchises  and  property  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester 
Railroad  Company  in  consideration  of  the  assumption  by  said  Boston 
& Maine  Railroad  of  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & 
Rochester  Railroad  Company  and  the  payment  to  the  share  holders  of 
said  corporation,  other  than  said  Boston  & Maine  Railroad,  of  one 
hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  per  share  for  each  share  of  stock  held 
by  them. 

Paragraph  (b)  of  section  12  of  “An  Act  to  Establish  a Public  Service 
Commission”  provides  as  follows:

PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSIONERS’  REPORT. 


“No  franchise  nor  any  right  to  or  under  any  franchise,  to  own  or 
operate  a railroad  shall  be  assigned,  transferred  or  leased,  nor  shall  any 
contract  or  agreement  with  reference  to  or  affecting  any  such  franchise 
or  right  be  valid  or  of  any  force  or  effect  whatsoever,  unless  the  assign- 
ment, transfer,  lease,  contract  or  agreement  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  commission.’ ’ 

This  proceeding  is  a petition  by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  pray- 
ing for  the  approval  of  said  contract. 

The  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  runs  from  Rochester, 
N.  H.,  to  Worcester,  Mass.,  having  a main  line  of  94.48  miles,  second 
track  of  23.59  miles  and  side  tracks  of  76.57  miles.  With  the  Portland 
and  Rochester  Railroad,  which,  as  stated,  is  already  owned  by  the 
Boston  & Maine  Railroad,  it  constitutes  a direct  line  from  Portland, 
Maine,  to  Worcester,  Mass.  It  is  a most  important  part  of  the  Boston 
& Maine  Railroad  system  over  which  a great  portion  of  the  business 
between  eastern  New  Hampshire  and  Maine  on  the  one  hand  and  west- 
ern Massachusetts  and  New  York  on  the  other  passes. 

The  road  is  now  operated  by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  under  a 
lease  for  a term  of  fifty  years  from  January  1,  1886,  at  an  annual  rental 
of  $250,000.  It  has  a capital  stock  of  30,998  shares  of  the  par  value  of 
$3,099,800  and  a bonded  debt  of  $1,776,000.  Of  the  stock  354  shares 
are  held  in  the  treasury  of  the  corporation,  leaving  outstanding  stock 
and  bond  obligations  of  $4,840,800. 

It  appears  that  in  1910  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York,  being  the  owner  of  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  outstanding 
stock  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  Company,  offered 
the  same  for  sale  in  a block.  The  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  being 
unwilling  to  have  the  stock  control  of  this  important  fine  pass  into  the 
hands  of  another  railroad  system  purchased  the  same  at  one  hundred 
sixty  dollars  per  share.  Prior  to  that  time  it  held  part  of  such  stock 
and  since  then  has  purchased  additional  stock.  At  the  time  the  con- 
tract before  the  Commission  was  made  there  were  outstanding  only 
3,544  shares  not  held  by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad.  Since  that 
date  it  has  purchased  2,475  shares  leaving  only  1,067  shares  to  be 
acquired  under  the  contract  before  us  if  it  shall  be  approved. 

The  authority  to  purchase  this  stock  without  the  approval  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Railroad  Commission  or  of  this  Commission  is  claimed 
by  the  petitioner  under  the  terms  of  said  Chapter  5 of  the  Laws  of  1889 
where  it  is  provided  that: 

“For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  said  purchases  (of  the  roads  before 
mentioned)  * * * the  purchasing  corporation  may  purchase  the  stock 
* * * or  any  part  thereof  of  any  of  said  selling  corporations.’  ’ 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  matter  comes  before  this  Commission 
practically  as  a completed  transaction  so  far  as  the  principal  expenditure 
by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  is  concerned.  Our  refusal  to  approve 
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the  contract  to  purchase  would  compel  the  continued  maintenance  of 
the  separate  organization  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Rail- 
road Company  and  might  prevent  the  acquisition  by  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  of  the  few  shares  in  that  corporation  still  outstanding. 
The  number  of  those  shares,  however,  is  so  inconsequential  that  the 
only  material  question  for  our  consideration  appears  to  be  whether 
the  public  good  will  be  best  subserved  by  continuing  in  existence  the 
Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  Company  as  a separate 
corporate  entity  or  by  permitting  the  effective  consolidation  of  that 
corporation  with  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  and  the  cancellation  of 
the  existing  lease. 

The  petitioner  urges  that  the  peculiar  form  of  the  lease  under  which 
it  holds  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  property  con- 
stitutes an  important  reason  for  the  latter  course.  Ordinarily  railroad 
leases  provide  that  necessary  permanent  improvements  upon  the  leased 
road  shall  be  financed  by  an  issue  of  the  stock  of  the  lessor  road  and 
that  the  rental  paid  by  the  lessee  upon  the  making  of  such  improvements 
shall  be  correspondingly  increased.  In  this  lease,  however,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  lessee  shall  at  its  own  expense  make  all  improvements 
upon  the  leased  road  and  shall  be  repaid  the  value  of  such  improvements 
at  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  lease. 

Extensive  improvements  requiring  large  expenditures  are  now  needed, 
including  the  laying  of  second  track  to  accommodate  the  large  traffic 
naturally  passing  over  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  line.  If 
made,  they  must  be  financed  by  an  issue  of  Boston  & Maine  Railroad 
stock  or  bonds  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  lease  the  value  at  that 
time  must  be  repaid  by  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad 
Company.  Such  repayment  can  only  be  made  by  an  issue  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  said  last  named  corporation.  It  is  clear  that  public  policy 
would  not  permit  a double  issue  of  obligations  for  the  same  improve- 
ments and  accordingly  the  financing  of  necessary  improvements  upon 
said  road  will  be  much  facilitated  if  the  legal  title  to  the  property  can 
be  vested  in  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

No  advantage  to  the  public,  on  the  other  hand,  appears  likely  to 
result  from  continuing  the  separate  corporate  organization  of  the  Wor- 
cester, Nashua  & Rochester  road.  Even  if  it  were  desirable  at  the 
end  of  the  lease  that  it  should  operate  as  an  independent  line,  which 
probably  few  would  believe,  it  is  clear  that  it  will  not  so  operate  with  its 
stock  held  by  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  existing  circumstances  the 
public  good  will  be  best  subserved  by  an  approval  of  the  contract  before 
us.  This  will  vest  in  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  the  legal  title  to  the 
property  in  question,  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  separate  accounts 
and  reports  to  this  Commission  and  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, and  will  save  the  general  expenses  of  a separate  organization. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  practically  all  of  the  stock  of  the  Worcester, 
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Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  Company  has  been  already  acquired, 
we  desire  to  make  it  clear  that  in  approving  said  contract  we  do  not 
intend  to  be  understood  as  passing  upon  the  value  of  the  entire  property 
of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Railroad  Company.  The 
petitioner  has  not  offered  before  us  the  testimony  of  its  own  experts  as 
to  the  value  of  the  physical  property  of  that  corporation  although  it 
was  shown  that  an  expert  employed  by  the  Massachusetts  Railroad 
Commission  appraised  the  property  at  upwards  of  seven  million  dollars 
and  estimated  that  it  could  not  be  reproduced  for  less  than  ten  million 
dollars. 

If  the  question  of  approving  the  purchase  of  the  stock  which  the 
Boston  & Maine  Railroad  now  holds  were  before  the  Commission,  in- 
stead of  the  question  of  approving  the  consolidation  of  the  two  corpora- 
tions into  one  after  that  stock  has  been  purchased,  which,  as  we  have 
shown,  is  in  effect  the  question  here,  we  should  hesitate  to  give  our 
approval  without  examination  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  by  an 
expert  or  experts  employed  by  this  Commission.  In  this  case,  however, 
being  satisfied  that  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  should  be  permitted 
to  exercise  its  ownership  in  the  most  convenient  way,  we  shall  approve 
the  contract  before  us,  while  making  it  clear  that  such  action  on  our 
part  does  not  constitute  a finding  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  in 
question  which  can  in  any  way  affect  the  action  of  this  Commission  in 
any  case  concerning  rates  upon  said  road  or  in  any  other  matter  that 
may  arise  in  the  future  wherein  the  value  of  said  property  may  be 
material. 

One  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  & Rochester  Rail- 
road Company  appeared  before  the  Commission  at  the  hearing  and 
objected  to  the  approval  of  the  contract  on  the  ground  that  the  price 
provided  to  be  paid  to  the  stockholders  of  the  selling  corporation  was 
inadequate.  If  any  of  the  stockholders  refuse  to  accept  the  price 
fixed  by  the  contract  the  value  of  their  shares,  under  the  provision  of 
Chapter  5 of  the  Laws  of  1889,  must  be  determined  in  Court.  We  are 
satisfied  that  this  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  consider  the  objec- 
tion raised  and  we  have  not  considered  it. 

An  order  approving  the  contract  will  be  made  in  accordance  with 
this  opinion.

Opinion. 

This  is  a petition  praying  for  the  approval  by  this  Commission  of  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  by  the  White  Mountain  Telephone  & Tele- 
graph Company  of  all  of  the  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  the 
rights,  permits,  grants,  locations,  franchises  and  good  will  of  the  Woods- 
ville Telephone  Company  for  the  sum  of  $23,000.00  of  which  $18,000.00 
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is  to  be  paid  in  cash  and  $5,000.00  in  stock  of  the  petitioner,  also  praying 
the  Commission  to  authorize  an  increase  of  its  capital  stock  to  the 
extent  of  $5,000.00  to  be  issued  to  the  Woodsville  company  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

The  Woodsville  corporation  was  organized  in  1889  and  constructed  a 
line  in  Woodsville  in  the  town  of  Haverhill  for  the  accommodation  of 
a small  number  of  subscribers  in  that  village.  Dr.  Oliver  D.  Eastman 
was  one  of  the  incorporators  and  soon  acquired  all  of  the  stock  of  the 
corporation  and  has  since  conducted  its  business.  Investments  in  the 
property  from  that  time  have  been  made  by  Doctor  Eastman  personally 
as  if  the  property  were  owned  by  him  instead  of  by  the  corporation. 

Since  1889  extensions  to  the  line  then  built  have  from  time  to  time 
been  made  until  now  the  corporation  supplies  service  to  about  five 
hundred  subscribers  in  the  towns  of  Haverhill,  Bath,  Landaff  and  Lisbon 
in  New  Hampshire,  and  in  Newbury  in  the  state  of  Vermont.  It  com- 
petes to  some  extent  with  the  petitioner  in  the  south  part  of  the  town 
of  Haverhill  but  is  principally  a competitor  of  the  Coos  Telephone 
Company.  Both  the  petitioner  and  said  Coos  Telephone  Company 
are  allied  with  the  New  England  Telephone  & Telegraph  Company, 
said  last  named  company  owning  a majority  of  the  stock  of  each  of 
said  corporations.  The  Woodsville  company  charges  a less  rate  for 
telephone  service  than  either  of  said  corporations  with  which  it  com- 
petes. 

The  business  of  the  Woodsville  company  has  not  been  a profitable  one 
to  Doctor  Eastman.  He  testified  at  the  hearing  that  he  had  invested 
in  the  corporation  and  its  property  about  $30,000.00,  together  with  his 
own  time  and  the  time  of  several  members  of  his  family  for  a large  por- 
tion of  the  period  since  1899,  without  having  received  any  return  what- 
ever in  the  way  of  dividends  or  salary.  He  is  accordingly  anxious 
to  escape  from  the  further  management  of  the  property  and  to  with- 
draw his  investment  from  the  enterprise  so  far  as  he  can  do  so. 

The  petitioner  presented  evidence  of  the  present  physical  value  of 
the  property  proposed  to  be  purchased,  which,  with  the  evidence  of  the 
actual  cost  of  the  same,  convinced  the  Commission  that  the  property  is 
fairly  worth  the  amount  of  $23,000.00. 

The  objection  to  the  consolidation  of  the  properties  of  the  two  cor- 
porations under  the  ownership  of  the  petitioner  made  by  the  Lisbon 
Board  of  Trade  is  stated  to  be  caused  by  the  apprehension  of  the  objec- 
tors that  such  consolidation  will  be  followed  by  an  increased  price  for 
telephone  service  to  the  present  subscribers  of  the  Woodsville  company. 
The  written  objection  of  W.  F.  Eastman  and  eighteen  other  subscribers 
of  the  Woodsville  company  is  based  upon  the  same  ground. 

Rates  for  telephone  service  within  the  state  are  subject  to  the  regu- 
lation of  this  Commission,  but  the  question  of  rates  is  not  before  the 
Commission  in  this  proceeding. 
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The  provision  in  paragraph  (b)  of  section  13  of  “An  Act  to  Establish 
a Public  Service  Commission”  that  “No  public  utility  shall  transfer  or 
lease  its  franchises,  works  or  system  * * * until  the  Commission 

shall  make  an  order  assenting  thereto”  is  not  interpreted  by  the  Com- 
mission as  granting  it  the  right  to  forbid  all  consolidations  of  existing 
competing  public  utilities,  but  as  placing  upon  the  Commission  the 
duty  of  determining  whether  any  proposed  contract  for  lease  or  pur- 
chase is  against  the  public  interest  by  reason  of  an  excessive  price  or 
rental  proposed  to  be  paid,  or  by  reason  of  any  other  fact  which  renders 
it  likely  that  the  public  will  be  served  less  efficiently  or  with  less  econ- 
omy in  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  by  one  corporation  than 
by  two. 

The  regulation  of  the  rates  of  public  service  by  public  authority  is 
based  upon  the  theory  that  the  service  of  such  corporations  must  of 
necessity  in  large  measure  be  non-competitive.  The  provision  con- 
tained in  paragraph  (a)  of  said  section  13  which  forbids  any  public 
utility  to  extend  its  service  into  any  city  or  town  in  which  it  is  not 
already  engaged  in  business  without  the  approval  of  the  Commission 
would  seem  clearly  to  indicate  the  legislative  intent  to  restrain  the 
competition  of  rival  corporations  in  the  same  territory,  and  to  depend 
upon  the  regulatory  powers  of  this  Commission  to  protect  the  public 
against  unjust  rates,  rather  than  upon  such  competition. 

No  further  objection  to  the  approval  of  the  contract  than  that  sug- 
gested has  been  urged  or  appears  to  the  Commission,  except  in  the 
particular  hereafter  mentioned.  For  the  reasons  stated,  that  objection 
is  not  considered  as  one  upon  which  a refusal  to  approve  the  contract 
can  properly  be  based. 

If  the  question  of  rates  shall  later  come  before  this  Commission  it 
will  be  its  duty  to  see  that  all  charges  made  or  demanded  by  the  peti- 
tioner for  any  service  rendered  by  it  are  “just  and  reasonable”  as 
provided  in  Section  4 of  said  Act. 

The  proposed  contract,  however,  contains  no  provision  which  pro- 
vides for  the  turning  over  to  the  petitioner  of  the  records  and  books  of 
account  of  the  Woods ville  company.  It  is  the  view  of  the  Commission 
that  in  the  case  of  all  consolidations  of  public  service  corporations  the 
records  and  accounts  of  the  selling  corporation  should  be  preserved  by 
the  purchasing  corporation  so  that  they  shall  be  available  for  examina- 
tion by  the  Commission  at  any  time  in  the  future  if  occasion  shall  arise. 
If  the  proposed  contract  is  amended  to  conform  to  the  view  of  the 
Commission  in  this  respect  it  will  be  approved.  The  proposed  issue 
of  $5,000.00  of  capital  stock  will  also  be  authorized.

HIGHWAY  BRIDGE  OYER  GRAND  TRUNK  RAILWAY  IN 
NORTHUMBERLAND. 


Hearing  September  21,  1911.  Order  September  22,  1911. 


Appearances:  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada;

Opinion. 

This  bridge  is  located  in  the  town  of  Northumberland  about  two 
miles  north  of  the  village  of  Groveton  where  the  West  Side  Road  crosses 
the  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway.  As  at  present  constructed  it 
has  an  under-clearance  of  seventeen  feet  and  nine  inches  above  the  top 
of  the  rails. 

The  Commission  was  recently  informed  that  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
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way  Company  proposed  immediately  to  rebuild  this  bridge  with  the 
same  underclearance  as  at  present.  After  some  correspondence  with 
the  corporation  the  Commission  on  its  own  motion  directed  a hearing 
on  the  question  whether  the  public  good  required  the  making  of  an 
order  prescribing  the  amount  of  underclearance  to  be  provided  in  the 
reconstruction  of  said  bridge. 

It  appears  that  the  corporation  has  the  materials  now  on  the  ground 
for  the  immediate  reconstruction  of  said  bridge,  and  proposes,  solely 
on  the  ground  of  economy,  to  provide  the  same  underclearance  as  that 
afforded  by  the  present  bridge. 

Since  the  construction  of  the  present  bridge  cars  used  in  freight 
traffic  have  increased  in  size  and  height.  Cars  fourteen  feet  high  and 
even  higher  are  now  hauled  upon  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway.  It  is 
obvious  that  an  overhead  bridge  with  an  underclearance  of  only  seventeen 
feet  and  nine  inches  constitutes  a standing  menace  to  the  employees 
who  are  obliged  to  walk  upon  the  cars  of  the  corporation  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  on  the  railways  of  the  country  which 
are  caused  by  low  bridges  should  in  itself  deter  railroad  corporations 
from  perpetuating  bad  conditions  by  rebuilding  existing  structures 
without  providing  the  necessary  underclearance. 

The  subject  has  received  legislative  attention  in  this  state.  Chapter 
39  of  the  Laws  of  1893  provides  that 

“no  covered  bridge  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  in  this  state  with  less 
than  twenty-one  feet  between  the  tops  of  the  rails  and  the  lowest  point 
of  the  overhead  structure,  except  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners”. 

As  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  uniformity  in  the  underclearance 
provided  by  all  overhead  structures  whether  covered  bridges  or  over- 
head highway  bridges,  the  Commission  will  for  the  present  adopt  the 
standard  fixed  by  the  act  referred  to.  The  safety  of  the  employees  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  reasonably  requires  that  the 
bridge  in  question  shall  be  reconstructed  with  an  underclearance  of  not 
less  than  twenty-one  feet,  and  an  order  will  issue  requiring  such  recon- 
struction.

Opinion. 

This  is  a petition  by  the  Seabrook  & Hampton  Beach  Street 
Railway  Company  for  authority  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  that 
portion  of  its  street  railway  extending  from  the  corner  of  Washington 
Street  and  Collins  Road  in  the  Village  of  South  Seabrook  to  the  easterly 
terminus  of  its  line  at  Hampton  Beach,  from  November  1st,  1911,  to 
April  1st,  1912.  The  petition  was  not  filed  with  the  Commission  until 
October  23rd,  1911.  A hearing  was  immediately  ordered  at  Concord 
for  November  11th,  1911,  and  fourteen  days  notice  of  the  same  by 
publication  was  required. 

It  appears  that  the  street  railway  in  question  was  constructed  in  1902 
to  accommodate  summer  travel,  and  that  the  portion  which  it  is  desired 
to  discontinue  has  never  been  operated  during  the  winter  season,  author- 
ity for  discontinuance  of  the  same  having  been  granted  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  actual  operation  of  the  portion  of  the  road  covered  by  the  petition, 
since  November  1st,  1911,  shows  a considerable  daily  loss,  in  spite  of 
a certain  amount  of  traffic  of  a purely  temporary  character  incident  to 
certain  building  operations  upon  the  line  which  are  just  now  in  progress. 
In  the  winter  time  the  traffic  and  consequent  income  would  be  decidedly 
less  and  the  cost  of  operation  would  be  increased  by  the  expense  of 
keeping  the  track  clear  from  snow  and  drifting  sand.

Petition  for  permission  to  sell  to  the  Ashuelot  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  certain  properties  of  the  Keene  Gas  & Electric 
Company  located  outside  of  Keene. 

Appearances:  for  the  Keene  Gas  & Electric  Company;  Allen  Hollis 
and  George  M.  Rossman:  for  the  Ashuelot  Gas  and  Electric  Company; 
Allen  Hollis. 

Opinion. 

These  two  petitions*  were  filed  at  the  same  time  and  were  heard  to- 
gether at  Concord  on  October  21st,  1911.  They  relate  to  a single 
subject  matter  and  will  be  considered  together.  The  Keene  Gas  & 
Electric  Company  will  be  referred  to  as  the  Keene  company,  and  the 
Ashuelot  Gas  and  Electric  Company  as  the  Ashuelot  company. 

The  Keene  company  was  incorporated  under  a special  act  of  the 
Legislature  June  27,  1860,  as  the  Keene  Gas  Light  Company,  and  was 
authorized  to  engage  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  and  selling  gas 
in  the  Town  of  Keene.  In  1887,  by  an  amendment  of  its  charter,  it 
was  authorized  to  furnish  electricity  for  light  and  power  “at  any  point 
in  the  City  of  Keene”.  In  1901,  by  further  amendment  of  its  charter, 
its  name  was  changed  to  its  present  form.  In  1909,  by  further  amend- 
ment, it  was  authorized  “to  engage  in  the  business  of  supplying  gas  and 
electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power  and  other  purposes  throughout 
Cheshire  County”. 

Acting  under  this  last  amendment,  it  has  extended  its  electric  lines 
into  the  towns  of  Marlboro,  Swanzey  and  Winchester,  and  is  now  doing 
an  electric  lighting  business  in  those  towns.  To  secure  a supply  of 
electricity  to  meet  the  demands  of  its  increased  and  increasing  business 
it  has  entered  into  a contract  for  the  purchase  of  electricity  from  the 
Connecticut  River  Power  Company  at  Hinsdale.  To  transmit  the 
purchased  power  to  Keene  requires  the  construction  of  a transmission 
line  at  an  estimated  cost  of  seventy  thousand  dollars. 

The  Keene  company  has  outstanding  a bond  issue  of  $200,000  made 
in  1905  and  maturing  February  1,  1935,  also  an  issue  of  $50,000  of 
four  per  cent  stock,  preferred  both  as  to  dividends  and  principal.

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Under  the  terms  of  Chapter  276  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  the  last  amendment 
referred  to  above,  it  is  especially  provided  that 

“No  preferred  stock  shall  be  issued  except  upon  terms  that  the  same 
shall  be  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  four  per 
cent  cumulative  preferred  stock  now  outstanding.” 

These  issues  of  outstanding  bonds  and  preferred  stock  seriously  hamper 
the  corporation  in  raising  money  for  the  construction  of  the  proposed 
transmission  line  and  the  extension  of  its  other  lines  in  the  territory 
adjacent  to  Keene,  because  any  securities  issued  by  said  corporation 
must  obviously  be  subject  to  such  bonds  and  preferred  stock. 

The  Ashuelot  company  has,  therefore,  been  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  over  the  properties  of  the  Keene  company  outside  of  Keene, 
and  extending  and  improving  the  same,  and  of  building  said  transmis- 
sion line. 

The  stock  of  the  Ashuelot  company  is  to  be  $140,000  in  amount,  of 
which  $70,000  is  to  be  common  stock,  issued  to  pay  for  properties  of 
the  Keene  company  outside  of  Keene  existing  July  31,  1911,  and  an 
equal  amount  of  5%  stock,  preferred  both  as  to  dividends  and  principal, 
which  is  to  be  subscribed  for  by  the  Keene  company  and  by  it  sold  to 
its  stockholders  and  others.  The  proceeds  to  the  Ashuelot  company 
from  the  preferred  stock  are  to  be  used  to  cover  the  cost  of  construction 
of  said  transmission  line  and  of  any  extensions  and  improvements  made 
subsequently  to  July  31,  1911,  upon  the  properties  to  be  purchased  by 
it  from  the  Keene  company. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Ashuelot  company  shall  lease  its  properties, 
both  those  purchased  and  to  be  constructed,  to  the  Keene  company 
which  will  continue  to  operate  the  same  in  connection  with  its  property 
in  Keene.  The  term  of  the  lease  is  to  be  made  to  expire  on  February  1, 
1935,  the  date  of  maturity  of  the  bond  issue  before  mentioned,  when  it 
is  expected  that  the  Keene  company  will  be  able  to  make  such  an  issue 
of  securities  as  will  enable  it  to  purchase  the  whole  of  the  properties  of 
the  Ashuelot  company.  In  the  meantime  it  proposes  to  retain  control 
of  the  Ashuelot  company  by  retaining  the  ownership  of  said  issue  of 
common  stock  for  which  it  proposes  to  subscribe,  as  already  stated, 
and  by  selling  the  preferred  stock  wholly  or  in  large  part  to  its  own 
stockholders. 

The  petition  of  the  Keene  and  Ashuelot  companies  represents  in 
substance : 

(1)  That  the  Keene  company  has  agreed  to  sell,  and  the  Ashuelot 
company  to  buy,  the  transmission  lines,  meters,  transformers,  sub- 
stations, street  lighting  apparatus  and  other  similar  properties  of  the 
Keene  company  located  outside  the  City  of  Keene,  together  with  all 
contracts,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  owned  by  the  Keene  company 
in  connection  with  said  properties,  for  the  sum  of  $70,000,  and  such 
other  sum  as  has  been  or  shall  be  expended  upon  said  properties  from 
33 
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July  31,  1911,  to  the  date  of  transfer,  said  sums  to  be  payable  in  the 
common  and  preferred  stock  of  the  Ashuelot  company,  namely,  $70,000 
par  value  of  the  common  stock,  and  such  an  amount  of  preferred  stock 
at  par  as  will  equal  the  sum  in  cash  which  has  been  or  shall  be  expended 
upon  the  properties  to  be  purchased  by  the  Ashuelot  company  from 
the  Keene  company  from  July  31,  1911,  to  the  date  of  transfer. 

(2)  That  the  Keene  company  has  subscribed  for  the  remainder  of 
the  $70,000  of  preferred  stock  to  be  issued  by  the  Ashuelot  company. 

(3)  That  the  Ashuelot  company  desire  to  engage  in  the  “business  of 
supplying  gas  and  electricity”  in  the  towns  of  Marlboro,  Swanzey  and 
Winchester,  and 

(4)  That  the  Keene  company  and  the  Ashuelot  company  have 

“entered  into  an  agreement  by  which  said  Ashuelot  Company  is  to 
lease  to  said  Keene  Company  all  its  properties,  rights  and  franchises 
for  the  term  ending  February  1,  1935,  upon  such  conditions  as  shall 
secure  to  the  Keene  Company  the  right  to  operate  said  properties  and 
shall  secure  to  the  lessor  a sufficient  rental  to  pay  interest  on  its  out- 
standing obligations,  the  dividend  on  its  preferred  stock,  a dividend 
of  6 % per  annum  on  its  common  stock  and  an  additional  sum  sufficient 
to  enable  it  to  retire  all  its  preferred  stock  on  or  before  the  expiration 
of  said  lease.” 

The  petition  prays  for  the  consent  of  this  Commission  to  the  sale  of 
said  properties  by  the  Keene  company  to  the  Ashuelot  company  on  the 
terms  aforesaid;  to  the  acquisition  by  the  said  Keene  company  of  the 
capital  stock  of  said  Ashuelot  company  as  aforesaid,  and  for  the  per- 
mission and  approval  of  the  Commission  to  the  commencement  by  said 
Ashuelot  company  of  the  business  of  supplying  gas  and  electricity  in 
the  towns  of  Marlboro,  Swanzey  and  Winchester;  and  to  the  beginning 
by  said  Ashuelot  company  of  the  construction  in  those  towns  of  the 
necessary  plants,  lines,  mains  and  other  apparatus,  and  the  exercise 
therein  of  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  which  may  hereafter  be 
granted  to  it;  and  for  the  approval  by  the  Commission  of  the  lease  by 
the  Ashuelot  company  to  the  Keene  company  of  its  properties  upon  the 
terms  aforesaid  for  the  period  aforesaid. 

The  petition  of  the  Ashuelot  company  sets  forth  the  amount  of  com- 
mon and  preferred  stock  to  be  issued,  and  prays  for  authority  to  issue 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  properties  proposed  to  be 
purchased  by  it  from  the  Keene  company  and  of  building  a transmission 
line  as  before  stated. 

To  the  general  plan,  which  we  have  just  reviewed,  for  financing  the 
proposed  new  construction  made  necessary  by  the  increasing  business  of 
the  Keene  company  the  Commission  finds  no  objection.  We  are  satis- 
fied by  the  evidence  offered  at  the  hearing  that  the  original  cost  of  the 
properties  proposed  to  be  sold  by  the  Keene  company  to  the  Ashuelot 
company,  as  the  same  stood  on  July  31,  1911,  somewhat  exceeded 
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$70,000,  and  that  the  same  are  now  fairly  worth  that  sum  and  such 
additional  amounts  as  have  since  been  expended  upon  them. 

The  Keene  company  is  already  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying 
electricity  to  the  public  in  the  towns  of  Marlboro,  Swanzey  and  Win- 
chester. There  can,  therefore,  by  no  objection  to  granting  permission 
to  the  Ashuelot  company  to  continue  and  extend  in  those  towns  the 
business  now  being  done  by  the  Keene  company.  The  Keene  company, 
however,  is  not  doing  a gas  business  in  those  towns,  and  there  is  no 
present  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Ashuelot  company  to  engage  in  a 
gas  business  in  any  one  of  them.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  authority 
required  by  section  13  of  “An  Act  to  establish  a Public  Service  Commis- 
sion” to  be  obtained  from  this  Commission  before  any  utility  engaged 
in  any  city  or  town  in  the  business  of  supplying  gas,  electricity  or  water, 
or  transmitting  telephone  or  telegraph  messages,  should  not  be  granted 
in  any  case  until  it  is  shown  that  the  petitioner  intends  in  good  faith 
to  proceed  at  once  to  exercise  the  authority  granted.  The  law  itself 
provides  that  such  authority  may  only  be  exercised  within  two  years 
after  the  same  is  granted,  but  that  does  not  relieve  the  Commission 
from  the  exercise  of  care  in  granting  such  authority.  The  field  of 
public  service  in  any  community  should  remain  an  open  one  until  occu- 
pied by  a utility  which  is  able  to  meet  the  reasonable  requirements  of 
the  people  of  that  community.  Accordingly  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Commission  in  this  case  should  at  present  be  limited  to  the 
engagement  by  the  Ashuelot  company  in  the  business  of  supplying 
electricity  in  the  towns  in  question,  and  to  the  continuance  and  exten- 
sion of  the  necessary  plants,  lines  and  apparatus  to  accommodate  that 
business. 

The  provisions  of  the  proposed  lease  as  set  forth  in  the  petition  and 
shown  by  a proposed  draft  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  the  hearing, 
appear  to  be  unobjectionable  except  the  provision  that  the  lessee,  in 
addition  to  other  rentals  shall  pay  to  the  lessor 

“on  such  date  or  dates  prior  to  the  termination  of  this  lease  as  may  be 
determined  by  it  or  at  its  election  upon  such  termination  such  further 
sum  or  sums  as  will  enable  fhe  lessor  to  retire  on  or  before  the  termina- 
tion of  this  lease  all  of  its  preferred  stock  now  outstanding  or  hereafter 
issued  according  to  the  terms  hereof.” 

This  provision  is  in  addition  to  a provision  that  the  lessee 

“shall  pay  * * * the  cost  of  all  repairs  and  renewals”  and  “at  the 

expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  lease  * * * shall  return 

the  demised  properties,  together  with  all  improvements  thereon  and 
extensions  thereto,  to  the  lessor  as  an  electric  light  and  power  property, 
covering  at  least  the  territory  which  its  properties  now  occupy  and  with 
its  lines  and  other  facilities  suitably  constructed  and  equipped  for 
operation  and  at  least  equal  in  value  with  the  demised  premises,  and 
in  as  good  order  and  condition  as  the  same  now  are  or  may  be  put  during 
the  term  of  the  lease,  except  so  far  as  said  value  may  be  impaired  by 
unavoidable  depreciation.” 
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The  inclusion  of  the  provision  for  the  payment  by  the  lessee  to  the 
lessor  of  a sum  sufficient  to  retire  all  of  the  preferred  stock  is  defended 
by  the  petitioners  on  the  ground  that  in  property  of  the  sort  proposed 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Ashuelot  company,  and  particularly  the  trans- 
mission line  which  it  proposes  to  build,  there  is  an  “unavoidable  depre- 
ciation” which  is  defined  as  meaning  such  depreciation  as  is 

“incapable  of  prevention  by  repairs  or  replacement  * * * arising 

from  deterioration  of  material,  change  in  methods  of  doing  business, 
loss  or  expiration  of  contracts  or  any  other  cause  by  which  the  value 
of  said  properties  * * * may  be  substantially  impaired,  notwith- 

standing the  full  performance  of  the  agreements  of  the  lesseee  * * * 
in  respect  to  repairs  and  renewals.” 

The  possibility  that  the  contract  for  the  purchase  of  power  from  the 
Connecticut  River  Power  Company  may  not  be  renewed  and  that  the 
transmission  line  about  to  be  constructed  may  therefore  become  prac- 
tically valueless  is  especially  urged. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  entire  cost  of  constructing  said  trans- 
mission line  is  estimated  at  $70,000,  as  we  have  stated.  The  preferred 
stock  which  it  is  proposed  to  retire  during  the  term  of  the  lease  amounts 
to  that  full  sum.  While  the  reasons  urged  would  seem  properly 
to  deserve  consideration  in  determining  a just  depreciation  upon  the 
value  of  the  properties  of  the  lessor,  we  do  not  feel  disposed  to  approve 
a lease  which  shall  compel  the  payment  of  such  a rental  as  will  entirely 
wipe  out  the  cost  of  the  transmission  line  during  the  term  of  the  lease, 
besides  paying  dividends  upon  the  cost  of  constructing  the  same,  and 
keeping  the  same,  as  far  as  is  possible  by  repairs  and  renewals,  in  good 
condition.  Such  a provision  would  place  upon  the  Keene  company  as 
a fixed  charge  a burden  which  might  require  the  exaction  of  excessive 
rates  for  service  by  that  corporation. 

A provision  for  the  retirement  of  an  amount  of  preferred  stock  pro- 
portionate to  the  actual  unavoidable  deterioration  may  properly  be 
included  in  the  lease,  but  such  a provision  should  be  so  drawn  as  to 
give  to  this  Commission  the  power  to  determine  what  that  proportion 
shall  be  taken  to  be. 

The  draft  of  the  proposed  lease  which  has  been  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sion contains  a provision  for  arbitration  by  referees  of  differences 
between  the  parties  thereto,  under  which  provision  the  referees  shall 
be  chosen 

“one  * * * by  each  of  the  parties  * * * or  if  either  shall  fail 

or  neglect  for  thirty  days  to  appoint  a referee  when  requested  by  the 
other,  the  Public  Service  Commissioners  of  New  Hampshire  may,  after 
not  less  than  fourteen  days  notice  to  the  party  so  failing,  appoint  a ref- 
eree; the  third  shall  be  selected  by  the  two  so  chosen.” 

We  do  not  see  that  the  provision  in  question  in  any  way  affects  the 
public  interest.  Accordingly  we  notice  it  merely  to  observe  that  it  is 
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at  least  doubtful  whether  the  Commission  would  deem  it  expedient  to 
exercise  the  power  attempted  to  be  conferred  upon  it  if  application 
should  be  made  to  it  to  do  so.  An  approval  of  the  lease  accordingly 
will  not  indicate  what  action  the  Commission  would  take  if  such  an 
application  should  hereafter  be  made. 

An  order  granting  the  authority  prayed  for  by  the  Ashuelot  Company 
to  issue  stock  will  be  accompanied  by  an  order  requiring  said  company 
on  January  first  and  July  first  of  each  year  to  file  with  the  Commission 
reports,  sworn  to  by  its  treasurer,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  received 
from  the  sale  of  the  stock  authorized  to  be  issued  for  sale  and  the  use  and 
application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  same  until  the  whole  of  such  proceeds 
shall  have  been  expended.  This  course,  consistently  followed  by  the 
Commission  hereafter  in  like  cases,  will  not  only  enable  the  Commission 
to  know  in  each  case  that  the  proceeds  of  stock  issued  are  actually 
devoted  to  the  purposes  for  which  authorized,  but  will  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commission  information  which,  in  matters  that  may  here- 
after come  before  the  Commission,  may  prove  to  be  of  decided  value. 

Upon  the  amendment  of  the  proposed  lease  to  meet  the  views  herein 
expressed,  orders  will  be  issued  approving  said  stock  issue  by  said  Ash- 
uelot company,  permitting  said  Keene  company  to  subscribe  for  the 
same,  permitting  the  construction  proposed  by  said  Ashuelot  company 
and  the  engagement  by  said  company  in  the  business  of  supplying 
electricity  in  the  towns  of  Marlboro,  Swanzey  and  Winchester,  and 
approving  said  proposed  lease.

DEATH  OF  C.  A.  BLACKMAR. 

Accident  at  Lakeport,  February  10,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  July  11,  1911.

Report. 

C.  A.  Blackmar  was  killed  at  Lakeport,  February  10,  1911.  He  was 
brakeman  on  a freight  train,  having  been  on  the  same  train  for  twelve 
or  fourteen  years.  The  locomotive  had  broken  down  so  that  it  could 
not  back  down  on  the  siding.  Accordingly  another  engine  was  attached 
to  the  rear  of  the  train.  Blackmar  gave  the  starting  signal  to  his  engi- 
neer, and  climbed  on  the  box-car  next  to  the  engine.  The  train  started 
back  very  slowly.  About  a hundred  yards  back  he  had  to  get  off  to 
set  a switch.  At  about  that  point  the  engineer  looking  back  saw  his 
body  being  dragged  along,  apparently  caught  in  the  journal  of  the  car 
on  which  he  had  been  riding,  and  at  once  stopped  the  train. 

There  was  no  witness  to  the  accident,  but  it  is  probable  that  he  slipped 
in  getting  down  from  the  car  to  set  the  switch.

DEATH  OF  EDWARD  GAGNON. 

Accident  at  Nashua,  June  1,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 
Investigation  at  Concord,  July  11,  1911.

Report. 

Edward  Gagnon  was  killed  in  the  yard  at  Nashua,  June  1,  1911. 

He,  with  two  companions,  attempted  to  cross  a slowly  moving 
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freight  by  climbing  over  the  draw-bars  between  two  cars.  The  others 
passed  safely  over,  but  he  fell  between  the  cars  and  was  run  over. 

In  the  few  investigations  that  this  commission  has  made  up  to  this 
time,  we  are  deeply  impressed  by  the  great  number  of  persons  who  are 
constantly  using  the  railroad  tracks  for  purposes  for  which  they  are  not 
designed,  and  by  the  large  number  of  fatal  accidents  necessarily  result- 
ing from  this  use. 

The  places  at  which  the  public  may  pass  upon  the  tracks  should  be 
clearly  defined,  and  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  prevent  their 
passing  elsewhere,  whether  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  railroad 
or  its  employees.  After  acquiring  further  information  as  to  the  extent 
of  this  practice,  we  hope  to  give  this  subject  more  specific  attention.

DEATH  OF  MRS.  WILLIAM  HAMLIN. 

Accident  at  Charlestown,  January  4,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  July  11,  1911.

Report. 

Mrs.  William  Hamlin,  a woman  78  years  of  age,  resident  in  Charles- 
town, was  struck  and  instantly  killed  on  a highway  crossing  about 
three  hundred  feet  north  of  the  Charlestown  station,  on  January  4, 
1911,  by  a freight  train  which  at  the  time  was  approaching  the  station 
from  the  north. 

The  train  crew,  on  reaching  Springfield  station,  about  one  mile  north 
of  Charlestown,  and  within  the  Charlestown  yard  limits,  found  there 
a disabled  coal  car,  the  south  end  of  which  was  so  damaged  that  it  could 
not  be  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  train.  It  was  accordingly  coupled 
on  to  the  head  end  of  the  locomotive,  with  the  intention  of  pushing  it 
down  to  Charlestown  and  there  getting  orders  as  to  its  further  disposi- 
tion. 

The  head  brakeman  mounted  the  coal  car,  as  required  by  the  rules, 
and  rode  the  car  down  to  the  place  of  the  accident.  The  engineer  was 
in  his  place  on  the  right  side  of  the  cab,  the  middle  brakeman  rode  in 
the  fireman’s  seat,  and  the  fireman  was  busy  about  his  fire.  When 
the  whistling  post  was  reached  the  engineer  blew  the  whistle 
and  the  middle  brakeman  rang  the  bell  continuously  from  the 
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post  to  the  crossing.  The  train  was  moving  at  from  eight  to  ten  miles 
an  hour. 

The  track  was  straight,  and  the  view  of  and  from  the  highway  was 
unobstructed  for  a considerable  distance,  except  by  a board  fence  six 
or  seven  feet  high  which  ran  along  the  northerly  side  of  the  highway 
to  the  east  of  the  tracks,  approaching  to  within  about  thirty  feet  of 
the  southbound  track,  on  which  the  train  was  proceeding.  East  of 
this  track  was  the  northbound  track  and  still  further  east  a side  track 
which  left  the  main  line  very  near  or  on  the  crossing. 

As  the  train  came  near  the  crossing  the  middle  brakeman  saw  Mrs. 
Hamlin  walk  out  from  behind  the  fence  and  approach  the  crossing. 
She  walked  onto  the  northbound  track,  stopped  a moment  and  looked 
to  the  south  and  then  stepped  directly  on  the  southbound  track.  He  at 
once  called  out  to  the  engineer,  who  applied  the  emergency  brake,  bring- 
ing the  train  to  a stop  within  three  or  four  car  lengths.  Mrs.  Hamlin’s 
body  was  found  lying  between  the  north  and  southbound  tracks. 

The  head  brakeman,  who  was  riding  on  the'  coal  car  for  the  express 
purpose  of  keeping  a lookout  and  warning  persons  who  might  be  on 
the  track,  or  giving  the  stop  signal  to  the  engineer,  was  not  in  sight 
of  the  engineer  from  the  time  the  train  left  Springfield,  and  could  not 
have  signalled,  had  he  seen  Mrs.  Hamlin.  He  testified  that  he  was 
standing  back  of  the  middle  of  the  car,  facing  south,  and  watching  both 
sides  of  the  crossing.  Yet  he  did  not  see  Mrs.  Hamlin  during  the  con- 
siderable period  of  time  which  must  have  elapsed  while  she  walked  out 
from  behind  the  fence,  hesitated  at  the  northbound  track  and  looked 
to  the  south  and  then  walked  forward  in  front  of  the  car  on  which  he 
was  standing.  In  fact,  he  did  not  know  that  anyone  had  been  struck 
until  the  train  stopped,  and,  on  getting  off,  he  saw  the  body  lying 
between  the  tracks,  four  or  five  car  lengths  back. 

His  explanations  of  the  possible  cause  of  this  oversight  on  his  part 
cannot  be  seriously  accepted.  No  conclusion  is  possible  except  that  he 
contented  himself  with  a compliance  with  the  letter  of  the  rule, — which 
merely  required  his  presence  in  the  car,  without  indicating  the  course 
which  he  should  pursue  while  there, — and  that  he  gave  his  attention 
rather  to  securing  as  comfortable  a position  as  possible  in  view  of  the 
extreme  cold  of  the  day,  than  to  carrying  out  the  spirit  of  the  rule,  and 
maintaining  an  active  and  efficient  lookout. 

And  a like  criticism  must  be  made  of  the  conduct  of  the  engineer,  who, 
having  ordered  the  head  brakeman  to  ride  on  the  coal  car,  in  our  judg- 
ment, ought  not  to  have  started  the  train  until  the  brakeman  was  in 
such  position  that  he  could  give  the  stop  signal  instantly  in  any  emer- 
gency. 

The  attitude  of  the  employees  towards  the  rules  is  well  illustrated  by 
the  following  extract  from  the  engineer’s  testimony: 

“138.  What  do  you  have  a man  ride  it  for?  A.  That  is  a rule, 
when  shoving  a car  ahead  to  have  a man  ride  it.” 
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“ 139.  I mean,  what  is  it  for?  A.  Just  a rule  they  have,  I suppose.” 
The  rules,  properly  obeyed  in  their  spirit,  would  in  all  probability  have 
prevented  this  accident.  The  system  seems  to  be  adequate  to  afford 
all  possible  protection.  The  defect  is  in  the  human  agencies  by  which 
it  is  operated.  Whether  anything  more  could  be  done,  by  rigid  exam- 
inations, by  severe  and  exemplary  disciplinary  measures  in  cases  of 
proved  neglect,  or  otherwise,  to  infuse  into  employees  a sense  of  the 
importance  of  neglecting  no  precaution,  however  slight,  is  a subject 
worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

The  question  of  legal  liability,  as  between  Mrs.  Hamlin  and  the  rail- 
road, is  one  which  we  have  not  considered,  and  which  does  not  concern 
us.  She  was  evidently  not  inattentive  to  the  dangers  of  her  situation, 
but  for  some  reason  was  under  the  impression  that  a train,  if  coming  at 
all,  would  approach  from  the  south.  This  accident  emphasizes  the  fact 
that  persons  approaching  a railroad  crossing  cannot  safely  take  anything 
for  granted,  but  must  always  assure  themselves,  by  sight  and  hearing, 
that  the  track  is  clear,  before  venturing  upon  it.  Foot-passengers, 
especially,  except  in  complicated  situations,  have  their  safety  largely  in 
their  own  hands.  But  their  known  habits  of  inattention,  and  the 
probability  of  confusion  in  the  face  of  sudden  and  unexpected  danger, 
lay  upon  trainmen  the  duty  of  neglecting  no  possible  precaution  in 
passing  over  highways  and  other  places  where  persons  are  likely  to  be 
on  the  tracks.  So  far  as  the  railroad’s  side  of  the  case  is  concerned, 
this  accident  must  be  attributed  to  neglect  by  the  train  crew  of  the 
simplest  and  most  obvious  precautions.

DEATH  OF  ALPHONSUS  ROUKE. 

Accident  at  Dover,  April  27,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  July  11,  1911.

Report. 

On  April  27,  1911,  as  a passenger  train  pulled  out  of  the  Dover 
station  in  the  direction  of  Portland,  a sectionman,  walking  down  the  yard 
in  the  same  direction  as  the  train,  stood  to  one  side  to  watch  it  as  it 
passed.  He  heard  a “crunching  noise,”  as  of  the  train  running  over 
something,  and  when  it  had  passed  saw  the  body  of  a man  lying  on  the 
track  a short  distance  to  the  east.  No  one  had  been  in  sight  before 
the  train  passed.  The  body  was  badly  mutilated,  the  train  having 
passed  over  it.

Subsequent  inquiry  showed  that  the  body  was  that  of  Alphonsus 
Rouke  of  Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.  He  was  undoubtedly  a passenger  on 
the  train,  and  either  fell  or  attemped  to  alight  from  the  moving  train. 
The  evidence  shows  nothing  further  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident.

DEATH  OF  UNKNOWN  MAN. 

Accident  near  Hampton,  May  5,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad.

An  unknown  man  was  found  lying  dead  on  the  track  about  three 
quarters  of  a mile  east  of  the  station  at  Hampton  in  the  early  morning 
of  May  5,  1911.  The  condition  of  the  body  was  such  as  to  indicate 
that  he  had  been  run  over  by  some  earlier  train. 

The  spot  at  which  he  was  found  was  three  quarters  of  a mile  from  the 
nearest  highway  crossing,  and  his  presence  at  that  point  is  unaccounted 
for  except  by  the  supposition  that  he  was  walking  on  the  track.

DEATH  OF  UNKNOWN  MAN.

On  May  6,  1911,  at  about  7.00  a.  m.,  as  a freight  train  was  approach- 
ing the  station  at  Madbury,  the  conductor  noticed  a man  lying  beside 
the  track.  He  got  off  and  on  examination  discovered  that  he  was  still 
living.  The  only  injury  was  a deep  cut  on  the  right  temple,  which  had 
apparently  been  made  some  hours  previously.  He  died  that  afternoon, 
without  having  recovered  consciousness.  His  identity  has  never  been 
established. 

He  had  not  been  run  over,  and  the  explanation  given  by  the  con- 
35 
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ductor  appears  reasonable, — that  he  was  walking  on  the  westbound 
track  and  stepped  to  one  side  on  meeting  a train,  but  miscalculated  the 
distance  and  was  struck  by  some  projecting  object,  possibly  the  head 
beam  of  the  engine.  The  nature  and  position  of  the  wound,  and  the 
position  in  which  the  body  was  found,  agree  with  this  explanation.

DEATH  OF  WILLIAM  KANE. 

Accident  at  Manchester,  April  27,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  July  12,  1911.

William  Kane,  a resident  of  Manchester,  was  injured  in  the  yard  at 
Manchester,  April  27,  1911,  and  died  on  the  9th  day  of  June  following, 
as  the  result  of  his  injuries. 

He  was  a passenger  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  Express  from  Boston, 
reaching  Manchester  at  about  10  p.  m.  He  apparently  rode  in  one  of 
the  smoking  compartments,  which  were  so  crowded  that  some  of  the 
passengers  had  to  stand;  but  it  did  not  appear  whether  he  had  a seat  or 
stood. 

As  the  train  approached  the  station,  the  vestibules  were  opened,  and 
the  name  of  the  station  was  announced.  Kane  went  out  on  the  plat- 
form, with  several  other  passengers,  one  of  whom  saw  him  start  to  step 
down  on  the  car  steps.  At  that  moment  the  car  gave  a lurch,  as  if 
from  taking  a switch  or  curve,  and  when  the  other  passenger  looked 
again  Kane  had  disappeared.  On  arriving  at  the  station,  this  passenger 
went  back  with  several  others,  and  found  Kane  lying  seriously  injured 
near  the  place  where  he  had  missed  him  from  the  car. 

It  is  possible  that  in  stepping  down  he  lost  his  balance  as  the  car 
lurched.  Being  a resident  of  Manchester  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  he 
was  familiar  with  his  surroundings  and  knew  that  the  train  had  not  yet 
reached  the  station,  but  he  was  unduly  eager  to  be  in  position  to  get  off 
quickly  when  the  train  arrived.  There  was  nothing  unusual  in  his 
action;  he  was  merely  following  a common,  if  somewhat  dangerous 
practice,  and  the  trainmen,  in  opening  the  vestibules  and  announcing 
the  station,  acted  in  the  ordinary  and  proper  way.  In  the  absence  of 
evidence  disclosing  some  specific  defect  in  the  track  tending  to  give  to

the  train  a lurch  greater  than  that  usually  attending  the  passing  over 
a switch  or  curve, — and  no  such  evidence  appears, — the  case  must  be 
regarded  as  one  of  accident,  pure  and  simple. 

At  any  rate,  the  evidence  does  not  suggest  to  us  any  change  which 
we  can  recommend  in  either  the  operation  or  the  equipment  of  the  road. 
And  that  alone  we  understand  to  be  the  object  of  these  investigations.

DEATH  OF  JOSEPH  PAPIELASKI. 

Accident  at  Charlestown,  April  18,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  July  12,  1911. 

Appearances:  Ralph  T.  Damon,  Claim  Agent,  and  A.  P.  McKinnon, 
Assistant  Solicitor,  for  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

Report. 

Joseph  Papielaski,  a boy  four  years  of  age,  resident  in  Charlestown, 
was  killed  at  the  crossing  immediately  south  of  the  station  in  that  town, 
April  16,  1911. 

The  train  by  which  he  was  struck  was  a through  southbound  freight, 
which  was  running  about  fifteen  miles  an  hour  as  it  passed  the  station. 
The  trainmen  were  all  in  their  places,  the  whistle  was  blown  for  the 
crossing,  and  again  for  the  station,  and  the  bell  was  rung  continuously 
from  the  whistling  post  to  the  crossing. 

The  boy  with  his  father  and  a slightly  older  brother,  were  apparently 
approaching  the  track  from  the  west.  A hedge  alongside  the  highway 
obscures  the  view  up  to  a few  feet  from  the  tracks.  As  the  train  ap- 
proached, the  older  boy  darted  across  the  tracks  ahead  of  it.  The 
younger  boy  followed  him,  and  was  seen  by  the  engineer  as  he  came  out 
from  behind  the  hedge.  The  emergency  brake  was  applied,  but  the  boy 
ran  directly  in  front  of  the  engine,  and  the  entire  train,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  last  three  or  four  cars,  passed  over  his  body.  The  father, 
who  was  running  behind  him  in  an  effort  to  stop  him,  narrowly  escaped 
collision  with  the  engine. 

No  one  can  be  blamed  for  this  deplorable  but  certainly  unavoidable 
accident.

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DEATH  OF  JAMES  A.  REMICK. 

Accident  near  North  Hampton,  June  10, 1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  July  12,  1911.

Report. 

James  A.  Remick  of  Biddeford,  Maine,  was  killed  near  North  Hamp- 
ton, June  10,  1911.  The  crew  of  a passenger  train  which  pulled  into 
the  North  Hampton  station  early  in  the  morning  reported  to  the  station 
agent  that  the  body  of  a man  was  lying  on  the  track  about  a mile  from 
the  station.  The  agent  went  to  the  spot  and  found  the  body  in  a fright- 
fully mangled  condition.  It  was  evident  that  several  trains  must  have 
passed  over  it.  Its  condition  was  such  that  it  was  hardly  recognizable 
as  a human  body,  and  the  crew  of  a freight  which  passed  over  it  before 
the  agent  reached  it  thought  that  it  was  the  body  of  some  animal. 

The  place  where  it  lay  was  about  forty  rods  from  the  nearest  highway 
crossing.  There  is  no  explanation  as  to  the  man’s  presence  at  that 
point,  except  that  he  was  walking  on  the  track  at  night.

DEATH  OF  HIRAM  GALEY. 

Accident  at  Lebanon,  June  11,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 
Investigation  at  Lebanon,  July  17,  1911. 

Appearances:  None. 


Report. 

Hiram  Galey,  a bricklayer,  was  fatally  injured  at  Lebanon,  June  11, 
1911.  He  was  intoxicated  in  the  evening  and  was  in  a restaurant  near 
the  track  about  11.45  p.  m.  About  12.25  a.  m.,  he  was  found  lying 
beside  the  track  so  badly  injured  that  he  died  a few  hours  later. 

It  is  supposed  that  he  was  walking  along  the  track  in  a much  traveled 
path  on  the  way  to  his  room,  and  was  struck  by  passenger  train  No.  79, 
which  passed  that  place  about  12.10  a.  m.  No  one  saw  the  accident  and 
the  train  men  were  not  aware  of  it  at  the  time.  He  may  have  staggered 
within  reach  of  the  cars  after  the  engine  had  passed  and  the  train  men 
may  not  have  been  at  fault  in  not  knowing  of  the  accident.  There  is  a 
large  amount  of  trespassing  on  the  tracks  in  the  vicinity  of  the  place 
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where  this  accident  occurred,  and  a close  board  fence  along  the  right  of 
way  might  prevent  much  of  this  dangerous  practice.

DEATH  OF  GEORGE  W.  CADY. 

Accident  at  Dover,  June  20,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

Investigations  at  Concord,  July  12,  1911,  and  September  15,  1911.

Report. 

George  W.  Cady,  baggage  master,  was  killed  at  Dover,  June  20,  1911, 

He  was  in  charge  of  baggage  car  2870  on  train  No.  5,  which  runs  be- 
tween Boston  and  Portland.  This  was  his  second  or  third  trip  on  this 
car.  The  car  door  was  open  when  the  train  was  coming  to  a stop  at  the 
Dover  station.  He  was  standing  just  inside  the  doorway,  close  to  the 
jamb  and  leaned  out  to  hand  some  letters  to  the  baggage  master  at  the 
station,  as  the  car  passed.  Almost  immediately  after,  the  train  stopped 
rather  suddenly,  and  the  car  door,  which  ran  very  easily,  slid  forward 
and  caught  his  upper  arm  and  head  against  the  jamb.  He  was  so  badly 
injured  that  he  died  soon  after.  The  four  doors  of  this  car  were  equipped 
with  hooks  for  holding  the  doors  open  but  the  staples  were  missing. 
No  fastenings  for  holding  doors  open  are  included  in  the  specifications 
for  new  baggage  cars  on  the  Boston  & Maine  system.  The  foreman 
car  inspector  testified  that  this  matter  is  left  to  the  baggage  masters 
and  that  such  fastenings  are  put  on  when  they  are  called  for.  He  also 
expressed  the  opinion  that  such  fastenings  do  not  diminish  the  danger 
of  injury,  as  in  the  case  of  no  fastenings,  the  baggage  men  always  look 
out  for  themselves  and  do  not  rely  on  mechanical  devices  which  are 
always  likely  to  be  ineffective.  It  is  the  practice  in  the  Concord  repair 
shops  to  put  on  hooks  and  staples  to  hold  baggage  car  doors  open,  when- 
ever cars  brought  in  for  repairs,  are  not  so  equipped,  and  so  far  as  our 
inspector  has  been  able  to  ascertain  by  investigations  since  the  hearing, 
a very  large  majority  of  the  baggage  cars  now  in  use  are  so  equipped. 
The  free  sliding  door  has  caused  many  minor  accidents  and  it  seems  a 
reasonable  precaution  to  have  fastenings  for  holding  doors  open  as  well 
as  closed.  We  recommend  that  all  baggage  cars  be  equipped  with 
fastenings  to  hold  the  doors  open.

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DEATH  OF  JOHN  J.  COOPER. 

Accident  near  Berlin,  December  20,  1910,  on  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway. 

Investigation  at  Berlin,  September  21,  1911.

Marble,  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company. 

Report. 

John  J.  Cooper  was  fatally  injured  at  Berlin,  December  20,  1910. 

He  was  an  employee  at  the  Cascade  Mills  and  about  3 p.  m.,  was 
walking  along  the  track  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,  as  was  his  prac- 
tice, between  the  Berlin  station  and  the  Cascade  Mills.  When  about 
a mile  from  the  station,  in  a cut,  a companion  named  Conroy,  who  was 
walking  a short  distance  behind,  heard  a train  approaching  and  warned 
Cooper  to  get  out  of  the  way,  but  he  only  quickened  his  pace  with  the 
apparent  intention  of  getting  out  of  the  cut  before  leaving  the  track. 
He  stepped  off  so  late  that  the  engine  struck  him  before  he  got  out  of 
reach,  and  he  was  so  badly  injured  that  he  died  a day  or  two  after. 
Conroy  recognized  the  train  to  be  a mixed  train  which  was  No.  74,  but 
the  men  in  charge  of  this  train  that  day  claim  not  to  know  anything 
about  it.  Cooper  was  at  fault  as  a trespasser  in  walking  along  the  track, 
a practice  which  is  frightfully  prevalent  in  this  region.  The  two  men 
in  charge  of  the  engine  should  have  kept  such  a lookout  that  a man 
walking  along  the  track  in  broad  daylight  could  not  be  struck  by  the 
engine  without  being  seen  by  one  of  them  at  least.  The  other  alter- 
native that  he  was  seen  and  the  train  was  not  stopped,  seems  less  prob- 
able.

DEATH  OF  MRS.  PATRICK  DUGAN. 

Accident  at  Berlin,  January  19,  1911,  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway. 
Investigation  at  Berlin,  September  21,  1911. 

Appearances:  H.  P.  Sweetser,  Assistant  to  Solicitor,  and  Rich  & 
Marble,  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company;  M.  J.  Ryan,  for 
the  Estate  of  Mrs.  Patrick  Dugan. 

Report. 

Mrs.  Patrick  Dugan,  an  old  lady,  was  instantly  killed  at  Berlin,  Jan- 
uary 19,  1911. 

Engine  No.  715,  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,  was  uncoupled  from  a west- 
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bound  freight,  leaving  the  train  standing  on  the  main  track  near  the 
Green  Street  crossing.  The  engine  went  some  distance  up  the  main 
track  and  crossed  over  to  the  passing  track  and  took  water.  On  the 
way  back  to  the  train  several  people  were  walking  along  the  track  and 
stepped  away  to  a safe  distance  as  the  engine  approached.  Mrs.  Dugan 
was  seen  walking  eastward,  just  outside  the  left  rail,  at  a distance  of 
four  or  five  hundred  feet  ahead,  and  appeared  to  look  back  so  that  the 
fireman  thought  she  would  step  away  at  the  last  minute,  a common 
practice.  But  instead,  when  the  tender  was  within  20  feet  or  so,  she 
stepped  over  the  rail  and  was  ' knocked  down  and  run  over 
before  the  engine  could  be  stopped.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken. 
The  engine  was  moving  at  the  rate  of  four  or  five  miles  per  hour.  The 
whistle  had  been  blown  a short  distance  away  and  the  bell  was  ringing 
automatically.  The  fireman  did  not  recognize  that  she  was  not  aware 
of  the  nearness  of  the  engine  until  the  distance  was  so  short  that  the 
emergency  brake  did  not  stop  the  engine  in  time  to  save  her  life.  Such 
accidents  are  sure  to  occur  until  the  practice  of  walking  along  the  rail- 
road tracks  is  stopped.  The  number  of  such  risks  taken  daily  in  Berlin 
is  simply  appalling.  The  question  of  fencing  the  railroad  right  of  way 
should  be  seriously  considered  without  delay.

DEATH  OF  JOHN  SCHILLING. 

Accident  at  Gorham,  February  7,  1911,  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway. 

Investigation  at  Berlin,  September  21,  1911. 

Appearances:  H.  P.  Sweetser,  Assistant  to  Solicitor,  and  Rich  & 
Marble,  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company. 

Report. 

John  Schilling,  roadmaster,  first  division,  Grand  Trunk  Railroad, 
was  killed  at  Gorham,  February  7,  1911. 

A short  train  consisting  of  engine  No.  2349,  caboose,  and  flanger  was 
ordered  out  at  Gorham  at  6.30  a.  m.,  to  take  sectionmen  to  Island  Pond. 
When  ready  to  start,  an  order  was  received  to  wait  for  Roadmaster 
Schilling.  Schilling  arrived  at  6.45  a.  m.,  and  gave  orders  to  flange  out 
both  tracks  twice  before  starting  for  Island  Pond  and  proceeded  to 
operate  the  flanger  himself.  It  is  probable  that  he  intended  to  go  out 
over  track  No.  1 at  a safe  rate  of  speed.  The  flanger  was  used  in  back- 
ing down  and  went  so  hard  that  the  engineer  let  on  a large  amount  of 
steam  to  prevent  getting  stuck  in  the  snow.  A speed  of  twelve  miles 
or  more  per  hour  was  acquired.  The  air  was  so  filled  with  snow  as  to 
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conceal  engine  No.  762  which  was  just  coming  to  a stop  with  its  train 
No.  93.  The  emergency  brake  was  applied  as  soon  as  engine  762  was 
sighted  but  the  danger  struck  the  head  of  the  engine  and  was  upset 
before  it  could  be  stopped.  Schilling  was  so  badly  injured  that  he  died 
shortly  after.  Most  of  the  trains  from  this  direction  come  in  on  track 
No.  1 and  there  was  lack  of  proper  precaution  in  backing  down  this 
track  and  using  a danger  without  protecting  this  train  by  a dagman. 
Schilling  gave  the  fatal  orders  but  the  conductor  and  engineer  cannot 
be  relieved  of  all  responsibility  for  the  safety  of  this  train,  and  they 
should  have  made  sure  that  this  train  was  properly  protected  in  backing 
down  this  track.

DEATH  OF  WILLIAM  CLARK. 

Accident  near  Manchester,  September  3, 1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  16,  1911.

Report. 

William  Clark,  freight  brakeman,  was  killed  near  Manchester, 
September  3,  1911. 

The  freight  train  was  running  from  Concord  to  Manchester  and  he 
went  out  of  the  caboose  with  his  lantern,  a mile  or  less  before  reaching 
the  bridges.  After  the  train  arrived  at  Manchester,  his  body  was 
found  on  the  top  of  car  No.  4384,  Big  Four,  which  was  the  tenth  car 
from  the  caboose.  The  body  was  lying  with  the  head  toward  the  south, 
face  downward,  with  head  badly  bruised.  His  lantern  was  found  just 
south  of  the  Amoskeag  bridge.  The  height  of  the  car  is  12  feet,  8 1-2 
inches,  and  the  height  of  the  bridge  is  16  feet,  2 inches.  The  tell-tale 
is  6 inches  lower  and  was  found  to  be  in  good  condition.  There  were 
no  marks  or  signs  on  the  tell-tale  or  on  the  bridge,  and  the  position  of 
the  body  and  character  of  the  bruises  were  not  such  as  would  be  expected 
from  contact  with  the  bridge.  It  seems  most  probable,  however,  that 
he  was  killed  by  being  struck  by  the  bridge  and  that  this  is  an  argument 
in  favor  of  the  standard  height  of  21  feet  for  all  bridges.

Accident  at  Portsmouth,  November  4,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad.

John  Cronin,  9 years  of  age,  was  fatally  injured  at  Portsmouth, 
November  4,  1911. 

Cronin  and  two  companions  were  running  along  beside  the  cars  and 
catching  on  for  short  rides  as  freight  train  No.  3218  was  leaving  Ports- 
mouth for  Boston  and  moving  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  miles  per  hour. 
Cronin  lost  his  hold  on  the  handle  or  step  and  slipped  under  the  car. 
His  leg  was  crushed  and  he  died  the  next  day.  It  did  not  appear  that 
the  trainmen  knew  that  the  boys  were  around  the  cars.  The  only 
witness  was  a workman  in  the  box  shop  located  near  the  track.  The 
right  of  way  was  fenced  and  the  boys  ought  not  to  have  been  on  the 
tracks.  The  attitude  of  the  public  toward  trespassing  on  the  railroad 
tracks  is  largely  responsible  for  the  appalling  number  of  fatal  railway 
accidents.

DEATH  OF  EDWARD  GERARD. 

Accident  at  Exeter,  August  28,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Rail- 
road. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  16,  1911.

The  body  of  Edward  Gerard  was  found  on  the  track  about  350  feet 
east  of  Main  Street  crossing,  Exeter,  about  5 o’clock  a.  m.,  August 
28,  1911. 

He  was  about  35  years  old,  had  been  at  work  in  Haverhill,  Mass., 
and  his  home  was  in  Exeter.  It  was  reported  that  he  was  drunk  in 
Haverhill  the  evening  before  and  that  he  boarded  a freight  train  about 
9 o’clock  to  ride  home  to  Exeter.  It  is  probable  that  he  fell  under  the 
train  when  attempting  to  get  off.

John  Gilbert  was  killed  in  the  freight  yard  at  Manchester,  October 
22,  1911. 

His  body  was  found  on  spur  track  No.  3 about  400  feet  south  of 
Auburn  Street  crossing.  A bottle  half  full  of  gin  was  found  in  his  pocket 
and  it  is  probable  that  he  strolled  onto  the  track  from  Auburn  Street 
some  time  during  the  night,  lay  down  to  rest  with  his  head  and  left  arm 
on  the  rail,  and  was  run  over  by  a freight  car  which  was  switched  on 
this  track  about  6.30  a.  m.  He  was  not  seen  by  any  of  the  crew  of  the 
switcher  train.

DEATH  OF  EDWARD  HART,  JR. 

Accident  at  Exeter,  August  19,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Rail- 
road. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  16,  1911.

Report. 

Edward  Hart,  Jr.,  17  years  of  age,  was  instantly  killed  at  Exeter, 
August  19,  1911. 

The  engineer  and  fireman  of  express  passenger  train  No.  10,  running 
from  Portland  to  Boston,  saw  him  walking  beside  the  track  about  one 
mile  east  of  Exeter  station.  When  first  seen  he  was  three  or  four  hun- 
dred feet  away,  going  in  the  same  direction  as  the  train.  He  appeared 
to  be  at  a safe  distance  from  the  track  but  the  whistle  was  blown  to  warn 
him  of  the  approach  of  the  train.  He  paid  no  attention  to  the  whistle,  as 
often  occurs  in  such  cases,  and  the  engineer  supposed  he  intended  to 
let  the  train  pass  while  he  kept  along  at  a safe  distance,  but  instead 
of  that,  he  stepped  onto  the  track  only  a few  yards  ahead  of  the  engine. 
The  emergency  brake  was  applied  immediately  but  the  entire  train  of 
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eight  cars  passed  over  him.  This  rather  common  type  of  accident 
emphasizes  the  necessity  of  stopping  the  use  of  railroad  tracks  as  high- 
ways.

DEATH  OF  JAMES  SEARS. 

Accident  near  Canobie  Lake,  October  19,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  16,  1911. 

Appearances:  Ralph  T.  Damon,  Claim  Agent,  and  Charles  S.  Pierce, 
Assistant  General  Solicitor,  for  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

Report. 

James  Sears  was  instantly  killed  near  Canobie  Lake,  October  19,  1911. 
Passenger  train  No.  760,  running  from  Manchester  to  Boston,  was 
about  half-way  between  Windham  station  and  Canobie  Lake,  at  5.08 
p.  m.,  and  the  train  was  rounding  a curve  at  which  the  view  ahead  was 
shut  off  by  a ledge,  when  the  engineer  saw  a man  on  the  track  midway 
between  the  rails,  about  a car  length  and  a half  ahead.  He  had  the 
collar  of  his  coat  turned  up  and  appeared  to  be  standing  still.  The 
whistle  was  blown  and  the  brake  applied  instantly.  The  train  was 
going  at  the  rate  of  25  miles  per  hour,  down  grade,  and  he  was  struck 
and  instantly  killed  before  the  train  could  be  stopped.  There  was 
time  for  him  to  jump  off  the  track  after  the  whistle  blew,  but  he  made  no 
motion  whatever.  It  is  reported  that  he  was  deaf,  which  should  have 
been  an  additional  reason  for  not  traveling  on  the  railroad  track.

DEATH  OF  ALBERT  STAPLES. 

Accident  at  Portsmouth,  November  8,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  16,  1911. 

Appearances:  Ralph  T.  Damon,  Claim  Agent,  and  Charles  S.  Pierce, 
Assistant  General  Solicitor,  for  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

Report. 

Albert  Staples,  twenty  years  old,  switchman,  was  killed  at  Ports- 
mouth, November  8,  1911. 

Shifter  train  No.  294  was  shifting  out  coal  cars  from  the  Portsmouth 
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yard  onto  the  main  line  between  1 and  2 o’clock  p.  m.  Four  cars 
were  taken  out  and  left  on  the  main  track.  Staples  then  set  the 
switch  for  the  engine  to  set  in  a loaded  car  and  had  no  further  duty  for 
a time.  The  shifter  engine  went  to  another  side  track  and  brought  out 
five  more  cars  onto  the  main  track  and  as  there  was  no  one  in  sight  and 
there  appeared  to  be  no  danger,  these  cars  were  allowed  to  run  against 
the  four  that  were  standing  on  the  track.  A brakeman  on  another  shift- 
ing train  saw  Staples  leaning  against  the  far  end  of  the  set  of  four  cars 
standing  on  the  track,  just  as  the  five  cars  struck  the  other  end,  but  he 
had  no  time  to  give  any  warning.  The  four  cars  were  only  moved  along 
10  feet  or  so,  but  Stalpes  was  knocked  down  and  one  wheel  passed  over 
him,  injuring  him  fatally. 

There  is  no  apparent  reason  for  his  being  there  at  that  time.  It  is 
expected  that  a brakeman  will  ride  each  set  of  cars  in  shifting  but  it  does 
not  seem  that  this  precaution  would  have  prevented  this  accident.

DEATH  OF  ALEXANDER  STOLGAS. 

Accident  at  Manchester,  August  9,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine 
Railroad. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  17,  1911. 

Appearances:  Ralph  T.  Damon,  Claim  Agent,  and  Charles  S.  Pierce, 
Assistant  General  Solicitor,  for  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad;  Taggart, 
Tuttle,  Burroughs  & Wyman,  Attorneys  for  the  Estate  of  Alexander 
Stolgas. 

Report. 

Alexander  Stolgas,  employee  at  the  mill  of  the  F.  T.  Ley  Co.,  was 
instantly  killed  at  Manchester,  August  9,  1911. 

Express  train  No.  54  left  Manchester  station  for  Boston  about  6.30 
a.  m.,  on  the  west  main  track.  As  it  approached  the  brewery  crossing, 
the  usual  whistles  were  blown  and  the  bell  was  rung  continuously.  A 
freight  train,  coming  into  the  station  very  slowly  on  the  east  main  track, 
was  passing  the  crossing  at  about  the  same  time.  There  were  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  people  walking  along  the  tracks  on  the  way  to  their  work 
as  was  usual  at  that  time  in  the  morning.  As  the  express  train  came 
near  the  crossing  the  engineer  saw  two  men,  Stolgas  and  a companion, 
about  300  feet  ahead,  walking  side  by  side  on  the  west  side  of  the  west 
main  track.  They  were  going  in  the  same  direction  as  the  train  and  the 
nearer  man  seemed  to  be  barely  at  safe  distance  from  the  track.  As 
neither  of  the  men  looked  back  or  paid  any  attention  to  the  train,  an 
extra  whistle  was  blown  and  the  bell  was  rung  vigorously  to  make  sure 
that  they  came  no  nearer  to  the  track.  When  the  engine  was  not  more 
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than  75  feet  away,  the  companion  gave  a sudden  start  and  attemped  to 
catch  hold  of  Stolgas,  apparently  to  pull  him  farther  away  from  the  track, 
but  he  jumped  in  the  opposite  direction,  directly  in  front  of  the  engine. 
The  emergency  brake  was  instantly  applied  but  the  train  was  moving 
at  the  rate  of  10  or  12  miles  per  hour  and  could  not  be  stopped  until  the 
engine  and  one  car  passed  over  him.  He  was  killed  instantly.

DEATH  OF  FRANK  A.  WHEELER. 

Accident  at  Manchester,  July  8,  1911,  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Rail- 
road. 

Investigation  at  Concord,  November  16,  1911. 

Appearances:  Ralph  T.  Damon,  Claim  Agent,  and  Charles  S.  Pierce, 
Assistant  General  Solicitor,  for  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad. 

Report. 

Frank  A.  Wheeler,  yard  brakeman,  was  fatally  injured  at  Manchester, 
July  8,  1911. 

He  had  been  in  railroad  work  for  27  years  and  sometimes  acted  as 
conductor.  Switcher  train  No.  735  was  shifting  cars  in  the  yard  about 
4.35  a.  m.  Wheeler,  head  brakeman,  was  standing  near  the  switchman 
when  the  conductor  gave  them  the  first  three  motions,  which  were, 
“Four,  Freight-house,  and  Two.”  The  rear  brakeman  took  two  coal 
cars  down  No.  4,  the  middle  man  took  a car  to  the  freight-house,  and 
Wheeler,  who  had  been  giving  motions,  started  to  board  the  two  cars 
sent  down  No.  2.  For  some  unknown  reason  he  thought  that  the  cars 
were  going  down  No.  1,  and  in  his  haste  to  get  into  position  to  get  on 
as  they  passed  by,  he  stepped  onto  track  No.  2,  just  ahead  of  the  cars 
and  was  run  over.  Tracks  Nos.  2 and  1 diverge  very  slowly  and  he 
may  have  thought  that  the  cars  started  on  No.  1 although  the  switch 
was  plainly  set  for  No.  2.  We  cannot  understand  why  he  did  not  make 
sure  as  to  which  track  the  cars  were  coming  on  in  planning  to  get  on 
when  they  came  along.  There  was  nothing  unusual  in  the  character 
or  amount  of  the  switching  work  that  morning.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 

convened: 

Section  1.  (a)  The  term  commission  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  Meaning  of 
the  public  service  commission  hereby  created.  terms. 

(b)  The  term  railroad  corporation  shall  include  every  corporation, 
company,  association,  joint  stock  association,  partnership  and  person, 
their  lessees,  trustees  or  receivers,  appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever, 
owning,  operating  or  managing  any  railroad  or  street  railway  o'r  any 
cars  or  equipment  used  thereon  or  in  connection  therewith,  or  engaged 
in  carrying  on  a public  express  business  over  the  line  of  any  railroad. 

(c)  The  term  public  utility  shall  include  every  corporation,  company, 
association,  joint  stock  association,  partnership  and  person,  their  lessees, 
trustees  or  receivers  appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  except  muni- 
cipal corporations,  owning,  operating  or  managing  any  plant  or  equip-

ment  or  any  part  of  the  same  for  the  conveyance  of  telephone  or  tele- 
graph messages  or  for  the  manufacture  or  furnishing  of  light,  heat, 
power  or  water  for  the  public,  or  owning  or  operating  any  ferry  or  toll 
bridge. 

(d)  The  term  railroad  shall  include  every  railroad  and  street  railway 
by  whatever  power  operated  which  is  open  to  public  use  in  the  con- 
veyance of  persons  or  property,  for  a compensation,  also  all  bridges, 
grade  crossing,  under  passes,  switches,  spurs,  tracks,  equipment,  sta- 
tions, and  terminals  and  other  facilities  and  property  of  every  kind 
whatever,  used,  operated  or  owned  by  or  in  connection  with  any  such 
railroad  or  railway. 

Sect.  2.  (a)  A public  service  commission  is  hereby  created  to  be 

composed  of  three  competent  persons.  Immediately  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  governor  shall  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council 
appoint  such  commissioners.  The  term  of  one  such  appointee  shall 
terminate  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  1913.  The  term  of  the  second 
such  appointee  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  1915. 
The  term  of  the  third  such  appointee  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  June,  1917.  Prior  to  June  1 in  the  year  1913,  and  in  each  year 
thereafter  when  the  term  of  a commissioner  is  about  to  expire,  there 
shall  be  appointed  and  confirmed  in  the  same  manner  one  commissioner 
for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  June  in  that  year. 
Each  commissioner  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor 
is  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment by  the  governor  for  the  unexpired  term  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  council.  The  chairman  of  the  commission  shall  be  appointed 
and  commissioned  as  such. 

(b)  No  person  who  owns  stock  in  any  railroad  corporation  in  this 
state  or  elsewhere,  or  who  owns  stock  in  any  public  utility  in  this  state, 
or  who  is  employed  by  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility,  or 
is  otherwise  pecuniarily  interested  in  either  such  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility,  shall  be  appointed  upon  said  commission.  If  after 
his  appointment  any  commissioner  shall  become  voluntarily  interested 
pecuniarily  in  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility,  he  shall 
be  removed  by  the  governor  and  council,  as  for  malfeasance  in  office, 
and  if  he  shall  become  so  interested  otherwise  than  voluntarily  and  shall 
not  within  a reasonable  time  immediately  thereafter  divest  himself  of 
such  interest  he  shall  be  so  removed. 

(c)  The  governor  and  council  may  at  any  time  remove  any  commis- 
sioner for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  malfeasance  in  office,  but  no 
such  commissioner  shall  be  removed  without  a hearing  after  reasonable 
notice  in  writing  of  the  charges  against  him. 

(d)  No  member  of  the  commission  shall  render  any  professional 
service  for  any  railroad  corporation  in  this  or  any  other  state,  or  for  any 
public  utility  in  this  state,  or  act  as  attorney,  or  render  professional 
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service  against  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility;  nor  shall 
he  be  a member  of  a firm  which  renders  any  such  service;  nor  shall  he 
directly  or  indirectly  be  a party  to  any  contract  with  any  such  railroad 
corporation  or  public  utility,  except  a contract  for  the  transportation 
of  telephone  or  telegraph  messages,  or  of  passengers  or  property,  or  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  water,  gas  or  electricity  or  for  other  similar 
service.  No  commissioner  shall  hold  any  national  or  other  state  office  of 
profit  except  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public.  If  any 
commissioner  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  he  may  be 
removed  by  the  governor  and  council  as  for  malfeasance  in  office. 

(e)  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  shall  be  thirty-five  hundred 
dollars,  that  of  the  clerk  thirty-two  hundred  dollars,  and  that  of  the 
other  member  three  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  state 
treasury  in  equal  quarterly  payments. 

(f)  The  commission  may,  without  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council,  expend  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars  annually,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council  such  further  sums  as  may 
be  necessary,  in  employing  stenographers,  experts,  accountants  and 
others  whose  assistance  it  may  require  in  the  performance  of  its  duties, 
as  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  the  state. 

(g)  The  commission  shall  be  provided  with  an  office  in  the  state  house, 
in  which  its  records,  documents  and  books  shall  be  kept,  and  with  a 
suitable  room  in  which  it  may  hold  any  hearings  authorized  by  the 
terms  of  this  act. 

(h)  No  commissioner  shall  sit  upon  the  hearing  of  any  question  which 
the  commission  is  to  decide  in  a judicial  capacity  who  would  be  dis- 
qualified for  any  cause,  except  exemption  from  service,  to  act  as  a 
juror  upon  the  trial  of  the  same  question  between  the  same  parties  in 
an  action  at  law.  This  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  inquests  in 
accident  cases. 

(i)  If  a commissioner  shall  be  disqualified  or  unable  to  act  in  any 
particular  case  pending  before  the  commission  the  governor  upon  appli- 
cation of  the  commission  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  appoint 
a commissioner  to  act  in  his  place  upon  said  case.  The  commissioner 
so  appointed  shall  be  paid  a reasonable  compensation  per  day  for  his 
services,  and  his  necessary  expenses,  to  be  allowed  by  the  governor  and 
council  and  paid  from  the  state  treasury. 

(j)  The  commission  shall  have  an  official  seal  in  such  form  as  the 
commission  may  prescribe,  and  all  copies  of  official  documents  and 
orders  filed  or  deposited  with  said  commission  or  made  by  said  commis- 
sion, certified  by  any  member  of  said  commission,  and  authenticated 
by  said  seal,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  any  court  in  like  manner 
as  originals. 

(k)  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  publish  rules  to 
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govern  its  proceedings,  and  to  regulate  the  mode  and  manner  of  all 
investigations  and  hearings  before  it,  and  all  hearings  shall  be  open  to 
the  public.  In  any  such  investigation  or  hearing  the  commission  shall 
not  be  bound  by  the  technical  rules  of  evidence. 

(l)  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  witnesses  and  ad- 
minister oaths  to  witnesses  in  any  proceeding  or  examination  instituted 
before  it  or  conducted  by  it,  and  to  compel  by  subpoena  duces  tecum 
the  production  of  any  accounts,  books,  contracts,  records,  documents, 
memoranda  and  papers  of  any  kind  whatever.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  commission  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  as  witnesses  summoned 
to  appear  before  the  superior  court  and  such  summons  issued  by  any 
justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  though  issued  for 
appearance  before  the  superior  court.  In  lieu  of  requiring  production 
of  originals  by  subpoena  duces  tecum  it  may  require  sworn  copies  of 
any  such  books,  records,  contracts,  documents  and  papers  or  parts 
thereof  to  be  filed  with  it.  The  commission  may  also  require  any  rail- 
road corporation  or  public  utility  to  make  specific  answers  to  questions 
upon  which  the  commission  may  need  information.  Witnesses  who 
refuse  or  neglect  to  appear,  or  who  refuse  to  testify,  may  be  compelled 
to  do  so,  and  for  that  purpose  the  commission  may  apply  to  any  justice 
of  the  superior  court,  upon  proof  by  affidavit  of  the  facts,  for  an  order 
returnable  in  not  more  than  five  days,  directing  any  person  so  refusing 
to  show  cause  before  the  justice  making  the  order  or  any  other  justice 
of  the  superior  court  why  he  should  not  be  committed  as  for  contempt ; 
upon  the  return  of  such  order,  the  justice  before  whom  the  matter 
shall  come  for  hearing  shall  examine  under  oath  such  person  whose 
testimony  may  be  relevant,  and  such  person  shall  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard;  and  if  the  justice  shall  determine  that  such  person 
has  refused  without  reasonable  cause  or  legal  excuse  to  be  examined  or 
to  answer  a legal  and  pertinent  question,  or  to  produce  a book  or  paper 
which  he  was  ordered  to  bring,  he  may  forthwith  commit  the  offender 
as  for  contempt,  so  to  remain  until  he  submits  to  do  the  act  which  he 
was  so  required  to  do  or  is  discharged  according  to  law. 

(m)  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  or  from  producing 
any  book  or  paper  in  any  investigation  or  inquiry  by  or  upon  any  hear- 
ing before  the  commission  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  commission, 
upon  the  ground  that  the  testimony  or  evidence,  book  or  document 
required  of  him  may  tend  to  incriminate  him  or  subject  him  to  penalty 
or  forfeiture,  but  no  person  shall  be  prosecuted,  punished  or  subjected 
to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of  any  act,  transaction, 
matter  or  thing  concerning  which  under  oath,  after  claiming  his  priv- 
ilege, he  shall  by  order  of  the  commission  have  testified  or  produced 
documentary  evidence;  provided,  however,  that  no  person  so  testifying 
shall  be  exempt  from  prosecution  or  punishment  for  any  perjury  com- 
mitted by  him  in  his  testimony.  Nothing  herein  contained  is  intended 
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to  give,  or  shall  be  construed  as  in  any  manner  giving  to  any  corporation 
immunity  of  any  kind. 

(n)  The  commission  may  confer  by  correspondence,  or  otherwise, 
with  the  public  service  commission  or  railroad  commission  of  any  other 
state  and  with  the  interstate  commerce  commission  of  the  United  States 
on  any  matters  relating  to  railroad  corporations  or  public  utilities. 

Sect.  3.  (a)  All  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  and  conferred  Powers  and 

upon  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  under  existing  laws,  except duties- 
in  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  by  this 
act,  are  hereby  imposed  and  conferred  upon  the  public  service  commis- 
sion created  by  this  act,  and  all  proceedings  and  appeals  which  under 
existing  laws  are  required  to  be  brought  before  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  shall  hereafter  be  brought  before  said  commission,  it 
being  the  intent  hereof  to  substitute  said  public  service  commission 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  upon,  the  same  by  this  act  in 
the  place  of  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners;  provided,  however, 
that  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall 
continue  to  be  exercised  by  that  board  till  June  1,  1911,  until  which 
date  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners  now  in  office  shall  continue 
to  serve  at  their  present  salary,  and  on  which  date  the  powers  of  said 
board  shall  terminate  and  said  board  shall  be  abolished. 

(b)  On  June  1,  1911,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  trans- 
fer and  deliver  to  the  public  service  commission  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  all  books,  maps,  papers,  files,  and  records  of  what- 
ever description  in  its  possession. 

(c)  The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  pending  actions  or  pro- 
ceedings, but  all  actions  and  proceedings  pend-ng  before  the  supreme 
court  under  the  provisions  of  sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  or  before  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  on 
June  1,  1911,  shall  thereafter  be  acted  upon  and  determined  by  the 
public  service  commission  in  all  respects  as  if  said  actions  and  proceed- 
ings had  been  originally  instituted  before  said  commission. 

Sect.  4.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  every  public  utility  shall  Duty  of  rail- 
furnish  such  service  and  facilities  as  shall  be  reasonably  safe  and  ade-roadsand  Pub" 
quate  and  in  all  respects  just  and  reasonable.  All  charges  made  or llc  utlllties- 
demanded  by  any  railroad  corporation  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers or  property,  or  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in 
connection  therewith  and  all  charges  made  or  demanded  by  any  public 
utility  for  the  transmission  of  telephone  or  telegraph  messages  or  for 
gas,  electricity  or  water  or  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in 
connection  therewith,  shall  be  just  and  reasonable  and  not  more  than  is 
allowed  by  law  or  by  order  of  the  commission.  Every  charge  that  is 
unjust  or  unreasonable  or  in  excess  of  that  allowred  by  law  or  by  order 
of  the  commission  is  prohibited.

Sect.  5.  (a)  The  commission  shall  have  the  general  supervision 

of  all  railroad  corporations,  railroads,  public  utilities  and  the  plants 
owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  the  same,  as  far  as  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

(b)  Said  commission  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to 
keep  informed  as  to  all  railroad  corporations  in  the  state,  their  capital- 
ization, their  franchises,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  lines  and  property 
controlled  or  operated  by  them  are  managed  and  operated,  not  only 
with  respect  to  the  adequacy  and  accommodation  afforded  by  their 
service,  but  also  with  respect  to  their  compliance  with  all  provisions  of 
law,  orders  of  the  commission  and  charter  requirements.  The  commis- 
sion shall  have  power  either  through  its  members  or  duly  authorized 
experts,  to  inspect  any  of  the  property,  or  equipment,  books  or  records 
of  any  such  railroad  corporations,  including  the  right  for  such  inspection 
purpose  to  ride  upon  any  locomotive  or  train  while  in  service,  and  to 
have  upon  reasonable  notice  a special  locomotive  and  inspection  car 
for  a physical  inspection  once  annually  of  all  the  lines  and  stations  of 
each  railroad  corporation  in  the  state. 

(c)  Said  commission  shall  likewise  have  power  to  investigate  and 
ascertain,  from  time  to  time,  the  quality  of  gas  supplied  by  public 
utilities  and  methods  employed  by  such  public  utilities  in  manufacturing 
or  supplying  gas  or  electricity  for  light,  heat  or  power,  or  in  transmitting 
telephone  and  telegraph  messages,  or  supplying  water,  and  after  notice 
and  hearing  thereon  shall  have  power  to  order  all  reasonable  and  just 
improvements  and  extensions  in  service  or  methods. 

Sect.  6.  The  commission  may  whenever  it  deems  advisable  estab- 
lish a system  of  accounts  and  records  to  be  used  by  railroad  corporations 
and  by  public  utilities  for  their  business  within  this  state  and  may 
classify  the  said  railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities  and  prescribe 
a system  of  accounts  for  each  class,  and  may  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  said  accounts  shall  be  kept;  provided,  however,  that  railroad 
corporations  and  public  utilities  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  any  sys- 
tem of  accounts  and  records  which  would  conflict  with  any  requirements 
made  of  them  by  the  interstate  commerce  commission. 

Sect.  7.  (a)  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  shall 

file  with  the  commission,  and  shall  print  and  keep  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, schedules  showing  the  rates,  fares,  charges  and  prices  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  and  property  or  for  any  service  rendered  or  to 
be  rendered,  in  such  places,  within  such  time,  and  in  such  form,  and 
with  such  detail  as  the  commission  may  order. 

(b)  Unless  the  commission  otherwise  orders,  no  change  shall  be 
made  in  any  rate,  fare,  charge  or  price,  which  shall  have  been  filed  or 
published  by  a railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  in  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section  except  after  thirty  days’  notice  to  the 
commission  and  such  notice  to  the  public  as  the  commission  within 
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ten  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice  aforesaid  shall  direct.  In  the  case 
of  railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities  subject  to  regulation  by  the 
interstate  commerce  commission,  the  requirements  relative  to  the 
filing  of  schedules  with  the  commission  and  to  the  publication  thereof 
shall  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  requirements  of  the  interstate 
commerce  commission  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  congress  en- 
titled “An  Act  to  Regulate  Commerce,”  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

(c)  Whenever  any  schedule  shall  be  filed  with  the  commission  under  investigation, 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  section  stating  new  and  higher  rates,  fares, 

charges  or  prices,  which  the  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  filing 
the  same  purposes  to  put  into  force,  the  commission  may  investigate 
the  reasonableness  of  such  proposed  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices. 

Pending  any  such  investigation  and  the  decision  thereon,  the  commission 
shall  have  power,  by  ah  order  served  upon  the  railroad  corporation  or 
public  utility  affected,  to  suspend  said  schedule,  and  to  forbid  the 
demanding  or  collecting  of  the  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices,  covered 
by  the  schedule  for  such  perior  or  periods  not  to  exceed  six  months  in 
all  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  may  be  necessary  for  such 
investigation. 

(d)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  make  or  give  any  Preferential 
undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage  to  any  person  or  cor- rates  prohib- 
poration  or  to  any  locality  or  to  any  particular  description  of  service  lted‘ 

in  any  respect  whatsoever,  or  subject  any  particular  person  or  corpora- 
tion or  locality  or  any  particular  description  of  service  to  any  undue  or 
unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever; 
provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  taken 
to  require  absolute  uniformity  in  the  charges  made  and  demanded  by 
public  utilities  when  the  circumstances  render  any  lack  of  uniformity 
reasonable  or  be  taken  to  prevent  telephone,  telegraph  and  cable  com- 
panies from  entering  into  contracts,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
commission,  with  common  carriers  for  the  exchange  of  services  or  to 
affect  existing  contracts  relating  thereto;  and  provided,  further , that 
said  provisions  shall  not  be  taken  to  prohibit  a public  utility  from 
establishing  differential  rates  or  a sliding  scale  for  the  automatic  adjust- 
ment of  such  charges  if  said  rates  or  sliding  scale,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  commission,  shall  be  reasonable  and  just. 

(e)  No  corporation  engaged  in  the  generation  of  electrical  energy  by  Conveyance  of 
water  power  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  transmitting  or  conveying  electric  energy 
the.  same  beyond  the  confines  of  the  state  unless  it  shall  first  file  notice  outslde  state- 
of  its  intention  so  to  do  with  the  public  service  commission  and  obtain 

an  order  of  said  commission  permitting  it  to  engage  in  such  business. 

The  commission  may  of  its  own  motion  or  on  application  of  any  person 
investigate  or  make  inquiry,  in  a manner  to  be  determined  by  it,  as  to 
the  existence  of  an  available  market  at  fair  rates  within  the  state;  and 
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if  it  shall  find  that  such  a market  does  not  exist  within  a reasonable  dis- 
tance of  the  power  development,  it  may  make  an  order  granting  such 
permission  and  may  impose  the  condition  that  consumers  within  the 
state  shall  be  furnished  service  by  said  corporation  upon  terms  as 
favorable  as  shall  be  granted  to  consumers  outside  the  state,  having 
due  regard  to  all  facts  and  conditions  which  may  affect  said  subject. 
Provided  however,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  apply  to  corpora- 
tions now  engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  such  electrical  energy 
to  any  place  outside  the  state,  but  any  addition  to  such  energy  generated 
from  any  water  power  except  such  as  it  may  be  using  in  connection 
with  such  business  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  come 
under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph.  Provided  further  that  the 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  the  transmitting  of 
■electrical  energy  generated  from  water  powers  upon  the  Connecticut 
river;  nor  shall  they  prevent  any  railroad  corporation  doing  business 
in  this  state  from  transmitting  electric  energy  beyond  the  confines  of  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  operating  its  road  between  some  point  in  this 
state  and  any  point  or  points  outside  the  state. 

Sect.  8.  (a)  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  shall 

file  with  the  commission  reports  at  such  times,  verified  by  oath  in  such 
manner,  and  setting  forth  such  statistics  and  facts  as  may  be  required 
by  the  commission.  In  the  case  of  railroad  corporations  annual  reports 
shall  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  those  required  of  common  carriers 
by  the  interstate  commerce  commission  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  congress  entitled,  “An  Act  to  Regulate  Commerce,”  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

(b)  If  any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  make  and  file  any  report  within  a time  specified  by  the  com- 
mission, or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  specific  answer  to  any  ques- 
tion lawfully  asked  by  the  commission,  such  railroad  corporation  or 
public  utility  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  and  every  day  it  shall  continue  to  be  in  default  with  respect 
to  such  report  or  answer,  unless  it  shall  be  excused  by  the  commission 
from  making  such  report  or  answer  or  the  time  for  making  the  same 
shall  be  extended  by  the  commission. 

Sect.  9.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  make  reasonable 
regulations  for  the  furnishing  and  distribution  of  freight  cars  to  shippers, 
for  the  switching  of  the  same,  for  the  loading  and  unloading  thereof, 
for  reciprocal  demurrage  charges  in  respect  thereto,  and  for  the  weighing 
of  cars  and  property  offered  for  shipment  or  transportation  by  any 
common  carrier. 

Sect.  10.  * (a)  Any  person  may  make  complaint  to  the  commission 
by  petition  setting  forth  in  writing  any  thing  or  act  claimed  to  be  done 
or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  railroad  corporation  in  violation  of  any 
provision  of  law  or  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  its  franchises  or  char- 
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ter  or  of  any  order  of  the  commission.  Thereupon  the  commission 
shall  cause  a copy  of  said  complaint  to  be  forwarded  to  the  railroad  cor- 
poration complained  of,  which  may  be  accompanied  by  an  order,  re- 
quiring that  the  matters  complained  of  be  satisfied,  or  that  the  charges 
be  answered  in  writing  within  a time  to  be  specified  by  the  commission. 

If  the  railroad  corporation  complained  of  shall  make  reparation  for 
any  injury  alleged  and  shall  cease  to  commit  or  to  permit  the  violation 
of  law,  franchise  or  order  charged  in  the  complaint,  and  shall  notify 
the  commission  of  that  fact  before  the  time  allowed  for  answer,  the 
commission  shall  not  be  required  to  take  any  further  action  upon  the 
charges.  If,  however,  said  charges  be  not  thus  satisfied,  and  it  shall 
appear  to  the  commission  that  there  are  reasonable  grounds  therefor, 
it  shall  investigate  such  charges  in  such  manner  and  by  such  means  as 
it  shall  deem  proper,  and  after  notice  and  hearing  take  such  action 
within  its  powers  as  the  facts  justify. 

(b)  The  commission  may,  of  its  own  motion,  investigate  or  make 
inquiry,  in  a manner  to  be  determined  by  it,  as  to  any  act  or  thing  done 
or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility, 
and  the  commission  shall  make  such  inquiry  in  regard  to  any  act  or 
thing  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  such  railroad  corporation  or 
public  utility  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  law  or  order  of  the  com- 
mission. 

(c)  Upon  complaint  made  by  the  city  council,  or  city  councils  of  Complaints 

any  city,  or  by  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  by  the  selectmen  of  any  town  ™^sn4?pal 

in  which  a public  utility  is  authorized  to  manufacture,  sell  or  supply  S ~ 
gas  or  electricity  for  heat,  light  or  power,  or  to  supply  water,  or  to 
transmit  telephone  or  telegraph  messages,  or  upon  the  complaint  in 

writing  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  customers  or  subscribers  of  such 
public  utility  in  cities  of  thirty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  or  of  not 
less  than  fifty  in  cities  of  twenty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  or  of 
not  less  than  twenty-five  in  any  other  city  or  town,  or  upon  petition  of 
a public  utility  supplying  said  gas,  electricity  or  water,  or  transmitting 
such  messages,  as  to  the  quality  of  the  service  furnished  by  such  public 
utility,  or  the  charges  made  therefor,  or  that  such  charges  are  insuffi- 
cient, the  commission  shall  investigate  as  to  the  cause  for  such  complaint. 

It  may  personally  or  by  its  experts  inspect  the  works,  system,  plant, 
devices,  appliances,  and  methods  used  by  such  public  utility  in  manu- 
facturing and  supplying  such  gas,  electricity  or  water,  or  transmitting 
such  messages,  and  may  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  the  books 
and  papers  of  such  public  utility  pertaining  to  the  service  compjained  of. 

Sect.  11.  (a)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  opinion,  after  Fixing  railroad 

a hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  a complaint,  that  the  rates,  rates, 
fares  or  charges  demanded  or  collected  or  proposed  to  be  demanded  or 
collected  by  any  railroad  corporation  for  the  transportation  of  persons 
or  property  within  the  state  are  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  that  the 
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regulations  or  practices  of  such  railroad  corporation  affecting  such  rates 
are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  or  in  any  wise  in  violation  of  any  provision 
of  law,  or  that  the  maximum  rates,  fares  or  charges,  chargeable  by  any 
such  railroad  corporation  are  insufficient,  the  commission  shall  determine 
the  just  and  reasonable  rates,  fares,  and  charges  to  be  thereafter  observed 
and  in  force  as  the  maximum  to  be  charged  for  the  service  to  be  per- 
formed, and  shall  fix  the  same  by  order  to  be  served  upon  all  railroad 
corporations  by  which  such  rates,  fares,  and  charges  are  thereafter  to 
be  observed;  provided,  however,  that  when  any  railroad  corporation 
shall  seek  the  benefit  of  any  order  of  the  commission  allowing  said 
railroad  corporation  to  charge  and  collect  rates  higher  than  charged  at 
the  time  said  order  is  asked  for,  the  burden  of  proving  the  necessity 
of  the  increase  shall  be  upon  said  railroad  corporation,  and  provided 
further  that  the  commission  shall  not  allow  an  increase  above  any 
rate  prescribed  or  limited  by  statute. 

(b)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after  a hearing, 
had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint,  that  any  part  of  any  rail- 
road within  the  state,  reasonably  requires  alteration  or  reconstruction, 
or  that  the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances,  or  service  of 
any  railroad  corporation  in  respect  to  transportation  of  persons  or 
property  within  the  state,  are  unjust,  unreasonable,  unsafe,  improper 
or  inadequate  the  commission  shall  notify  the  railroad  in  writing  of  its 
opinion  and  recommendations  in  respect  thereto  and  shall  insert  in 
their  next  report  to  the  governor  and  council  an  account  of  their  pro- 
ceedings and  recommendations.  If  the  railroad  shall  unreasonably 
neglect  or  refuse  to  adopt  the  recommendations  of  said  commission, 
the  commission  may  make  an  order  as  hereinafter  prescribed  in  cases 
affecting  the  public  safety.  In  any  case  where  the  safety  of  the  public 
or  of  the  employees  of  such  railroad  is  concerned,  the  commission  may 
in  the  first  instance  determine  the  reconstruction  or  alteration  reason- 
ably required  or  the  just,  reasonable,  safe,  adequate  and  proper  regula- 
tions, practices,  equipment,  appliances  and  service  thereafter  to  be  in 
force,  or  to  be  provided,  and  shall  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order 
to  be  served  upon  every  railroad  corporation  to  be  bound  thereby ; and 
thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  railroad  corporation  to 
observe  and  obey  each  and  every  requirement  of  every  such  order  so 
served  upon  it,  and  to  do  everything  necessary  or  proper  in  order  to 
secure  absolute  compliance  with,  and  observance  of  every  such  order  by 
all  of  its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

(c)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion  after  a hearing 
had  on  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint  that  any  public  utility  is 
demanding  or  collecting,  or  proposes  to  demand  or  collect  charges 
unjustly  or  unreasonably  high,  or  upon  petition  that  the  charges  are 
insufficient,  the  commission  shall  determine  the  just  and  reasonable 
charges  and  may  by  order  fix  the  maximum  price  to  be  charged;  pro - 
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vided,  however , that  when  any  public  utility  shall  seek  the  benefit  of 
an  order  of  the  commission  allowing  said  public  utility  to  demand  and 
collect  charges  higher  than  have  been  before  charged,  or  than  have  been 
before  allowed  by  order  of  the  commission,  the  burden  of  proving  the 
necessity  of  the  increase  shall  be  upon  said  public  utility. 

(d)  The  rates,  fares  and  charges  fixed  and  allowed  by  the  commission  Period  to  be 
to  be  charged  and  collected  by  any  railroad  corporation  and  the  charges  sPecified- 
allowed  by  it  to  be  charged  by  any  public  utility  shall  be  the  rates,  fares, 
charges  or  prices  to  be  charged  by  the  railroad  corporation  or  by 
the  public  utility  affected  by  the  order  of  the  commission  fixing  the 
same  for  such  period  of  time  not  exceeding  two  years,  as  shall  be 
prescribed  in  the  order  of  the  commission,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
suspended  or  set  aside  by  a court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  a public  utility  at  any  time  from 
entering  into  a contract,  with  a customer  for  a period  exceeding  two 
years  at  rates  then  lawful. 

Sect.  12.  (a)  Without  first  having  obtained  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  exten- 

commission  no  railroad  corporation  shall  begin  the  constuction  of  an  sions,  authority 
extension  of  its  railroad  or  of  any  branch  thereof,  and  the  commission  for- 
shall  grant  such  permission  whenever,  after  due  hearing,  it  shall  deter- 
mine that  such  construction  or  extension  would  be  for  the  public  good 
and  not  otherwise.  If  the  petition  shall  be  granted  the  railroad  cor- 
poration shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a copy  of  the 
petition  and  of  the  order  of  the  commission  thereon.  Authority  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  only  be  exercised  within  two 
years  after  the  same  is  granted;  and  shall  not  be  exercised  thereafter. 

(b)  No  franchise  nor  any  right  to  or  under  any  franchise,  to  own  or  Leases,  etc.,  to 
operate  a railroad  shall  be  assigned,  transferred  or  leased,  nor  shall  be  approved, 
any  contract  or  agreement  with  reference  to  or  affecting  any  such  fran- 
chise or  right  be  valid  or  of  any  force  or  effect  whatsoever,  unless  the 
assignment,  transfer,  lease,  contract  or  agreement  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  commission. 

Sect.  13.  (a)  No  public  utility  shall  commence  within  this  state  Public  utilities 

the  business  of  transmission  of  telephone  or  telegraph  messages  or  of  t0  be  aPProved- 
supplying  the  public  with  gas,  electricity  or  water,  or  shall  engage  in 
such  business  or  begin  the  construction  of  a plant,  line,  main  or  other 
apparatus  or  appliance  intended  to  be  used  therein  in  any  city  or  town 
in  which  at  the  time  it  shall  not  already  be  engaged  in  such  business, 
or  shall  exercise  any  right  or  privilege  under  any  franchise  hereafter 
granted  (or  any  franchise  heretofore  granted  but  not  heretofore  actually 
exercised)  it  such  town,  without  first  having  obtained  the  permission 
and  approval  of  the  commission.  The  commission  shall  grant  such 
permission  whenever  it  shall,  after  due  hearing,  determine  and  find  that 
such  engaging  in  business,  such  construction  or  such  exercise  of  the 
right,  privilege  or  franchise  would  be  for  the  public  good  and  not  other- 
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wise;  and  may  prescribe  such  terms  and  conditions  upon  the  exercise  of 
the  privilege  granted  under  such  permission  as  it  shall  consider  for  the 
public  interest.  Authority  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  only  be  exercised  within  two  years  after  the  same  shall  be  granted 
and  shall  not  be  exercised  thereafter. 

(b)  No  public  utility  shall  transfer  or  lease  its  franchise,  works  or 
system  or  any  part  of  such  franchise,  works  or  system  exercised  or 
located  in  this  state  to  any  other  person  or  corporation  or  contract  for 
the  operation  of  its  works  and  system  located  in  this  state  until  the 
commission  shall  make  an  order  assenting  thereto. 

(c)  No  public  utility  shall  directly  or  indirectly  acquire  the  stocks 
or  bonds  of  any  other  corporation  incorporated  in  or  doing  business  in 
this  state  and  engaged  or  preparing  to  engage  in  the  same  or  a similar 
business  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  order  of  the  commission;  'pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  in  any  manner  prevent  a 
public  utility  being  in  fact  the  owner  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act  of  the  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  other  public  utility  or 
leasing  or  operating  such  other  public  utility  from  acquiring  the  balance 
or  all  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  such  other  public  utility  a 
majority  of  which  stock  is  so  owned  or  which  is  so  leased  or  operated. 
Every  contract,  assignment,  transfer,  or  agreement  for  transfer  of  any 
stock  by  or  through  any  person  or  corporation  to  any  corporation  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect, 
and  no  such  transfer  or  assignment  shall  be  made  upon  the  books  of 
any  public  utility,  or  shall  be  recognized  as  effective  for  any  purpose. 

(d)  Whenever  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  service  to  the  public  that  any  railroad  corporation  or  public 
utility  subject  to  supervision  under  this  act  should  construct  a line, 
branch  line,  extension  or  a pipe-line,  conduit,  line  of  poles,  towers  or 
wires  across  the  land  of  any  other  person  or  corporation,  or  should 
acquire  land  for  necessary  extension  of  any  plant  or  works  operated  by 
such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility,  and  such  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  as 
to  the  necessity  or  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  such  railroad  corpora- 
tion or  public  utility  may  petition  the  commission  for  such  rights  and 
easements  or  for  permission  to  take  such  lands  as  may  be  needed  for 
said  purposes.  Said  commission  shall,  upon  due  notice  to  all  parties 
in  interest,  hear  and  determine  the  necessity  for  the  right  prayed  for 
and  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  shall  render  judgment 
accordingly.  In  the  case  of  railroad  corporations  the  proceedings  in  said 
matters  shall  be  as  is  provided  in  chapter  158  of  the  PuBlic  Statutes 
relating  to  taking  for  railroad  purposes;  and  any  party  aggrieved  shall 
have  the  same  rights  of  appeal  as  are  therein  provided.  In  the  case 
of  a public  utility,  the  petition  shall  set  out  the  title  and  the  description 
of  the  land  involved,  the  rights  to  be  taken  therein  and  the  public  use 
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for  which  the  same  are  desired,  and  the  petition  and  final  decree  thereon 
shall  be  recorded,  if  said  petition  shall  be  granted,  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  real  estate  affected  thereby 
is  located;  any  party  aggrieved  by  the  order  of  the  commission  award- 
ing damages  may  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  order  and  not 
afterwards  file  in  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is 
located  a petition  to  have  the  damages  assessed  by  a jury,  upon  which 
petition  order  of  notice  shall  issue  and  after  the  order  of  notice  has  been 
complied  with  the  court  shall  assess  such  damages  by  jury. 

Sect.  14.  (a)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  issue  issue  of  stock 

any  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  payable and  bonds 
more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof,  without  first  procuring  resulated- 
an  order  of  the  commission  authorizing  the  same.  Upon  petition  of 
the  directors  of  a railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  the  commission 
shall,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  determine  the  amount  of  stock 
or  bonds  which  in  its  opinion  is  reasonably  requisite  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  issue  is  to  be  made,  and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  final 
hearing  upon  such  petition  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a 
certificate  setting  out  the  amount  of  the  increase  which  it  has  authorized, 
and  the  purposes  for  which  the  proceeds  of  such  new  stock  or  bonds  may 
be  used.  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  apply  the 
proceeds  of  any  stock,  bonds  or  notes  to  any  other  purpose  than  those 
specified  in  the  order  of  the  commission  authorizing  the  issue  of  the 
same.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  issuing  stocks, 
bonds,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  file  with  the  commission  an  account  showing  in  such 
detail  as  the  commission  shall  require  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds 
of  such  issue;  'provided, , however,  that  no  public  utility  or. railroad  cor- 
poration not  owning,  operating  or  maintaining  a railroad  within  this 
state,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  required  to  apply  to 
the  commission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evi- 
dence of  indebtedness  except  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  con- 
struction, completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or  the 
improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service  within  this  state  or  the  dis- 
charge or  refunding  of  its  obligations  or  reimbursement  of  moneys 
actually  expended  for  such  purposes. 

(b)  A railroad  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  building  a branch  or  For  what  pur- 
extension  of  its  railroad;  or  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  .another  P°ses  Per" 
railroad;  or  of  taking  stock  in  an  elevator  corporation  and  erecting  and  mitted' 
operating  elevators  upon  its  own  road  and  upon  those  leased  to  or 
operated  by  it;  or  of  building  depots  or  of  abolishing  grade  crossings 
or  of  building  or  purchasing  power  houses,  shops  or  other  structures 
and  machinery  or  equipment  for  the  same;  or  of  making  permanent 
improvements  or  additions  to  its  plant,  rolling  stock  or  appliances;  or 
of  purchasing  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation 
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whose  railroad  property  is  leased  to  or  operated  by  it,  or  of  any  other 
railroad  corporation  a majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  which  is  owned 
by  the  purchasing  road;  or  of  paying  or  refunding  its  funded  debt,  or 
of  paying  floating  indebtedness  or  money  borrowed,  where  such  debt 
or  indebtedness  was  created  or  the  money  used  for  any  of  the  purposes 
hereinbefore  enumerated,  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  authority  of 
the  commission  as  herein  provided,  increase  its  capital  stock  or  bonds 
beyond  the  amounts  fixed  and  limited  by  its  articles  of  association  or 
its  charter,  or  by  any  act  of  the  general  court,  provided  that  such  increase 
shall  first  be  authorized  by  the  vote  of  a majority  of  the  stockholders 
present  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  called  for  that  purpose. 

(c)  Whenever  a railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  increase 
its  capital  stock  it  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  offer  the  new 
shares  proportionately  to  its  stockholders  at  such  price  not  less  than 
the  par  value  thereof  as  shall  have  been  determined  by  its  stockholders 
in  their  vote  for  the  issue  of  the  same.  The  directors  shall  cause  written 
notice  of  the  increase  in  capital  stock  to  be  given  to  each  stockholder 
of  record  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation  at  the  date  designated  by 
the  directors  at  a meeting  following  the  order  of  the  commission  author- 
izing the  issue,  which  notice  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  increase,  the 
number  of  shares  or  fractions  of  shares  to  which  the  stockholder  is 
entitled,  the  price  at  which  he  is  entitled  to  take  them,  and  shall  fix  a 
time  not  less  than  fifteen  days  after  the  date  so  designated  by  the  direc- 
tors within  which  he  may  subscribe  therefor.  Each  stockholder  may 
within  the  time  so  limited  subscribe  for  his  proportion  of  the  new  stock 
which  shall  be  paid  for  in  cash  before  the  issue  of  a certificate.  The 
determination  by  the  commission  of  the  amount  of  stock  reasonably 
requisite  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  issue  is  made  shall  be  based  upon 
the  price  at  which  such  stock  is  to  be  offered  to  stockholders  as  fixed 
by  the  vote  of  the  stockholders ; provided , however,  that  the  commission 
shall  refuse  to  authorize  any  particular  issue  of  stock  if  in  its  opinion 
the  price  fixed  by  the  stockholders  is  so  low  as  to  be  inconsistent  with 
the  public  interests. 

(d)  When  an  increase  in  capital  stock  does  not  exceed  four  per  cent,  of 
the  existing  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  the  directors  may,  without 
first  offering  the  same  to  the  stockholders  sell  the  new  shares  by  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder  at  not  less  than  par  value  to  be  actually 
paid  in  cash.  If  after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  to  stockholders 
hereinbefore  provided  any  shares  of  the  new  issue  of  stock  remain 
unsubscribed  by  stockholders  entitled  to  take  them,  the  directors  shall 
sell  the  same  by  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder  at  not  less  than  par 
value  to  be  actually  paid  in  cash.  All  shares  of  stock  to  be  disposed  of 
by  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  such  city  or  town  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
commission,  and  the  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  shall  be  pub- 
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lished  at  least  five  times  immediately  preceding  the  time  fixed  for  the 
sale  in  such  newspapers,  not  less  than  three  in  number,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission. 

(e)  The  commission  may  authorize  a public  utility  to  issue  its  stocks 
or  bonds  in  payment  for  property  or  stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities 
of  like  corporations  which  it  may  lawfully  acquire,  upon  such  terms  as 
the  commission  may  approve,  having  due  regard  to  the  public  good. 

Sect.  15.  The  commission  shall  investigate  the  causes  of  all  acci-  Investigation 

dents  happening  upon  the  railroads  of  the  state  resulting  in  the  loss  of  of  railroad 
...  , „ „ , . , . . . - . . . . , accidents, 

life  and  of  all  other  accidents  so  happening  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 

commission  ought  to  be  investigated.  Any  such  investigation  may  be 
made  by  the  full  commission  or  by  a single  commissioner,  as  the  com- 
mission may  determine.  If  such  investigation  is  made  by  a single 
commissioner,  said  commissioner  for  the  purposes  of  the  particular 
investigation  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  full 
commission. 

Sect.  16.  (a)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  opinion  that  Neglect  of 

a railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  is  failing  or  omitting,  or  about  dutU  proceed- 

. ..  . . , . . _ . - ° , A „ , mg  for  relief. 

to  fail  or  omit,  to  do  anything  required  ol  it  by  law,  or  by  order  of  the 
commission,  or  is  doing  anything,  or  about  to  do  anything,  or  permitting 
anything  or  about  to  permit  anything  to  be  done  contrary  to  or  in  viola- 
tion of  law  or  of  any  order  of  the  commission  it  shall  have  authority  to 
lay  the  facts  before  the  attorney-general,  and  to  direct  him  immediately 
to  begin  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  praying 
for  appropriate  relief  by  mandamus  or  injunction  or  otherwise.  Upon 
the  beginning  of  such  suit  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  specify 
the  time  not  exceeding  twenty  days  after  service  of  a copy  of  the  petition 
within  which  the  defendant  complained  of  must  answer  the  petition. 

In  case  of  default  in  answer  or  after  answer,  the  court  shall  immediately 
make  inquiry  into  the  facts  and  circumstances  in  such  matter  as  the 
court  shall  direct  without  other  or  formal  pleadings,  and  without  respect 
to  any  technical  requirement.  Such  other  persons  or  corporations  as 
the  court  shall  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  join  as  parties  in  order  to 
make  its  order,  judgment  or  writs  effective,  may  be  joined  as  parties 
upon  application  of  counsel  for  the  state.  The  final  judgment  in  any 
such  action  or  proceeding  shall  either  dismiss  the  action  or  proceeding, 
or  direct  that  a writ  of  mandamus  or  an  injunction  or  other  appropriate 
process  shall  issue  as  prayed  for  in  the  petition,  or  in  such  modified  or 
other  form  as  the  court  may  determine  will  afford  appropriate  relief. 

(b)  All  actions  and  proceedings  under  this  act  and  all  actions  and  Preference  in 
proceedings  commenced  or  prosecuted  by  order  of  the  commission,  or tnal- 
to  which  the  commission  may  be  a party  or  in  which  any  question  arises 
under  this  act,  or  under  or  concerning  any  order  or  action  of  the  com- 
mission, shall  be  preferred  over  all  other  civil  causes  except  election 
causes  in  all  courts  of  the  State  of  Newr  Hampshire  and  shall  be  heard 
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and  determined  in  preference  to  all  other  civil  business  pending  therein 
excepting  election  causes,  irrespective  of  position  on  the  calendar,  and 
any  such  action  or  proceeding  may  upon  motion  of  counsel  for  the  state 
be  heard  in  a different  county  from  that  in  which  it  was  begun  if  such 
course  will  expedite  a final  decision. 

(c)  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  there  shall  at  any  time  be 
occasion  therefor  the  commission  may  request  the  attorney-general  or 
may  employ  other  counsel  to  represent  the  state  in  cases  arising  under 
the  first  paragraph  of  this  section,  or  wherein  any  act  or  order  of  the 
commission  is  involved.  Such  counsel  shall  be  allowed  reasonable 
attorney’s  fees  and  their  necessary  disbursements,  to  be  approved  by 
the  governor  and  council  and  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  state.  The 
power  granted  by  this  section  is  in  addition  to  that  granted  by  paragraph 
(f)  of  section  2 of  this  act. 

Sect.  17.  (a)  Every  order  of  the  commission  shall  be  served  upon 

every  person  or  corporation  to  be  affected  thereby,  either  by  personally 
delivering  or  sending  by  registered  mail  a certified  copy  thereof  to  such 
person,  or,  in  the  case  of  a corporation,  to  some  officer  or  agent  thereof 
upon  whom  writs  could  be  served  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  219 
of  the  Public  Statutes.  Every  order  of  the  commission  shall  take 
effect  at  a time  therein  specified,  and,  except  as  otherwise  in  this  act 
especially  provided,  shall  continue  in  force  for  a period  therein  desig- 
nated unless  the  same  shall  be  suspended,  modified  or  set  aside  by  the 
commission  or  be  suspended  or  set  aside  by  a court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. 

(b)  Any  party  in  interest  aggrieved  by  any  order  of  the  commission 
or  by  any  part  of  an  order  containing  distinct  and  severable  provisions, 
may  appeal  therefrom  by  complaint  in  the  nature  of  a bill  in  equity, 
filed  in  the  superior  court  in  any  county  in  which  the  appealing  party 
might  commence  an  action  at  law,  or  at  the  option  of  such  party  in  the 
county  of  Merrimack,  against  the  commission  as  defendant,  to  vacate 
and  set  aside  such  order  or  part  thereof  upon  the  ground  that  the  same 
is  unlawful  or  unreasonable.  If  such  order  contains  distinct  provisions, 
the  complaint  shall  state  whether  the  whole  thereof  is  claimed  to  be 
unjust  and  unreasonable,  and  shall  distinctly  specify  the  portions  com- 
plained of  if  less  than  the  whole.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  complaint 
the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  shall  issue  an  order  of  notice  in  accordance 
with  equity  practice,  which  shall  be  served  upon  some  member  of  the 
commission.  The  answer  of  the  commission  shall  be  filed  and  a copy 
furnished  to  the  appellant  within  thirty  days  after  service,  whereupon 
the  proceedings  shall  be  at  issue  and  stand  ready  for  trial  upon  thirty 
days’  notice  given  by  either  party,  to  the  other,  and  the  same  shall  be 
tried  and  determined  as  other  suits  in  equity.  Any  person  or  corpora- 
tion interested  may  intervene  and  become  a party  to  such  proceedings, 
and  the  court  may  order  such  persons  or  corporations  to  be  joined  as 
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parties  as  justice  may  require.  All  issues  presented  by  such  an  appeal 
shall  be  tried  and  determined  by  the  court. 

(c)  No  proceeding  other  than  the  appeal  herein  provided  for  shall  Appeal  sole 
be  maintained  in  any  court  of  this  state  to  set  aside,  enjoin  the  enforce-  remedy- 
ment  of,  or  otherwise  review  or  impeach  any  order  of  the  commission, 

except  for  excess  of  jurisdiction  or  other  errors  cognizable  under  the 
general  supervisory  power.  Every  such  appeal,  and  any  other  judicial 
proceeding  to  quash  or  otherwise  review  or  obtain  relief  from  any  order 
of  the  commission,  shall  be  taken  or  exercised  within  sixty  days  after 
the  entry  or  rendition  of  such  order  and  not  afterwards ; provided , how- 
ever, that  the  court  may,  upon  petition,  permit  the  commencement  of 
such  an  appeal,  for  cause  shown,  at  any  time  within  ninety  days  from  the 
entry  or  rendition  of  such  order. 

(d)  Upon  the  trial  of  every  such  appeal,  the  order  appealed  from  and  Procedure, 
the  findings  of  the  commission  upon  all  questions  of  facts  properly 

before  it  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  lawful  and  reasonable,  and  the 
order  appealed  from  shall  not  be  set  aside  or  vacated  except  for  errors 
of  law  unless  the  court  is  satisfied  by  a clear  preponderance  of  the  evi- 
dence before  it  that  such  order  is  unjust  or  unreasonable.  With  the 
answer  of  the  commission  there  shall  be  filed  a transcript  of  the  testi- 
mony introduced  before  the  commission,  together  with  the  originals 
or  copies  of  all  exhibits  introduced  in  evidence  before  the  commission. 

If,  upon  the  trial  of  such  appeal,  evidence  shall  be  introduced  which  is 
found  by  the  court  to  be  different  from  that  offered  upon  the  hearing 
before  the  commission  or  additional  thereto,  the  court,  before  rendering 
judgment,  upon  the  request  of  either  party,  shall  transmit  a copy  of 
such  evidence  to  the  commission  and  stay  further  proceedings  for  fifteen 
days  from  the  date  of  such  transmission.  Upon  receipt  of  such  evidence, 
the  commission  shall  consider  the  same  and  may  alter,  modify,  amend 
or  rescind  the  order  appealed  from,  and  shall  report  its  action  thereon 
to  the  court  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  evidence. 

(e)  If  the  commission  shall  rescind  the  order  appealed  from  the  Rescission  of 
appeal  shall  be  dismissed;  if  it  shall  alter,  modify  or  amend  the  same,  order,  etc., 
such  altered,  modified  or  amended  order  shall  take  the  place  of  the  effect  of‘ 
original  order  complained  of,  and  the  court  shall  render  judgment  with 
reference  thereto  in  said  appeal  as  though  such  order  had  been  made  by 

the  commission  in  the  first  instance,  after  allowing  any  amendments 
of  the  pleadings  or  other  incidental  proceedings  desired  by  the  parties 
which  the  changed  situation  may  require.  If  the  original  order  shall 
not  be  rescinded,  modified  or  altered  by  the  commission,  judgment  shall 
be  rendered  with  reference  to  such  original  order. 

(f)  The  final  judgment  upon  every  appeal  shall  be  a decree  dismissing  Form  of  decree, 
the  appeal,  or  vacating  the  order  complained  of  in  whole  or  in  part,  as 

the  case  may  be;  but  in  case  such  order  is  wholly  or  partly  vacated 
the  court  may  also,  in  its  discretion,  remand  the  matter  to  the  commis- 
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sion  for  such  further  proceedings,  not  inconsistent  with  the  decree,  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  justice  may  require. 

(g)  No  appeal  or  other  proceedings  taken  from  an  order  of  the  com- 
mission shall  suspend  the  operation  of  such  order;  provided , however , 
that  the  superior  court  may  order  a suspension  of  such  order  pending 
the  determination  of  such  appeal  or  other  proceeding  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  justice  may  require  such  suspension;  but  no  order 
providing  for  a reduction  of  rates,  fares  or  charges  shall  be  suspended 
except  upon  conditions  to  be  imposed  by  the  court  providing  a means 
for  securing  the  prompt  repayment  of  all  excess  rates,  fares  and  charges 
over  and  above  the  rates,  fares  and  charges  which  shall  be  finally  deter- 
mined to  be  reasonable  and  just.  Any  order  of  the  court  suspending  an 
order  of  the  commission  fixing  reasonable  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices, 
shall,  among  other  things,  provide  that  the  railroad  corporation  or  public 
utility  affected  by  the  order  suspended  shall  keep  such  accounts  as  shall 
suffice  to  show  the  amount  being  collected  by  such  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility,  pending  the  appeal,  in  excess  of  the  amounts  which 
it  would  have  collected  if  the  order  or  decree  of  the  commission  had  not 
been  suspended,  and  that  any  such  excess  shall  be  impounded  within  the 
state  or  paid  into  court.  Whenever  there  is  occasion  after  final  decision 
for  the  distribution  of  said  excess,  any  violation  on  the  part  of  any  rail- 
road corporation  or  public  utility,  or  of  the  officers  or  members  thereof, 
of  the  order  of  the  court  providing  for  the  repayment  of  said  excess  may 
be  punishable  as  a contempt  of  court. 

(h)  In  all  trials,  actions  and  proceedings  arising  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  growing  out  of  the  exercise  of  the  authority  and  powers 
granted  herein  to  the  commission,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the 
party  adverse  to  such  commission  or  seeking  to  set  aside  any  determina- 
tion, requirement,  direction  or  order  of  such  commission  to  show  by 
clear  and  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  determination,  requirement, 
direction  or  order  of  the  commission  complained  of  is  unreasonable  or 
unlawful,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(i)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  appeals  from  the 
assessment  of  damages  in  eminent  domain  proceedings,  but  such  appeals 
shall  be  taken  and  prosecuted  as  provided  in  section  13  of  this  act. 

Sect.  18.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  and  all 
officers  and  agents  of  the  same  shall  obey,  observe,  and  comply  with 
every  order  made  by  the  commission,  under  authority  of  this  act  so 
long  as  the  same  shall  be  and  remain  in  force.  Any  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility  which  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  which 
fails,  omits  or  neglects  to  obey,  observe  or  comply  with  any  order  or 
any  direction  or  requirement  of  the  commission,  shall  be  fined  a sum 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars.  Every  officer  and  agent  of  any 
such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  who  shall  wilfully  violate 
or  who  procures,  aids  or  abets  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  who  wilfully 
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fails  to  obey,  observe,  and  comply  with  any  order  of  the  commission,  or 
who  procures,  aids  or  abets  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public 
utility  in  its  failure  to  obey,  observe  and  comply  with  any  such  order  or 
provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months  or 
both. 

Sect.  19.  Any  forfeiture  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  Forfeitures, 
shall  be  recovered  in  an  action  brought  by  the  attorney-general  in  the  how  recovered 
name  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  when  recovered  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state.  The  commission  shall  have  author- 
ity to  direct  the  institution  of  such  action,  and  the  attorney-general 
may  institute  such  action  without  direction  whenever  he  shall  have 
knowledge  that  such  forfeiture  has  been  incurred. 

Sect.  20.  The  commission  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  on  Report  of 
or  before  the  first  day  in  December  its  biennial  report  to  the  legislature,  commisslon- 
which  shall  contain  an  account  of  its  doings  during  the  years,  a state- 
ment of  the  expenses  incurred  by  it,  such  statistical  and  other  informa- 
tion with  regard  to  railroads  and  public  utilities  in  the  state  as  the 
commission  may  deem  of  public  interest  and  such  suggestions  and 
recommendations  as  to  needed  legislation,  or  other  matters  affecting 
railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities  as  the  commission  may  think 
will  promote  the  public  good. 

Sect.  21.  Sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Stat-  Repealing 
utes,  and  chapter  19  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  chapter  42  of  the  Laws  of  1901,  cl^se;  act 
chapter  60  of  the  Laws  of  1909  and  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1907  May  15(  1911 
are  expressly  repealed;  provided , however,  that  such  repeal  shall  not 
affect  the  rights  of  either  party  in  any  proceeding  now  pending.  All 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  which  in  any  way  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  repealed  so  far  as  they  do  so  conflict,  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  May  15,  1911.

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  MATTERS 
BEFORE  THE  COMMISSION 

Formal  Sessions. 

Rule  I.  Sessions  of  the  Commission  for  hearings  on 
formal  matters  will  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  Commission 
in  Concord,  or  when  special  reasons  appear  therefor,  at 
other  places  in  the  state,  on  such  days  and  at  such  hours  as 
the  Commission  may  designate. 

Rules  Applicable  to  Petitions  in  General. 

Rule  II.  Petitions,  appeals  and  complaints  may  be 
filed  with  the  Commission  at  its  office  in  Concord  on  any 
day  in  the  year,  except  Sundays  and  holidays.  Every  such 
petition  shall  be  printed  or  typewritten. 

Rule  III.  With  each  petition  or  appeal,  except  peti- 
tions falling  within  Rules  XV  and  XXIII,  must  be  filed 
three  printed  or  typewritten  copies  of  the  same,  including 
all  signatures  thereto;  and  with  all  petitions  falling  within 
said  Rules  XV  and  XXIII,  two  such  copies  and  as  many 
more  copies  as  there  are  public  utilities  in  the  territory 
covered  by  the  petition  engaged  in  the  business  proposed 
to  be  done  therein  by  the  petitioner,  or  persons  whose 
property  is  proposed'  to  be  taken  or  burdened. 

Rule  IV.  Every  petition  and  appeal,  and  every  com- 
plaint or  other  matter  coming  formally  before  the  Com- 
mission, will  be  known  as  a case,  and  will  receive  a number 
and  a title.  All  papers  thereafter  filed  in  connection  there- 
with should  bear  such  number  and  title. 

Complaints  as  to  Rates. 

Rule  V.  A petition  complaining  of  rates  alleged  to  be 
preferential  or  discriminatory  should  briefly  set  forth  the 
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facts  showing  such  rates  to  be  within  the  inhibition  of 
paragraph  (d)  of  section  7 of  Chapter  164  of  the  Laws  of 
1911. 

Complaints  of  Violation  of  Law  or  Franchise. 

Rule  VI.  A petition  complaining  of  acts  claimed  to  be 
in  violation  of  any  provision  of  Chapter  164  of  the  Laws  of 
1911,  or  of  any  other  provision  of  law,  or  of  any  provision 
of  any  charter,  franchise  or  order  of  the  Commission,  should 
briefly  set  forth  the  facts  claimed  to  constitute  such  vio- 
lation. 

Complaints  as  to  Facilities,  Practices  or  Service. 

Rule  VII.  A petition  complaining  that  the  service  or 
facilities  of  any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  are 
not  reasonably  safe  and  adequate  should  briefly  state  in 
what  respect  the  service  or  facilities  complained  of  are 
not  safe  or  adequate. 

Rule  VIII.  A petition  complaining  that  any  part  of  a 
railroad  reasonably  requires  alteration  or  reconstruction, 
or  that  the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances 
or  service  of  any  railroad  corporation  in  respect  to  trans- 
portation of  persons  or  property  are  unjust,  unsafe,  im- 
proper or  inadequate,  should  briefly  state  the  facts  upon 
which  the  complaint  is  based. 

Rule  IX.  A petition  complaining  of  the  service  ren- 
dered or  the  facilities  furnished  by  any  public  utility  or 
railroad  corporation,  or  of  the  charges  made  for  such  service, 
should  allege  that  the  public  utility  or  railroad  corporation 
complained  of  fails,  in  violation  of  law,  to  furnish  safe  and 
adequate  service  or  facilities,  or  in  violation  of  law,  fails  to 
furnish  service  at  just  and  reasonable  rates.  In  the  case 
of  public  utilities  such  petitions  should  be  made  by  the 
mayor  or  the  city  council  or  city  councils  of  a city,  the 
selectmen  of  a town,  or  by  not  less  than  one  hundred  cus- 
tomers or  subscribers  of  the  public  utility  complained 
against  in  cities  of  thirty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,

or  not  less  than  fifty  such  customers  or  subscribers  in  cities 
of  twenty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  or  not  less  than 
twenty-five  such  customers  or  subscribers  in  cities  or  towns 
of  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants. 

In  any  case  where  subscribers  or  customers  of  a public 
utility  desire  to  make  complaint,  and,  by  reason  of  the 
small  number  of  such  subscribers  or  customers  in  any  city 
or  town,  the  requirements  of  the  foregoing  paragraph 
(made  to  conform  to  paragraph  (c)  of  section  10  of  Chapter 
164  of  the  Laws  of  1911)  cannot  be  complied  with,  a peti- 
tion stating  such  fact  may  be  filed,  and,  if  it  appears  to  the 
Commission  that  a hearing  should  be  had,  the  Commission 
will  proceed  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  of  said 
section. 

Procedure  upon  Complaints  against  Railroad  Cor- 
porations and  Public  Utilities. 

Rule  X.  When  a petition  falling  within  rules  V to  IX, 
both  inclusive,  is  filed  with  the  Commission,  a copy  of  the 
same  will  be  given  by  the  Commission  to  the  railroad  cor- 
poration or  public  utility  complained  against  with  notice 
of  the  time  allowed  to  satisfy  the  matters  complained  of  or 
to  answer  in  writing  the  charges  contained  in  said  petition. 

Rule  XI.  A railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  com- 
plained against  which  does  not  satisfy  the  matters  com- 
plained of  must  answer  within  the  time  specified  in  the 
notice  of  the  same  given  by  the  Commission,  unless  further 
time  for  making  answer  be  granted  for  cause  shown.  The 
answer  must  specifically  admit  or  deny  the  material  alle- 
gations of  the  petition,  and  set  forth  the  facts  relied  upon 
to  support  any  denial.  Every  answer  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  filed  in  duplicate. 

Rule  XII.  When  satisfaction  is  made,  a written  ac- 
knowledgment thereof  showing  the  character  and  extent 
of  the  satisfaction  given  must  be  filed  by  the  petitioner,  and 
in  that  event  a statement  that  such  satisfaction  has  been 
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made  may  be  filed  by  the  railroad  corporation  or  public 
utility  complained  against  without  further  answer. 

Rule  XIII.  In  case  of  failure  to  answer,  the  Commis- 
sion will  take  such  proof  of  the  facts  as  it  may  deem  proper 
and  reasonable  and  make  such  order  upon  the  petition  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  appear  to  require. 

Rule  XIV.  After  answer  has  been  filed  in  any  case 
the  Commission  will  fix  a time  and  place  for  hearing  such 
case  and  will  give  notice  of  such  hearing  to  the  parties  by 
mail  or  otherwise. 

Petitions  for  Consent  to  Extension  into  New  Territory. 

Rule  XV.  A petition  for  the  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  the  commencement  of  construction  by  a public 
utility  or  to  the  engaging  in  business  in  a town  or  city  shall 
set  forth  the  names  of  all  public  utilities  engaged  in  such 
town  or  city  in  the  business  proposed  to  be  engaged  in  by 
the  petitioner,  and  shall  briefly  state  the  facts  showing  that 
such  construction  or  engaging  in  business  will  be  for  the 
public  good. 

At  the  hearing  on  any  such  petition,  the  petitioner  will 
be  required  to  file  certified  copies  of  records  showing  that 
the  necessary  license  or  licenses,  easement  or  easements  to 
enable  the  petitioner  to  engage  in  business  in  the  town  or 
city  in  question  have  been  granted. 

Petitions  for  Approval  of  Leases  and  Other  Contracts. 

Rule  XVI.  A petition  for  approval  of  a proposed 
assignment,  transfer  or  lease,  of  the  property,  franchises, 
works  or  system  of  any  public  utility  or  railroad  corpora- 
tion, or  of  any  contract  or  agreement  with  reference  thereto 
should  be  made  by  all  of  the  parties  to  the  proposed  trans- 
action. 

The  petition  should  state  in  detail  the  reasons  upon  the 
part  of  each  petitioner  for  making  the  proposed  assignment, 
transfer,  lease  or  contract,  and  all  of  the  facts  relied  upon 
to  show  that  the  making  of  the  same  will  be  for  the  public 
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good,  and  with  the  petition  should  be  filed  a statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  each  petitioner. 

There  must  be  annexed  to  the  petition  a copy  of  the  pro- 
posed assignment,  lease  or  contract.  If  during  the  pend- 
ency of  the  petition  any  modification  of  such  assignment, 
lease  or  contract  is  made  to  meet  any  objection  found  by 
the  Commission,  a copy  of  such  assignment,  lease  or  con- 
tract in  its  final  form  must  be  filed  with  the  Commission 
before  an  order  approving  the  same  will  be  made. 

Petitions  as  to  Stock  and  Bonds. 

Rule  XVII.  A petition  by  a public  utility  for  authority 
to  acquire  the  stock  or  bonds  of  any  other  public  utility 
should  set  forth  in  detail  the  reasons  why  the  petitioner 
desires  to  acquire  such  stock  or  bonds,  the  price  proposed 
to  be  paid  for  such  stock  or  bonds,  and  the  person  or  per- 
sons from  whom  the  purchase  is  to  be  made.  With  every 
such  petition  shall  be  filed  a statement  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  petitioner  and  of  the  corporation,  the 
stock  or  bonds  of  which  it  desires  to  purchase. 

Rule  XVIII.  A petition  for  authority  to  issue  securities 
should  state  the  kind  and  amount  of  securities  proposed 
to  be  issued,  the  use  to  which  the  same  or  the  proceeds 
thereof  are  proposed  to  be  put,  and  should  definitely 
specify  how  much  is  to  be  used  for  acquisition  of  property, 
how  much  for  permanent  construction  and  the  nature  of 
such  construction,  and  how  much  for  each  other  purpose 
indicated.  Said  petition  should  also  contain  a statement 
in  detail  of  the  property  which  is  to  be  acquired,  or  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  facilities  to  be  made,  and 
all  other  facts  relied  upon  to  show  that  the  issue  of  securities 
proposed  would  be  for  the  public  good.  With  every  such 
petition  shall  be  filed  a statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  petitioner. 

When  an  order  is  made  granting  any  such  petition,  such 
order  will  require  the  filing  of  a detailed  sworn  statement  on 
the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July  in  each 
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year  showing  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  the  securi- 
ties authorized  to  be  issued,  until  the  whole  of  such  pro- 
ceeds shall  have  been  expended. 

Definition  of  Financial  Condition. 

Rule  XIX.  A statement  of  the  financial  condition  of 
a public  utility  or  railroad  corporation  shall  include  a state- 
ment of  the  amount  and  kinds  of  stock  outstanding,  the 
terms  of  preference  of  any  preferred  stock,  the  amount  of 
bonds  outstanding,  including  the  amount  and  date  and 
security  of  each  separate  issue,  and  the  rate  of  interest  and 
date  of  maturity  of  the  same,  the  rate  and  amount  of  divi- 
dends paid  during  the  previous  five  years,  and  an  operating 
statement  in  reasonable  detail  showing  the  earnings  and 
expenditures  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  a balance  sheet 
showing  assets  and  liabilities. 

Grade  Crossing  Appeals. 

Rule  XX.  A petition  by  a railroad  corporation  appeal- 
ing from  a vote  requiring  grade  crossing  protection  shall 
set  forth  in  full  a copy  of  the  vote  requiring  protection, 
and  shall  state  as  exactly  as  possible  the  number  of  pas- 
senger and  freight  trains  daily  passing  over  the  crossing 
in  question,  and  the  time  in  the  day  when  each  such 
passage  is  made. 

Petitions  for  Authority  to  Discontinue  Operations. 

Rule  XXI.  A petition  by  a street  railroad  corporation 
for  authority  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  any  part  of 
its  road  for  a portion  of  the  year  shall  set  forth  the  approxi- 
mate number  of  persons  served  by  the  portion  of  the  road 
proposed  to  be  discontinued  in  that  portion  of  the  year 
when  the  discontinuance  is  proposed  to  be  made,  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  continuing  the  operation  and  the  estimated 
revenue  which  would  be  received  from  such  operation. 
When  the  portion  of  road  sought  to  be  discontinued  has 
been  operated  in  any  previous  year  during  the  portion  of 
the  year  in  question,  the  actual  number  of  passengers 
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carried,  the  actual  cost  of  such  operation,  and  the  actual 
receipts  therefrom,  for  such  portion  of  the  year  in  the  last 
year  of  such  operation,  shall  be  stated  as  accurately  as 
possible. 

Petitions  for  Permission  to  Transmit  Electricity  out 
of  the  State. 

Rule  XXII.  A petition  for  an  order  of  the  Commission 
permitting  the  transmission  or  conveyance  of  electricity 
out  of  the  state  shall  set  forth  the  amount  of  electricity 
produced  or  proposed  to  be  produced  by  the  petitioner, 
the  amount  marketed  within  the  state,  the  amount  pro- 
posed to  be  conveyed  out  of  the  state,  what  efforts  have 
been  made  and  in  what  cities  or  towns  to  obtain  a market 
within  the  state,  and  the  price  demanded  in  each  such  city 
or  town  where  a market  has  been  sought. 

Petitions  for  the  Taking  of  Rights  and  Easements 
by  Eminent  Domain. 

Rule  XXIII.  A petition  under  paragraph  (d)  of  sec- 
tion 13  of  Chapter  164  of  the  Laws  of  1911  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a map  or  plan  prepared  by  a competent  surveyor 
or  engineer,  showing  the  lands  or  the  location  of  the  rights 
and  easements  which  the  petitioner  desires  to  acquire. 

Street  Railroad  Extensions. 

Rule  XXIV.  A petition  by  a street  railroad  corpo- 
ration for  permission  to  build  an  extension  of  its  line  to  be 
located  wholly  within  the  limits  of  existing  streets  or  high- 
ways shall  set  forth  that  a location  for  such  extension  has 
been  granted  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  selectmen 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  extension  is  to  be  built. 
At  the  hearing  on  such  petition,  the  petitioner  will  be 
required  to  file  with  the  Commission  a certified  copy  of 
the  record  of  the  granting  of  such  location.  Petitions  falling 
withjn  this  rule  will  be  acted  upon  without  public  notice, 
unless  the  Commission  shall  make  a special  order  requiring 
such  notice  in  a particular  case. 
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Procedure  upon  Petitions  by  Railroad  Corporations 
and  Public  Utilities. 

Rule  XXV.  Upon  the  filing  with  the  Commission  of  a 
petition  falling  within  Rules  XV,  XVI,  XVII,  XVIII,  XX, 
XXII,  and  XXIII,  an  order  will  be  made  fixing  a date  for 
a hearing  on  said  petition  and  requiring  the  petitioner  to 
give  public  notice  of  the  same  by  publication  at  least 
fourteen  days  before  the  date  fixed  for  hearing  in  a news- 
paper or  newspapers,  and  such  other  notice  as  the  Com- 
mission may  deem  necessary. 

Rule  XXVI.  Upon  the  filing  with  the  Commission  of 
a petition  falling  within  Rule  XXI,  an  order  will  be  made 
fixing  a date  for  a hearing  on  said  petition,  and  in  each  case 
where  a similar  petition  covering  the  same  portion  of  road 
proposed  to  be  discontinued  has  not  been  previously  acted 
upon  by  the  Public  Service  Commission,  fourteen  days 
notice  of  said  hearing  by  publication  will  be  required.  In 
a case  where  such  similar  petition  has  previously  been 
granted  by  the  Commission,  notice  by  publication  will  not 
be  required  if  it  is  alleged  in  the  petition  and  appears  to 
the  Commission  that  the  situation  has  not  changed  since 
the  prior  order  of  the  Commission. 

Procedure  on  Petitions  for  Consent  to  Grade 

Crossings. 

Rule  XXVII.  When  a petition  for  the  consent  of  the 
Commission  to  the  crossing  of  a highway  at  grade  is  filed 
with  the  Commission,  a hearing  thereon  will  be  ordered  and 
the  petitioner  required  to  give  such  public  notice  thereof 
by  publication  as  the  Commission  may  order. 

Rule  XXVIII.  When  a petition  for  the  consent  of 
the  Commission  to  the  laying  out  or  construction  at  grade 
of  a highway  across  a railroad  is  filed  with  the  Commissioij, 
a time  and  place  for  hearing  thereon  will  be  fixed  and  notice 
of  said  hearing  by  mail  or  otherwise  will  be  given  by  the 
Commission  to  the  railroad  corporation  operating  the  rail- 
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road  affected.  No  publication  of  notice  will  be  required 
unless  a special  reason  shall  appear  therefor. 

Amendments . 

Rule  XXIX.  The  Commission  may,  in  its  own  dis- 
cretion, allow  any  petition,  answer,  or  other  paper,  to 
be  amended  or  corrected,  or  any  omission  to  be  supplied 
therein. 

Petitioners  to  Furnish  Stenographers  in  Certain 

Cases. 

Rule  XXX.  The  petitioners  will  ordinarily  be  required 
to  provide  a stenographer  to  take  the  testimony  in  all 
cases  falling  within  rules  XV,  XVI,  XVII,  XVIII,  XX, 
XXI,  XXII,  XXIII,  XXIV  and  XXV,  and  to  furnish  the 
Commission  with  such  number  of  transcripts  of  the  testi- 
mony in  any  such  case  as  may  be  requested  within  one 
week  after  notice  that  such  transcripts  will  be  required. 
The  Commission  may  also  require  the  petitioners  to  pro- 
vide a stenographer  and  to  furnish  a transcript  of  testi- 
mony in  any  case  not  falling  within  said  rules. 

In  cases  falling  within  Rule  XXIII,  where  justice  appears 
to  require  an  order  permitting  the  taking  of  testimony  by 
deposition  near  the  location  of  the  lands,  rights,  or  ease- 
ments sought  to  be  taken,  the  petitioner  will  also  ordinarily 
be  required  to  furnish  a stenographer  to  transcribe  the 
testimony  so  taken. 

Agreed  Facts. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  parties  to  any  proceeding  or  inves- 
tigation before  the  Commission  may,  by  stipulation  in 
writing  filed  with  the  Commission,  agree  upon  the  facts,  or 
any  portion  thereof  involved  in  the  controversy,  which 
stipulation  shall  be  regarded  and  used  as  evidence  at  the 
hearing.  It  is  desired  that  the  facts  be  thus  agreed  upon 
whenever  practicable. 
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Depositions. 

Rule  XXXII.  Application  may  be  made  to  the  Com- 
mission by  any  party  to  any  proceeding  pending  before  it, 
for  leave  to  take  the  deposition  of  any  witness;  and  if 
such  application  is  granted,  the  deposition  may  be  taken 
before  a member  of  the  Commission,  or  before  a justice  of 
the  peace,  notary  public,  or  judge  of  any  court  in  any  state 
in  the  United  States,  or  before  any  person  specially  author- 
ized by  the  Commission.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  party  taking  the  deposition  as  may  be  required  by  the 
order  allowing  such  taking. 

The  Commission  may  also,  on  its  own  motion,  direct 
that  the  testimony  of  any  witness  be  taken  by  deposition 
in  any  proceeding  or  investigation  pending  before  it. 

Briefs. 

Rule  XXXIII.  Briefs  may  be  filed  by  any  party 
interested  in  any  proceeding  before  the  Commission,  and 
shall  be  filed  by  any  party  to  the  proceeding  upon  the 
request  of  the  Commission  within  such  time  as  shall  be 
indicated  in  the  request.  Briefs  should  set  forth  the  leading 
facts  or  conclusions  which  the  evidence  tends  to  prove,  and 
point  out  the  particular  evidence  relied  upon  to  support 
each  conclusion.  When  briefs  are  filed,  copies  of  the  same 
shall  be  furnished  to  all  parties  to  the  case,  or  to  their 
counsel. 

Fatal  Accident  Investigations. 

Rule  XXXIV.  At  a formal  investigation  in  the  case 
of  any  fatal  accident,  the  personal  representatives  of  the 
deceased  may  appear  in  person  or  by  counsel,  and  may 
participate  in  the  investigation  to  the  extent  of  examining 
witnesses  to  elicit  information,  which,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Commission,  may  aid  it  in  determining  how  the  accident 
occurred, ‘and  how  similar  accidents  in  the  future  may  be 
avoided. 
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Re-Hearings. 

Rule  XXXV.  Applications  for  re-opening  a case  after 
final  submission,  or  for  re-hearing  after  decision  made  by 
the  Commission,  must  be  by  petition,  and  must  state 
specifically  the  grounds  upon  which  the  application  is 
based.  If  such  application  be  to  re-open  the  case  for  further 
evidence,  the  nature  and  purpose  of  such  evidence  must  be 
briefly  stated  and  the  same  must  not  be  merely  cumulative. 
If  the  application  be  for  a re-hearing,  the  petition  must 
specify  the  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law  claimed 
to  be  erroneous,  with  a brief  statement  of  the  grounds  of 
error;  and  when  any  recommendation,  decision,  or  order 
of  the  Commission  is  sought  to  be  reversed,  changed  or 
modified  on  account  of  facts  and  circumstances  arising  sub- 
sequent to  the  hearing,  or  of  consequences  resulting  from 
compliance  with  such  recommendation,  decision  or  order, 
which  are  claimed  to  justify  a reconsideration  of  the  case, 
the  matters  relied  upon  by  the  applicant  must  be  fully  set 
forth.  Such  petition  must  be  duly  verified,  and  a copy 
thereof,  with  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  the  appli- 
cation will  be  made,  must  be  served  upon  the  adverse  party 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  named  in  such  notice. 

Information  to  Parties. 

Rule  XXXVI.  Upon  request  by  any  person  not  having 
counsel,  the  Commission  will  advise  as  to  the  form  of  peti- 
tion, answer  or  other  paper  necessary  to  be  filed  in  any 
case,  and  furnish  such  information  at  its  disposition  as  will 
conduce  to  a full  presentation  of  the  case  upon  hearing. 

Commission  May  Suspend  Rules. 

Rule  XXXVII.  The  Commission  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, in  any  case,  modify  or  suspend  any  of  the  foregoing 
rules.
